Brevities. 

The  Lichfield  City  Council  have  decided  to  have  a  supply 
of  antitoxin  kept  by  a  local  chemist  for  use  by  medical 
practitioners  in  diphtheria-cases. 

The  London  Camera  Club,  which  is  a  resuscitation  of  the 
old  club,  was  opened  by  Lord  Crawford  last  week  at 
17  John  Street,  Adelphi,  next  door  to  the  Society  of  Arts. 

A  fire  during  the  night  of  October  11  caused  damage  to 
the  extent  of  about  201.  at  the  Midland  Works  of  Messrs. 
Greenwood  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  Dalton  Lane, 
Keighley. 

Mr.  T.  Waddington,  of  Regent  Road,  Morecambe,.  has 
been  elected  President  of  the  local  Tradesmen's  Association. 
Councillor  Knowles  and  Mr.  S.  Parker,  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, were  also  appointed  to  the  directorate. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Grimshaw,  chemist  and  druggist,  132  Dar- 
ken Street.  Blackburn,  was  successful  in  carrying  off  the 
silver  cup  for  the  best  dog  at  the  Blackburn  Canine  Show 
held  on  October  15.  He  also  won  several  prizes  in  other 
classes. 

At  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  John  Clifford  Wallers, 
assistant  with  Messrs.  Fowke  &  Sons,  chemists,  Market 
Square,  Stafford,  who  died  suddenly  (C.  &  D.,  October  15, 
p.  598).  Dr.  G.  C.  Elliott  deposed  that  the  primary  cause 
of  death  was  a  tumour  on  the  brain  about  the  size  of  a 
walnut,  while  the  immediate  cause  was  heart-failure. 

At  Nottingham  on  October  14,  Wray,  Sanderson  &  Co., 
of  Hull,  were  fined  51.,  and  costs,  under  the  Fertilisers 
and  Feeding-stuffs  Act,  for  giving  false  invoices  in  connec- 
tion with  the  sale  of  pure  Egyptian  cotton  cake,  which  was 
certified  by  the  Government  analysts  to  be  adulterated  with 
Bombay  seed,  and  to  contain  an  excessive  umount  of 
moisture. 


The  States,  the  legislative  body  in  Guernsey,  adopted 
on  October  12,  by  twenty-five  votes  to  six,  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee  that  the  so-called  Guernsey 
weights  be  abolished  and  English  weights  be  adopted  for 
all  purposes  of  trade,  with  exceptions  as  to  the  use  of 
metric,  troy,  and  apothecaries'  weights,  as  provided  in  the 
English  Act  of  1878.  Similar  recommendations  with  regard 
to  measures  were  also  adopted. 

During  a  meeting  of  the  Pontypridd  Grocers'  Association 
on  October  12,  the  Secretary  directed  attention  to  a  recent 
prosecution  regarding  the  sale  of  headache-powders,  in 
which  a  vendor  was  fined  201. ,  as  the  powders  were  liable  to 
stamp-duty.  He  stated  that  the  trade  should  not  lose  sight 
of  the  legal  requirements  in  these  matters.  It  was  decided 
that  members  should  forward  wrappers  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Grocers'  Federation  Society  in  cases  where  doubt  as  to 
liability  to  stamp-duty  existed. 

An  appeal  against  the  assessment  of  the  chemical-works 
of  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  chemical-manufacturers, 
was  heard  at  the  Cheshire  Quarter  Sessions  last  week,  when 
the  case  for  the  company  occupied  each  day  from  Mon- 
day to  Friday,  when  further  hearing  was  adjourned  until 
October  31.  The  Assessment  Committee  first  desired  to 
increase  the  rateable  value  of  the  firm's  works  at  Win- 
nington.  Northwich,  Barnton,  Lostock,  and  Middlewich 
by  36,700?.,  and  on  objection  offered  a  round  valuation  of 
50,000?.  (equivalent  to  an  increase  of  about  20,000?.), 
against  which  the  company  appealed. 

Poison-lieenees. 

Mr.  Alfred  Edmonds,  seedsman,  49  London  Road, 
Stroud,  has  applied  to  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council 
for  a  poison-licence. 

Mr.  Edmund  W.  Tutt  (G.  &  A.  Clark,  Ltd.,  nursery- 
men, South  Bank  Nursery,  Ramsgate  Road,  Margate)  has 
applied  to  the  local  Town  Council  for  a  licence. 

The  Newport  Town  Council  have  confirmed  the  decision 
of  a  committee  to  refuse  an  application  for  a  poison-licence, 
but  it  is  added  that  the  Council  do  not  bind  themselves  not 
to  renew  existing  licences.  A  deputation  of  pharmacists 
had  appeared  before  the  committee  in  opposition  to  the 
application  (C.  &  D.,  September  24,  p.  462). 

Shops  (Wo.  2)  Bill. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Liberty  and  Property 
Defence  League  held  at  the  Central  Offices,  25  Victoria 
Street,  Westminster,  on  October  18,  Sir  Richard  Temple, 
Bart.,  in  the  chair,  it  was  resolved  to  invite  representatives 
of  interests  affected  by  the  Bill  to  attend  a  conference  at 
the  Westminster  Palace  Hotel  on  Thursday,  November  3, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  general  and  particular 
objections  of  the  various  trades  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Bill,  and  with  a  view  to  focussing  the  opposition  in  a  way 
that  would  be  the  most  effective  in  securing  suitable 
amendments. 

The  Home  Secretary  received  at  the  Home  Office  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  this  week  five  deputations 
from  representatives  of  various  interests  likely  to  be 
affected  by  the  Shops  (No.  2)  Bill,  the  second  reading  of 
which  is  the  first  Order  of  the  Day  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons when  Parliament  reassembles  on  November  15.  This 
policy  was  adopted  by  Viscount  Gladstone,  who  before 
he  introduced  the  same  Bill  in  August  of  last  year  received 
the  representatives  of  twenty  or  more  different  interests  in 
order  that  he  might  confer  with  them  in  regard  to  the  pro- 
posals contained  in  the  Bill.  To  these  there  have  now  been 
added  the  Federation  of  Grocers'  Associations,  the  Federa- 
tion of  Meat  Traders'  Associations,  the  Evangelical  Free 
Church  Council  in  Wales,  the  Whitechapel  Costermongers' 
Union,  and  the  National  Federation  of  Fruiterers  and 
Florists.  In  reply  to  the  Grocers'  Federation  deputation, 
Mr.  Churchill  said  that  Parliament  had  come  in  not  to 
coerce  the  traders  of  the  country,  but  to  try  to  help  them. 
He  could  not  agree  to  the  appointment  of  a  Select  Com- 
mittee, which  would  mean  that  the  matter  would  be  hung 
up  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  Bill  to  be 
brought  in  next  Session.  There  had  already  been  four 
inquiries  into  the  matter.  He  would  agree  to  a  committee 
of  another  kind.  The  Federation  should  appoint  two  or 
three  of  its  members,  who  might  come  at  any  time  they 
liked  to  the  Home  Office  and  lay  any  point  of  detail  before 
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him.  He  believed  that  they  would  thus  arrive  at  some- 
thing which  would  be  workable,  and  during  a  discussion 
said  that  it  was  not  contemplated  under  the  Bill  that  the 
Metropolitan  Borough  Councils  would  be  the  authority  to 
put  the  Act  into  force.  The  authority  would  be  the  London 
County  Council.  Mr.  Churchill  added  that  they  must 
insist  upon  the  weekly  half -holiday. 

Radium  Production. 
Sir  William  Ramsay  received  a  party  of  journalists  at 
the  British  Radium  Factory,  Limehouse,  London,  E.,  on 
October  19.  In  the  course  of  a  statement  Sir  William 
mentioned  that  up  to  the  present  the  amount  of  pure  radium 
actually  produced  was  over  half  a  gramme,  or  5,500  milli- 
grammes of  10  per  cent,  radium,  though  the  factory  has 
been  laid  out  to  produce  1  gramme  of  pure  radium  per 
month.  Apart  from  the  new  supply,  he  said,  there  is  not 
more  than  5  grammes  of  radium  in  the  world  at  the  present 
moment.  From  each  ton  of  pitchblende,  if  it  is  of  good 
quality,  530  milligrammes  of  radium  can  be  extracted,  and 
the  loss  in  crystallisation  is  infinitesimal,  amounting  barely 
to  1  milligramme.  The  Cornish  supply  of  pitchblende,  Sir 
W.  Ramsay  declared,  is  much  richer  in  radium  than  the 
pitchblende  obtained  in  Austria,  and  there  is  no  other 
source  of  supply  known  at  present  of  the  same  magnitude 
as  that  yielded  by  the  Cornish  mines.  The  supply  of 
radium  is  thus  assured.  From  a  medical  point  of  view 
alone  the  demand  will  be  very  great,  the  present  demand 
being  much  greater  than  the  supply.  Polonium  also  occurs 
in  Cornish  pitchblende,  but  owing  to  its  rapid  rate  of  dis- 
integration polonium  has  not  been  employed  for  therapeutic 
purposes. 

"Window-dressing  ConrDetitions. 
Mr.  J.  C.  Coles,  Ph.C.,  of  25  Market  Place,  was  awarded 
a  third  prize  in  the  window-dressing  competition  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Chippenham  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce on  October  13  and  14. 

Bury  retailers  connected  with  the  drug-trade  who  have 
been  highly  commended  for  their  shopping-week  displays 
are  Mr.  J.  C.  Croasdale,  Fleet  Street;  Mr.  C.  Dean, 
26  Market  Street ;  and  Mr.  C.  Crompton,  Crostons  Road. 

Messrs.  A.  Greaves  &  Son,  chemists,  35  Market  Place, 
Chesterfield,  gained  a  special  prize  and  diploma  during  the 
shopping-festival  held  last  week.  The  prize  window  was 
filled  with  the  firm's  own  seasonable  medicines,  while 
another  window  contained  a  display  representative  of  the 
many-sided  character  of  pharmacy,  including  toilet  and 
medical  requisites,  horse  and  cattle  medicines,  etc.  Messrs. 
Greaves  inform  us  that  the  latter  was  judged  to  be  a  more 
interesting  exhibit  but  not  such  a  good  selling  window 
as  the  one  first  mentioned,  which  verdict  the  sales  proved 
to  be  correct.  The  judging  committee  consisted  of  ladies. 
Birmingham  Notes. 
Decorating  of  pharmacies  is  in  full  swing,  and  exteriors 
are  being  made  quite  prim.  Rosewood  and  mahogany 
appear  to  be  the  colours  most  favoured. 

Sir  William  A.  Tilden,  F.R.S.,  was  in  Birmingham  last 
week,  when  he  gave  an  address  on  modern  scientific  research 
to  the  Vesey  Club  in  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Town  Hall. 

Messrs.  Salt  &  Son,  Ltd.,  Cherry  Street,  Birmingham, 
surgical-instrument  makers,  are  relinquishing  the,  cutlery 
portion  of  their  business  in  order  to  pay  more  attention  to 
the  instrument  department. 

During  the  inquest  at  Birmingham  into  the  death  of 
Robert  W.  Purveur,  the  medical  evidence  showed  that 
death  was  due  to  natural  causes,  and  not  connected  in  any 
way  with  his  work.  Mr.  Lane,  of  Messrs.  Southall  Bros. 
&  Barclay,  Ltd.,  said  it  was  usual  for  boys  of  fourteen  to 
carry  certain  packets  weighing  19  to  27  lb.  on  their  heads. 
The  lad  would  have  carried  a  load  a  distance  of  about 
twenty-five  yards  about  fifty  times  a  day.  The  jury  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  shoulder  was  the  proper  place 
for  resting  the  parcels. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 
The  Stoke  Newington  analyst  reports  that  one  sample  of 
cochineal  tincture  taken  for  analysis  was  found  to  be 
genuine. 

Three  samples  each  of  pepper  and  mustard  and  one  of 
olive  oil  taken  in  Deptford  last  quarter  were  found  on 
Analysis  to  be  satisfactory.

Sale  of  Vinolia  Goods. 
The  Cardiff  Grocers'  Association  have  accused  the  Vinolia 
Co.,  Ltd.,  of  a  breach  of  commercial  etiquette  in  canvassing 
certain  districts  on  behalf  of  their  specialities  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  chemists.  They  say  that  for  years  a  large 
volume  of  the  Vinolia  trade  has  been  done  by  grocers, 
and  that  equal  opportunities  should  be  given  to  all  sections. 
In  reply,  the  Vinolia  Co.  admit  that  in  the  arrangements 
for  the  sale  and  distribution  of  their  goods  there  should 
be  no  favouritism  shown,  and  this  principle  they  had 
endeavoured  to  carry  out.  Where  they  had  one  staff  selling 
Vinolia  goods,  they  said,  they  had  at  least  half  a  dozen 
staffs  selling  the  goods  of  Messrs.  Lever  Bros.  For  the 
latter  they  recommended  all  purchasers  to  go  to  grocers, 
and  for  the  former  they  put  the  chemists  first ;  and  they  sub- 
mitted this  was  a  fair  division  as  between  the  two  sections. 
They  added  that  they  had  had  some  considerable  complaints 
from  chemists  about  their  selling  shaving-sticks  from  door 
to  door  and  buying  supplies  from  the  grocers,  but  they 
felt  that  they  had  to  be  perfectly  fair  and  impartial.  They 
assured  the  Cardiff  Association  that  the  advantage  of  the 
present  arrangement  is  with  the  grocers,  and  that  a  change 
would  be  greatly  to  their  disadvantage. 

The  Public  Weal.

Mr.  E.  T.  Sage,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Lostwithiel, 
Cornwall,  who  retires  from  the  Town  Council  in  Novem- 
ber, will  seek  re-election. 

Mr.  Wm.  James  Barnes,  chemist  and  druggist,  Dover, 
has  been  appointed  a  Justice  to  exercise  within  the  borough 
the  powers  conferred  by  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890.

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At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  October  15,  Walter 
James  Bishop  (40),  chemist's  assistant,  of  Station  Road, 
Cambervsell,  was  committed  for  trial  to  the  Sessions  on  a 
charge  of  having,  while  acting  as  locum-tenens,  altered 
certain  accounts  and  the  counterfoil  of  a  postal  order  for 
20.s.  with  intent  to  defraud  his  employer,  Mr.  Alfred 
James  Batterham,  16  Fonthill  Road,  Tollington  Park, 
London,  N. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  October  17,  the  four  men 
arrested  in  connection  with  the  theft  of  saccharin 
(C.  &  D.,  October  8,  p.  537)  appeared  for  trial.  Inspector 
Cope,  of  the  Customs  and  Excise,  said  that  the  factory  at 
Ewer  Street,  Southwark,  is  the  only  place  in  this  country 
where  the  manufacture  of  saccharin  is  carried  on.  The 
case  was  concluded  on  October  18,  when  the  jury  found  all 
the  prisoners  guilty  of  feloniously  receiving  the  saccharin, 
knowing  it  to  have  been  stolen.  The  Recorder  sentenced 
Matthews  to  three  years'  penal  servitude,  Davidson  to 
eighteen  months',  Griffiths  to  twelve  months',  and  Mead 
to  three  months'  hard  labour.

On  the  relevancy  of  the  case  Sheriff  Shennan 
allowed  the  parties  proof,  and  against  this  interlocutor  the 
defender  appealed.  Sheriff  Macfarlane  sustains  the  appeal, 
and  recalls  the  judgment  of  the  Sheriff-Substitute.  He 
found  that  the  words  said  to  have  been  spoken  by  the 
defender  at  the  meeting  of  the  Kelty  Co-operative  Society, 
Ltd.,  on  May  4,  1910,  could  not  bear  the  innuendo  put 
upon  them  by  the  pursuer.  In  any  circumstances  his  Lord- 
ship repealed  the  second  plea  in  law  for  the  pursuer,  and 
quoad  ultra  allowed  parties  proof  of  their  averments. 
Glasgow  and  the  West. 
A  committee-meeting  of  the  Glasgow  branch  of  the 
N.U.A.P.  was  held  on  Monday  last  at  the  Shepherds' 
Hall,  Bath  Street,  when  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
work  of  the  coming  session.  The  local  Secretary  is  Mr.. 
Reid,  Wilton  Street. 
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Mr.  Peter  Irvine,  Ph.C,  St.  Vincent  Street,  has  a  very- 
pleasing  window-display  at  present.  The  bottom  of  the 
window  has  been  converted  into  a  large  bank  of  lavender- 
flowers,  with  a  beautiful  showcard  representing  a  lavender- 
field  in  front.  The  glass  shelves  are  artistically  draped 
with  lavender-coloured  muslin,  while  bags  of  lavender- 
flowers  done  up  in  the  same  material  are  advertised  at  3d., 
6d.,  and  Is.  Lavender-water  and  other  toilet-requisites 
.add  to  the  effect,  and  altogether  the  arrangement  is  a  work 
•of  art.  Such  displays  cannot  fail  to  secure  new  patrons. 
Medical  Officer  and  the  Chemist-contractor. 

At  a  meeting  of  Bothwell  Parish  Council  on  October  13, 
■the  Clerk  submitted  a  letter  from  Dr.  Thomson,  complain- 
ing of  the  quality  of  the  drugs  supplied  by  the  chemist- 
contractor.  The  doctor  stated  that  in  addition  to  the 
drugs  not  being  up  to  the  standard,  several  inaccuracies  had 
occurred,  causing  him  to  have  his  prescriptions  made  up 
■elsewhere.  Dr.  Thomson  asked  the  Council  what  is  to 
be  done  in  the  matter.  During  the  discussion  on  the  letter 
considerable  surprise  was  expressed  at  its  contents,  and 
a  proposal  was  made  to  revert  to  the  former  practice  of 
allowing  medical  officers  to  get  their  prescriptions  made 
nip  wherever  they  thought  fit.

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

Pilocarpine  Hair-lotions. — The  question  still  appears 
rto  be  an  open  one  as  to  whether  hair-washes  containing 
pilocarpine  can  legally  be  sold  by  hairdressers  in  France,  or 
if  such  sales  constitute  an  infringement  of  the  rights  of 
pharmacists.  At  Lille  last  year  a  case  of  the  kind  was 
dismissed  on  the  ground  that  the  proportion  of  pilocarpine 
used  in  a  preparation  was  infinitesimal.  A  Paris  Court  has, 
on  the  contrary,  recently  given  an  opposite  verdict  in  a 
■  similar  case,  but  the  question  is  now  to  be  carried  to  the 
higher  Courts,  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  definite 
precedent. 

Assistants'  Agitation.- — On  October  14  the  Paris  Phar- 
macists' Assistants  held  a  meeting  at  the  Working  Ex- 
change, and  after  discussion  passed  a  resolution  to  the 
■effect  that  they  emphatically  maintained  their  claims  to  a 
uniform  nine-o'clock  closing  hour.'  They  also  congratu- 
lated the  railway-men  on  their  strike  movement.  The 
position  taken  up  by  the  assistants  has  not  materially 
altered  during  the  past  few  weeks ;  they  hold  meetings 
rccasionally  and  discuss  their  position  On  the  other  hand, 
.the  majority  of  Paris  pharmacies  close  at  nine  p.m.  ;  but 
'a  certain  number  remain  open  later,  and  appear  deter- 
mined to  continue  to  do  so. 

Assistant  Dispensers. — The  regulations  concerning 
pharmacy  assistants  in  the  public  dispensaries  of  Paris  fix 
their  salary  at  48Z.  for  the  first  year,  52?.  the  second,  and 
56?.  the  third  year,  outdoors.  They  are  appointed  for  one 
year  only,  but  may  be  re-nominated  for  a  second  or  third 
year  on  the  proposal  of  the  head  pharmacist.  An  assistant 
who  qualifies  during  his  term  may  be  retained  from  three 
months  to  a  year.  No  dispensary  assistant  may  keep  open 
shop  in  town,  or  sell  medicaments,  drugs,  or  herbs.  They 
may  be  allowed  a  yearly  holiday  of  not  more  than  one  month 
by  the  Director  of  the  Administration.  Demands  for  such 
holidays  must  be  approved  by  the  head  pharmacist,  and  the 
dispensers  must  mutually  do  each  other's  work  in  such 
cases. 

The  Druggist-Perfumer  on  the  Stage. — M.  Emile 
Fabre's  dramatic  version  of  Balzac's  "  Cesar  Birotteau," 
produced  at  the  Odeon  Theatre  last  week,  is  attracting  some 
-attention.  The  leading  part  and  title  role,  that  of  the  drug- 
gist-perfumer who  keeps  open  shop  at  the  sign  of  the  "  Queen 
of  Roses,"  is  played  in  remarkable  fashion  by  Gemier, 
■one  of  the  cleverest  actors  on  the  French  stage.  The  open- 
ing scene,  in  the  pharmacy,  where  young  Popinot  hammers 
away  afc  his  packing-cases,  hoping  by  frenetic  exertion 
to  deaden  his  hopeless  affection  for  the  perfumer's  pretty 
daughter,  and  Cesar  Birotteau  struts  about  proud  as  a 
peacock  of  the  red  ribbon  with  which  the  King  of  France 


has  just  adorned  his  buttonhole,  is  distinctly  diverting. 
The  ambition  of  the  worthy  perfumer,  his  rash  speculations, 
his  financial  downfall  and  despair,  form  the  plot  of  the 
piece.  He  finally  found  himself  compelled  to  compound 
with  his  creditors,  and  a  pathetic  passage  shows  him  about 
to  sign  his  declaration  in  bankruptcy.  Even  more  touching 
is  the  last  act.  He  is  able  to  meet  his  engagements  and  to 
re-assume  his  former  position.  His  employes  come  to  con- 
gratulate him  on  the  good  news.  He  is  seated  in  front  of 
his  cash-book,  gloating  over  the  figures  which  make  him 
once  more  a  respectable  and  honoured  tradesman,  when 
he  falls  dead  from  the  excess  of  emotion  and  the  revulsion 
from  his  former  despair. 

Anglo-American  Medical  Society. — The  annual  dinner 
of  the  Continental  Anglo-American  Medical  Society  took 
place  on  October  15  at  the  fashionable  Carlton  Hotel, 
Avenue  des  1  Champs  Elysees,  Paris,  with  Sir  Frederick 
Treves  in  the  chair.  The  gathering  included  many  of 
the  British  and  American  physicians  practising  on 
the  Continent  of  Europe  and  in  Northern  Atrica, 
though  a  number  were  unavoidably  absent  by  reason 
of  the  railway  strike.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  present  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Society, 
Dr.  Charles  Jarvis,  of  Paris,  is  both  the  son  and  brother 
of  pharmacists.  His  father  is  the  highly  respected  pro- 
prietor of  the  well-known  Pharmacie  Jarvis  at  Pau,  and 
his  brother  is  that  distinguished  pharmacist  Mr.  John 
Jarvis,  of  the  Pharmacie  Swann,  Paris,  who  so  happily 
formed  the  link  of  the  Anglo-French  entente  cordiale  at 
the  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  at  Brussels  last 
month.  Dr.  Jarvis  has  succeeded  this  year  to  the  office  of 
Hon.  Secretary  vacated  by  Dr.  Leonard  Robinson,  who 
is  well  known  in  Paris  as  a  general  practitioner  and  the 
physician  of  the  British  Embassy  there,  as  well  as  senior 
physician  of  the  Hertford  British  Hospital,  the  pharmacy 
of  which  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hogg. 
The  Chairman,  in  giving  the  toast  of  "  Success  to  the 
Society,"  pointed  out  that  the  presence  of  English  and 
American  doctors  in  a  foreign  health-resort  is  an  un- 
deniable factor  in  its  prosperity,  for  patients  always 
prefer  to  be  attended  by  physicians  of  their  own  race  and 
language.    Dr.  Jarvis  replied  for  the  Society. 


Pharmacy  at  La  Rochelle. 

Few  French  towns  are  more  picturesque  or  historical  than 
La  Rochelle,  and  one  opens  M.  Maurice  Soenen's  recent 
volume,  "  Pharmacy  at  La  Rochelle  before  1803,"  with  in- 
terest. This  conscientious  and  exhaustive  study  of  the  subject 
has  evidently  been  a  labour  of  love,  and  the  225  pages  are 
agreeably  interspersed  with  some  effective  illustrations — re- 
production of  ancient  documents,  photos  of  quaint  mortars 
and  drug-pots,  a  portrait  of  the  famous  apothecary  Seignette, 
and  a  view  of  a  pharmacy  of  the  eighteenth  century,  a  build- 
ing still  existing  in  the  Rue  du  Temple.  The  statutes, 
apprenticeship  regulations,  apothecaries'  oath,  pharmacy  in- 
spection, and  other  institutions  of  the  time  of  Louis  XIII. 
and  XIV.  are  reproduced  and  explained;  the  relations  of  the 
apothecaries  with  grocers,  doctors,  surgeons,  and  even  with 
charlatans  and  pedlars  in  those  olden  days_  are  all  minutely 
and  entertaininglv  described.  One  instinctively  turns  to  the 
pages  which  deal'  with  the  epoch  of  the  famous  siege,  when 
the  English  fleet  in  vain  attempted  to  aid  the  beleaguered 
Protestant  garrison..  The  destruction  of.  the  municipal 
records  during  the  terrible  struggle  has  unfortunately  some- 
what handicapped  the  historian,  but  he  tells  us  enough  to 
throw  some  interesting  light  on  the  procedure  of  these  ancient 
guilds.  Excellent  in  many  respects,  these  close  corporations 
of  a  limited  number  of  individuals— the  number  of  master 
apothecaries  at  La  Rochelle  never  exceeded  a  dozen— were 
favourable  to  the  development  of  many  abuses,  one  of  which 
was  to  refuse  to  accent  into  their  guild  any  individual  person- 
ally objected  to.  A  rule  was  made  after  the  Protestant  defeat 
that  no  member  of  the  reformed  religion  should  be  admitted. 
Three  of  the  eight  pharmacists  who  survived  the  siege — 
Mayaud,  Boucher,  and  Seignette — were  Protestants,  and 
endeavoured  to  assert  their  rights,  but  the  two  former  were 
non-suited,  and  when  Seignette  died  the  new  rule  was 
triumphant. 

Elie  Seignette  (1632-1698)  was  the  inventor  of  the  well- 
known  Rochelle  salts.  His  father.  Jehan,  born  in  1592,  was, 
like  him,  an  aDOthecary,  belonging  to  one  of  those  bourgeois 
lineages  who  deemed  retail  trade  no  disgrace  to  their  family 
coat-of-arms.  He  was  deacon  of  the  Protestant  Church,  and 
kept  open  shop  at  the  corner  of  the  Rue  du  Palais— still  the 
main  business  thoroughfare  of  the  town,  and  little  changed 
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during  the  last  three  centuries.  He  bore  arms  during  the 
memorable  siege,  and  M.  Soenen  tells  an  amusing  anecdote 
of  how,  when  on  sentry  near  the  well-known  Lantern  Tower, 
he  heard  a  suspicious  noise  and  fired  off  his  musket  to  give 
the  alarm.  The  guard  turned  out  and  discovered  some  oysters 
which  were  noisily  opening  and  shutting  their  shells  at  low 
tide.  Probably  the  solace  of  an  oyster  supper  induced  the 
half-starved  soldiers  to  forgive  the  worthy  apothecary's  over- 
vigilance.  All  through  the  siege  he  doctored  his  fellow- 
citizens  for  the  scurvy,  which  decimated  their  drooping  ranks, 
and  he  fired,  it  is  said,  the  last  shot  from  the  walls  ere  the 
hapless  city  surrendered  to  the  victorious  Richelieu.  He  had 
seven  children,  of  whom  one,  Elie,  followed  his  profession ; 
the  other,  Jehan,  became  a  doctor.  The  father  died  when 
Elie  was  but  sixteen.  The  guild  allowed  him  to  keep  open 
shop  till  he  was  twenty,  but  after  that  endeavoured  to  prevent 
him  doing  so.  They  might  have  succeeded,  for  he  had  never 
been  duly  received,  and  followed  his  father's  religion,  but 
with  his  doctor-brother  Jehan,  he  had  studied  chemistry,  etc. 

In  those  davs  a  great  medical  struggle  was  taking  place 
between  the  Parisian  practitioners  who  held  for  the  three

S's — senna,  syringe,  and  saignee  (blood-letting) — and  the 
Montpellier  partisans  of  chemical  medicaments.  The  Seig- 
nettes  belonged  to  the  Montpellier  school,  and  discovered — 
apparently  about  1655,  when  Elie  was  but  twenty-three 
years  of  age — the  famous  Sel  Polychreste,  or  Rochelle 
salts.  It  was  put  up  in  packets,  bearing  on  the  front 
the  swan — th9  family  arms — and  on  the  back  the  motto 
"  Cum  sole  et  sale  omnia  fiunt."  It  soon  became 
popular,  and  circulars  warning  the  public  to  "  use  no 
other  "  were  distributed  with  twentieth-century  enterprise. 
Jehan  died  in  1663  (probably  of  overwork).  Elie  went  to 
Paris  in  1664,  and  presented  the  famous  salt  to  M.  Daguin 
(physician  to  the  King  of  England),  M.  Vallot  (Louis  XIV. 's 
doctor),  and  the  Abbe  Bourdelot  (principal  physician  to  the 
King  of  Sweden),  and  founded  an  agency  in  the  metropolis 
for  its  sale.  He  even  did  business  with  America,  for  La 
Rochelle  was  in  those  days  the  seat  of  Transatlantic  com- 
merce. But,  like  every  popular  remedy,  imitations  sprung 
up,  and  another  journey  to  Paris  became  necessary  in  1672. 
Lemery  took  up  his  cause,  and  the  substitutes  were  condemned 
by  learned  bodies.  Seignette  not  only  travelled  in  Southern 
France,  but  made  a  voyage  to  the  Levant  to  push  his  article. 


A  strong  effort  was  made,  as  has  already  been  noted,  to- 
deprive  him  of  his  title  of  master  apothecary ;  but  he  kept 
his  business  and  his  faith,  and  died  at  the  age  of  threescore- 
and  six,  a  pharmacist  and  a  Protestant  to  the  end.  For  a 
century  and  a  half  his  descendants  carried  on  the  business- 
and  sold  the  Rochelle  salts  in  the  packets  already  described. 
When  the  Revolution  triumphed,  the  printed  title  "  Monsieur 
Seignette  "  gave  place  to  the  "  citizen  Seignette,"  but  the- 
revelation  of  the  secret  of  the  composition  by  Boulduc  at  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  (September  5,  1731)  had  deprived  the 
family  of  their  long  monopoly.  Little  used  nowadays  irt 
France,  the  salt  is  still  popular  in  England  and  America  ass 
an  ingredient  in  Seidlitz  powders.

Our  German  Letter. 

(From  a  Special  Correspondent.) 


The  Draft  of  a  New  Bill  against  "  abuses  in  the  heal- 
ing professions  "  has  now  been  submitted  to  the  perpetual! 
committee  of  the  Federal  Council.  The  Bill,  which  contains- 
clauses  intended  to  limit  and  control  the  treatment  of  illnesses- 
by  unauthorised  persons,  treatment  by  correspondence,  and1, 
the  control  of  the  sale  of  proprietaries  and  "  secret  medicines  " 
are  included. 

Sales  of  Narcotics.— The  abuses  connected  with  the  use- 
of  narcotics  by  the  public  were  discussed  in  the  spring  session. 
of  the  Reichstag,  and  the  authorities  are  again  dealing  with, 
the  matter ;  an  inquiry  will  also  be  made  as  to  how  f ar- 
the  medical  profession  is  responsible  for  the  illegal  use  of" 
narcotics.  The  advisability  of  a  limitation  of  the  rights  of 
doctors  with  regard  to  the  prescribing  of  narcotics  and  the- 
check  now  exercised  to  a  certain  extent  by  pharmacists  wilL 
be  considered. 

Quinine  Assay.— At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Deutsche- 
Pharmazeutische  Gesellschaft,  Dr.  J.  Katz  read  a  paper  on 
the  volumetric  determination  of  quinine.  His  method  is. 
based  on  the  use  of  Poirrier's  blue  and  on  the  titration,  not 
of  the  alkaloid,  but  of  the  acid  combined  with  the  alkaloid,, 
and  from  the  figures  obtained  the  amount  of  alkaloid  is  calcu- 
lated. The  procedure  is  as  follows  :  the  free  alkaloid  is  trans- 
formed into  the  hydrochloride  and  a  little  sodium  chloride  is- 
added  to  the  solution,  which  is  then  evaporated  to  dryness. 
The  residue  is  dissolved  in  alcohol  to  make  a  known  volume, 
and  to  an  aliquot  part  of  the  solution  Poirrier's  blue  is- 
added,  and  sufficient  volumetric  alcoholic  potassium  hy- 
droxide to  change  the  blue  colour  to  red.  The  change  is- 
very  sharp,  but  care  must  be  taken  to  exclude  the  presence 
of  carbonates.  [The  use  of  Poirrier's  blue  as  an  indicator 
for  titrating  quinine  and  alkaloids  was  suggested  some  years- 
ago,  and  it  is  an  exact  method ;  the  great  drawback,  however, 
is  the  difficulty  of  excluding  any  traces  of  carbonates,  as  evern 
the  carbonic  acid  in  the  air  may  affect  the  result.] 

The  German  Pharmacist  has  in  many  respects  to  pay 
dearly  for  his  privileged  position,  and  a  recent  incident  illus- 
trates to  what  extent  he  is  kept  in  subjection,  and  not  allowed 
to  move  outside  the  strict  interpretation  of  the  many  laws- 
which  bind  his  doings.  The  German  prescription  tariff  con- 
tains .a  list  of  charges  for  the  different  sizes  of  bottles,  pots,, 
etc.,  used  for  sending  out  medicines.  On  the  other  hand,  the- 
tariff  states  that  in  the  case  of  repeats,  the  full  price  for  the- 
container  must  be  deducted  if  it  is  brought  back  fit  for  use 
and  clean.  This  has  long  been  an  obnoxious  obligation,  as- 
the  containers  are  practically  never  returned  in  a  state  com- 
plying with  the  conditions.  Therefore  the  pharmacists  of  one- 
German  town  recently  agreed  to  deduct,  not  the  full  tariff' 
charge  for  the  returned  containers,  but  in  each  case  slightly 
less,  to  defray  the  cost  entailed  by  cleaning  them  in  order  tc- 
make  them  again  fit  for  use.  A  statement  to  this  effect,  giving 
the  amounts  to  be  credited,  was  exhibited  in  each  business... 
This  came  to  the  ears  of  the  provincial  authorities,  and  now 
every  pharmacist  of  that  town  has  received  an  official  intima- 
tion that  this  agreement  is  illegal,  and  that  to  deduct  less, 
than  the  full  amount  charged  for  returned  containers  is 
offence  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  11.  10s.,  or  im- 
prisonment up  to  four  weeks.  "  Every  transgression  reported? 
of  this  nature  will  be  punished  without  indulgence  "  is  the 
closing  sentence  of  this  decree. — An  apotheker  named' 
Janssen,  in  Grossbodungen,  has  been  sentenced  by  the  Court' 
at  Nordhausen  to  three  months'  imprisonment  for  charging 
more  for  medicines  than  is  fixed  by  the  medicinal  tariff.-  He- 
had  been  doing  it  for  years,  and  the  authorities  call  it 
"  swindling."

Trade  Law. 

Carriage  of  Sugar  of  Lead.  -The  Management  Com- 
onittee  of  the  S.E.  and  C.R  Co.,  London  Bridge,  at  the  Croy- 
.  don  County  Court  on  October  18,  sued  Messrs.  J.  Wagner  & 
'Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  122  Beulah  Hill,  Upper  Nor- 
wood, for  16s.  Ad.,  carriage  of  four  barrels  of  sugar  of  lead 
;!:?rom  the  Crystal  Palace  to  Birmingham  on  March  11. — 
Defendants  did  not  appear,  and  as  the  plaintiffs  failed  to 
prove  their  case  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Registrar,  the 
■summons  was  withdrawn. 

What  Is  a  Warranty  t-At  Old  Street,  London,  Police 
Court  on  October  13,  Mr.  Biron  had  before  him  the  case  of  a 
.  dairyman  who,  summoned  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  for  selling  watered  milk,  set  up  warranty  as  a  defence, 
submitting  a  document  given  as  a  warranty  by  a  dairy  com- 
rpany.  It  contained  a  clause  to  the  effect  that,  although  it  should 
be  a  warranty  to  all  intents  and  purposes  under  the  Acts,  it 
should  not  be  so  held  as  between  the  company  and  the  defen- 
dant link's  he,  "upon  being  sampled  by  an' inspector  under 
the  Act,  at  once  handed  over  to  the  company  that  part  of 
Cfche  sample  which  the  inspector  gave  to  him."   The  Magistrate 
■did  not  think  there  was  a  warranty  at  the  time  of  purchase 
and  not  until  the  defendant  had  complied  with  some  condi- 
tions.   He  therefore  fined  the  defendant,  but  agreed  to  state 
a.  case. 

Chemist's  Difficulties.-In  the  City  of  London  Court  on 
'October  14,  before  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  Burgoyne, 
Burbidges  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists,  12  and  16  Coleman 
Street,  E.C.,  applied  to  enforce  payment  of  91.  7s.  M.  for 
■  drugs  supplied  to  the  defendant,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Benterman, 
191  Francis  Road,  Leyton.—  Defendant  said  he  could  not  pay 
-she  debt.— Mr.  James  Welfare,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs, 
said  that  the  plaintiffs  thought  the  defendant  ought  to  pav 
'their  account.  They  supplied  the  goods  to  his  chemist's  shop, 
and  then  when  they  asked  for  payment  he  told  them  the 
business  was  his  brother's.— Defendant  said  that  the  debt  was 
incurred  at  368  High  Road,  Leyton,  where  he  carried  on 
business.  Owing  to  heavy  expenses  he  gave  that  up  and 
went  to  Francis  Road,  where  he  managed  the  shop  for  his 
'brother.— Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  said  he  had  had  another 
■case  that  day  in  which  a  chemist  had  to  give  up  and  then 
become  a  manager.— Defendant  said  he  was  now  getting  a 
guinea  a  week  and  commission.  He  had  other  debts.— The 
'Court  ordered  payment  of  10s.  a  month. 

Other  People's  Bottles.— An  appeal  case,  Stone  v.  Felin- 
tfoel  Brewery  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  regard  to  the  use  of  other  people's 
bottles,  came  before  the  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench  on 
•October  13,  the  Judges  being  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and 
Justices  Pickford  and  Coleridge.  Stone,  the  appellant,  put  up 
Bass's  ale  and  Guinness's  stout  in  bottles  moulded  with  the 
name  ot  tne  company,  but  they  bore  Bass's  or  Guinness's  labels 
•showing  that  they  were  bottled  by  Stone.  The  Felinfoel 
Brewery  Co.  had  given  the  appellant  no  authority  to  use 
bottles  bearing  their  name.  The  Swansea  Justices  found, 
inter  alia,  that  Stone  had  applied  a  false  name  to  the  goods 
-within  the  meaning  of  Section  2  and  Section  3  of  the  Mer- 
chandise-marks Act,  1887,  and  fined  him.  Against  this  con- 
viction he  appealed,  and  now  it  was  further  contended  that 
•even  if  a  label  were  applied  so  as  entirely  to  conceal  the 
embossed  letters  there  would  still  be  an  offence  within  Sec- 
-tion  5  (f)  of  the  Act.  The  Court  dismissed  the  appeal  with 
regret.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  that  as  long  as  the  Bass 
label  was  on  the  bottle  no  reasonable  purchaser  could  have 
^doubted  that  he  was  getting  Bass's  beer  and  not  beer  of  the 
-complainants' :  but  in  Section  5  (2)  of  the  Act  the  Legislature 
had  been  careful  to  spread  the  net  very  wide  indeed,-  and  in 
-view  of  the  wording  of  that  section  it  "could  not  be  said  that 
"there  was  no  evidence  before  the  Justices  on  which  they  could 
•say  that  an  offence  had  been  committed.  Nor  couid  they 
•quash  the  conviction  on  the  ground  that  the  appellant  had 
acted  innocently.  For  himself,  in  view  of  the  evidence  of  the 
practice  which  had  existed  for  thirty  years,  he  would  not  have 
"convicted :  but  they  could  not  say  that  the  matter  was  so  clear 
that  the  Justices  were  bound  in  law  to  hold  that  no  offence 
'ihad  been  committed. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Tincture  of  Iodine. 
At  the  Portsmouth  Police  Court  on  October  18.  John 
"Vine,  chemist  and  druggist,  30  Fratton  Road,  Portsmouth, 
pleaded  guilty  to  selling  tincture  of  iodine  which  was 
•44.7  pe-r  cent,  deficient  in  iodine.  He  explained  that  he 
Ihad  been  sixty  years  in  business,  and  this  was  the  first 
tiime  he  Tnacl  been  summoned  for  anything  of  this  kind, 


though  a  great  many  samples  of  his  stock  had  been  taken 
from  time  to  time.  He  did  not  shake  the  stock-bottle 
before  serving  the  sample.  Mr.  T.  F.  H.  Lapthorn, 
speaking  for  the  Bench,  said  he  knew  very  well  that  when 
a  customer  asked  for  a  certain  article  he  was  entitled  to 
have  it,  but  as  defendant  had  been  in  business  so  many 
years  without  complaint  they  were  very  reluctant  to  spoil 
his  record,  and  as  they  did  not  consider  the  case  at  all  a 
serious  one  the  summons  would  be  dismissed. 

Weights  and  Measures  Act. 

What  is  "Being  in  Possession"? 

At  the  Barrow  Police  Court  on  October  17,  Maurice 
Sansom,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  summoned  for  having 
unjust  weights.  Sergeant  Taylor,  inspector  of  weights 
and  measures,  stated  that  on  October  11,  in  company 
with  P.C.  Ashburner,  he  visited  defendant's  shop  to  in- 
spect the  scales  and  weights.  He  compared  them  with  the 
local  standards  and  found  that  eight  of  the  weights  were 
deficient.  Two  1-lb.  weights  were  40  grains  deficient;  a 
£-lb.  weight  35  grains  deficient ;  another  J,-lb.  weight 
15  grains  deficient ;  a  2-oz.  weight  23  grains  deficient ;  a 
second  2-oz.  weight  12  grains  deficient ;  a  1-oz.  weight 
8  grains  deficient. 

Defendant  6aid  it  had  been  the  custom  of  the  trade  to 
have  their  weights  open  for  inspection  at  all  times.  They 
had  periodical  visits,  and  handed  over  everything.  He 
contended  that  this  was  not  a  question  of  fraudulent  deal- 
ing ;  it  was  a  technical  offence  against  the  word  of  the  law. 
This  prosecution  had  caused  a  good  deal  of  irritation 
among  traders,  as  they  wanted  to  know  what  were  the 
Board  of  Trade  regulations.  He  had  asked  the  inspector 
when  tradesmen  were  expected  to  render  their  weights  for 
inspection.  He  had  applied  to  the  local  legal  fraternity, 
and  he  had  been  in  communication  with  the  police,  but  he 
could  not  get  to  know  the  regulations.  They  had  been 
fifty  years  fair  traders,  and  there  was  no  question  of 
fraudulent  dealing  involved  in  this  matter.  The  reading  of 
the  law  was  "  being  in  possession  of  unjust  weights."  He 
pointed  out  that  when  cleaning  weights  tradesmen  were 
liable  to  make  them  incorrect.  When  polishing  a  1-lb. 
weight  it  would  lose  1  grain  in  weight.  The  inspector 
found  out  in  the  scale  that  the  balance  was  not  against  the 
purchaser,  but  against  the  dealer.  He  knew  a  neighbour 
who  had  been  grumbled  at  because  he  had  scales  which  were 
over-weight,  and  according  to  the  law  they  were  unjust. 
Traders  wanted  to  know  how  they  stood  in  the  matter.  The 
inspector,  he  had  it  as  an  absolute  fact,  had  condemned  a 
pair  of  scales  and  weights  which  had  only  been  tested  by  a 
Birmingham  firm  two  days  previous  to  his  visit.  He 
pleaded  guilty  to  a  technical  offence,  which  had  been  com- 
mitted ignorantly  and  innocently. 

The  Mayor  said  it  was  the  responsibility  of  the  ordinary 
citizen  to  know  the  law. 

The  Clerk  said  there  was  no  law  to  show  when  and  how 
the  weights  and  scales  should  be  tested.  He  agreed  with 
Mr.  Sansom  that  during  cleaning  weights  became  incorrect. 

The  Mayor  said  he  did  not  think  defendant  seriously 
intended  to  defraud  the  public  by  using  incorrect  weights. 
The  Bench  assumed  that  it  had  been  unintentional,  but  it 
had  been  neglectful.  They  imposed  a  fine  of  20?. ,  and  costs, 
and  on  the  application  of  the  inspector,  who  said  the  weights 
were  not  capable  of  being  adjusted,  the  weights  were 
forfeited.

The  statement  of  affairs  showed  rank- 
ing liabilities  580?.,  with  a  deficiency  of  578/.  No  resolutions 
were  passed,  and  the  matter  was.  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Official  Receiver  to  administer  the  estate. 

Be  Alfred  John  Warner,  lately  trading  as  "  Arthur 
Wallace  "  and  as  "  A.  Gordon  Wallace,"  formerly  a  director 
of  National  Remedies,  Ltd.,  Fot-producing  Specialist,  late  of 
20  Old  Cavendish  Street.  W. — The  public  examination  of  this 
debtor  was  held  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  18. 
The  facts  in  the  failure  were  fully  reported  in  the  C.  &  D., 
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August  20,  p.  306.  Mr.  E.  S.Grey  now  examined  him,  and 
debtor  stated  that  in  1902  he  became  sales-manager  for  the 
Odol  Co.,  but  in  1904  resigned  that  position  to  act  as  manager 
of  Messrs.  Barkeley  &  Pilling,  manufacturing  chemists,  who 
failed  in  1905.  During  the  next  two  years  witness  was  out  of 
employment.  In  1907  he  took  offices  at  29  Ludgate  Hill,  and 
commenced  to  buy  and  sell  drugs  on  commission.  Two  years 
later  (April  1909)  he  started  business  in  partnership  with, Dr. 
J.  H.  Hart  under  the  style  of  "  A.  Gordon  Wallace,"  fat- 
roducing  specialist,  at  20  Old  Cavendish  Street,  the  business 
eing  carried  on  chiefly  by  advertising  their  fat-producing 
remedy.  In  July  1909  they  sold  the  assets  and  trade-name  to 
Rational  Remedies,  Ltd.,  witness  becoming  a  salaried  officer 
of  the  company,  which  discharged  the  partnership  liabilities 
of  about  600/.  That  company  went  into  liquidation,  but 
witness  had  previously  been  appointed  receiver  for  the  deben- 
ture-holder. The  latter  acquired  the  assets  and  formulas, 
and  was  now  carrying  on  a  similar  business  under  the  name 
of  the  International  Remedies,  Ltd.  He  (debtor)  had  no  in- 
terest in  that  company  except  that  he  was  called  in  as  adviser 
in  cases  of  need. — The  examination  was  concluded.

Clinical  Medicine,  University  College,  London,  aged 
seventy-six.  Dr.  Ringer  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
modern  pharmacologists  and  the  author  of  a  hand- 
book on  therapeutics,  first  published  about  fifty  years  ago, 
which  went  through  many  editions.  In  this,  for  the  first 
time  in  an  orthodox  work,  there  was  recognition  of  the 
homoeopathic  principle  that  small  doses  frequently  given 
are  sometimes  more  efficacious  than  large  doses  given  at 
comparatively  long  intervals.  Indeed,  Dr.  Ringer  was 
claimed  to  be  a  homoeopath  in  disguise.  He  was  far  from 
that;  but  his  teaching  on  dosage  and  the  administration 
of  such  remedies  as  tincture  of  aconite,  ipecacuanha-wine, 
and  solution  of  mercuric  chloride  in  minim  doses  was  the 
introduction  to  a  more  rational  system  of  posology.  Dr. 
Ringer  was  in  practice  at  15  Cavendish  Place.  He  was  a 
friend  of  the  late  Mr.  William  Martindale,  and  had  been 
an  honorary  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  since 
1894. 

Treub. — The  death  is  reported  of  Dr.  Melchior  Treub, 
the  plant  physiologist,  who  a  little  less  than  a  year  ago 
retired  from  the  post  of  Director  of  Agriculture  in  the 
Dutch  East  Indies  owing  to  ill-health.  He  had  recently 
taken  a  house  in  the  South  of  France,  and  his  friends 
hoped  that  in  that  genial  climate  he  would  long  be  spared 
to  continue  his  scientific  work.  Dr.  Treub  was  trained 
at  Leyden  University,  and  was  appointed  Director  of 
Gardens  in  Java  in  1880.  On  his  arrival  there  he  found 
in  existence  the  Experimental  Garden  at  Buitenzorg  and 
the  Mountain  Garden  at  Tjibodas,  both  founded  by 
Teysmann.  There  was  a  third  garden  at  Tjikeumeth, 
which  was  started  by  Scheffer,  but  this  was  abandoned 
soon  after  Treub's  arrival.  From  the  very  first  Treub 
set  himself  to  utilise  every  branch  of  science  in  the 
development  of  Dutch  East  Indian  agriculture,  and  with 
this  end  in  view  a  pharmacological  laboratory  was  opened 
with  the  late  Dr.  Greshoff  as  director,  and  in  1890  the 
staff  at  Buitenzorg  was  further  strengthened  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  van  Romburgh  as  chemist  and  Dr. 
Janse  as  botanist.  It  then  became  possible  to  develop 
Buitenzorg  well,  and  it  was  soon  the  foremost  experiment 
station  for  tropical  agriculture  in  the  world.  His  work 
there  did  not  absorb  the  whole  of  his  activities,  and  it 
was  largely  due  to  him  that  the  Tjipeter  guttapercha 
plantations  and  the  Government  cinchona  gardens  were 
started  in  Java,  and  the  Forest  Roads  and  Veterinary 
Services  of  that  Colony  are  also  largely  due  to  his  initia- 
tive. Treub's  scientific  work  was  of  an  academic 
character,  one  most  important  research  being  connected 
with  the  role  of  prussic  acid  in  plants,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  established  the  point  that  this  acid  behaves  as  \ 
plastic  product  in  the  building  up  of  proteins.  When  the 
Buitenzorg  Gardens  were  finally  converted  into  the  Dutch 
East  Indian  Department  of  Agriculture,  Treub  was  ap- 
pointed Director  of  the  Department.

for  the  lavender,  and  so  on  according  to  the  odour.  A

■obtained  from  Messrs.  Hertz  &  Co.  These  essences  are 
recommended  for  the  preparation  of  hair-washes,  shampoos, 
and  cheap  perfumes,  and  even  for  sale  per  se  as  an  addition 
to  the  bath  or  toilet.  The  matter  of  20  drops  of  any 
of  the  odours  placed  in  a  bath  before  the  water  is  poured 
in  provides  a  delicious  and  refreshing  bath.  Similar  in 
nature  to  these  essences  are  the  "Haliflor"  essences  for 
■confectioners  and  bakers.  These  are  also  water-soluble 
and  are  powerful  in  odour,  a  little  going  quite  a  long  way. 
Thus  water  that  is  used  to  make  a  cake-dough  has  added 
to  it  any  of  the  essences,  such  as  violet,  in  the  proportion 
of  5  drops  to  the  litre,  and  the  result  after  the  dough  is 
baked  is  a  cake  of  subtle  flavour  which  it  is  difficult  to

Beecham's  Pills  Case. — The  trial  of  Jas.  Cook,  who 
pleaded  "  not  guilty  "  in  the  lower  court  to  the  charge  of 
obtaining  from  the  Wholesale  and  Agency  Co.,  Ltd., 
Swanston  Street,  Melbourne,  the  sum  of  131Z.  8.s.  by  means 
of  false  pretences,  which  consisted  of  selling  as  Beecham's 
Pills  certain  pills  not  made  by  Messrs.  Beecham,  took 
place  in  the  Criminal  Court  on  September  7.  Additional 
evidence  as  to  the  purchase  of  1,100,000  aperient  pills  and 
190  gross  boxes  was  given  by  Mr.  Firth,  secretary  of 
Elliot  Bros.,  wholesale  druggists,  Sydney.  Evidence  had 
previously  been  given  to  show  that  the  printing  of  the 
labels,  garters,  wrappers,  and  cartons  was  done  by  the 
process  of '  reproduction.  Counsel  for  the  defence  con- 
tended there  was.no  evidence  to  show  that  the  pills  had 
not  been  put  up, by  Beechams.  All  the  testimony  they 
had  on  that  score  was  that  the  pills  sold  were  similar  in 
shape  and  size  to  those  manufactured  in  Sydney  for 
accused,  but  they  had .  not  been  identified  as  the  pills 
obtained  by  him.  The  defence  was  that  Cook  (the 
accused)  was  a  dupe  of  a  man  named  Faudel,  by  whom  he 
had  been  engaged  as  traveller.  The  jury  retired,  and  at 
the  end  of  three  hours  found  a  verdict  of  guilty.  Prisoner 
■was  remanded  for  sentence.  Counsel  for  the  defendant 
appealed  for  the  Judge  to  state  a- case  for  the  full  Court, 
on  the  grounds  that  the  evidence  was  insufficient  to  commit 
accused  and  did  not  show  that  the  pills  had  not  been  put 
up  by  Beechams.  The  Judge  reserved  his  decision  on 
this '  point.

Brewers'  Exhibition. 


THE  thirty-second  exhibition  and  market  in  connection 
with  the  brewing  and  allied  trades  is  now  being  held 
at  the  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  N.,  and  will  close  on. 
Friday,  October  21.  Although  there  is  little  of  pharma- 
ceutical interest,  it  is  claimed  for  the  1910  exhibition 
that  it  is  "  one'  of  the  most  comprehensive  of  its  kind,  the 
exhibits  representing  the  specialities  of  all  branches,  in 
addition  to  an  exceptional  display  of  machinery  of  the  latest 
and  most  improved  patterns."  In  spite  of  the  dull  times 
and  uneasiness  which  are  said  to  prevail  in  the  brewing 
and  distilling  industries,  a  visit  and  a  talk  to  some  of  the 
leading  exponents  show  that  their  energy  and  enterprise 
has  not  diminished.  In  the  following  notes  we  indicate 
briefly  some  of  the  exhibits  which  are  of  interest  to  our 
readers  : 

Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  occupy  a  large  bay  on  the  main  floor, 
where  they  show  a  great  variety  of  patterns  and  shapes 
of  syphons,  the  most  prominent  being  the  patent  china- 
way.  Mr.  R.  H.  Griffith  (the  Secretary)  informs  us  that 
many  repeat-orders  have  been  received  for  this  type,  which 
is  the  best  test  of  its  popularity.  Non-metallic  glass  tubing 
for  attachment  to  earthenware  taps  for  syrups  and  essences 
is  another  item  of  interest  at  this  exhibit.  The  company 
have  lately  put  on  the  market  a  highly  concentrated  tonic- 
wine,  called  "  Karn  wine,"  prepared  from  Liebig's  extract 
of  meat,  extract  of.  malt,  and  sound  old  port,  samples  of 
which  can  be  had  on  '  application.  Special  features  are 
made  of  their  Royal  table-waters,  soda,  ■  potash,  lithia, 
ginger-ale,' ginger-beer,  and  so  . on.  The  Saccharin  Cor- 
poration, Ltd.,  have.. their  usual  reception-room  for  visitors 
in  the  centre  of  the  Great  Hall;  and  A.  Boake,  Roberts 
&  Co.,  Ltd.  (who  specialise  in  caramels,  primings,  K.M.S., 
etc.),  at  the  time  of  our  visit  were  busy  entertaining  a 
number  of  clients  in  a  similar  enclosure.  Their  manager 
informs  us  that  they  have  had  a  remarkable  increase  in 
the  number  of  Colonial  visitors  this  year.  The  London 
Essence  Co.  occupy  a  good  position,,  given  over  .  to 
soluble  essences,  essential  oils,  ottos,  perfumery,  and  so 
forth.  Among  the  soluble  essences  the  company  have 
placed  on  the  market  the  new  "  Peerless  "  brand  of  lemon 
and  ginger  ale,  the  advantages  of  which  are  explained  by 
their  numerous  representatives.  The  specialities  of  the 
Lescol  Perftjmery  Co.  are  also  shown,  'the  very  latest 
being  "Parma  Violet,"  which  has  already  met  with  con- 
siderable success,  the  characteristic  fragrance  of  the  flower 
and  lasting  odour  accounting  for  its  popularity.  At  the 
combined  exhibits  of  Bennett,  Sons  &  Shears,  Ltd.,  and 
H.  Pontifex  &  Sons,  our  attention  was  called  by  Mr. 
Shears  to  the  "  Audiffren "  ice-making  and  cold-storage 
machine,  under  which  refrigeration  is  carried  out  on  an 
entirely  new,  simple,  and  cheap  principle.  These  machines 
are  of  three  types,  No.  21  being  suitable  for  domestic  pur- 
poses. It  chills  water  or  makes  a  small  quantity  of  crystal 
ice  for  table  or  other  purposes  almost  instantaneously,  and 
can  be  driven  by  .hand  or  motor,  requiring  about  |  h.p.,  the 
cost  of  maintenance  being  practically  nil  and  the  space 
required  insignificant.  Auto  stills,  "Ideal"-  condensers, 
and  various  types  of  water-distillation  apparatus  are  also 
on  view.  The  Berkefeld  Filter  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  repre- 
sentative display  of  filters  for  mineral-water  works,  brew- 
eries, hotels,  restaurants,  etc.  The  "  Winco  "  semi-rotary 
wing,  lift,  and  force  pumps  are  also  in  operation  at  this 
stand.  L.  Lumley  &  Co.  have  an  extremely  large  exhibit 
(facing  the  Islington  entrance)  of  beer  plant,  bottling  and 
syphon-filling  machinery.  The  "  Dan  "  patent  crown  cork, 
introduced  last  year,  'has,  we  learn,  been  taken  up  by 
many  of  the  leading  brewers  and  bottlers,  the  perfect 
closure  and  simplicity  of  opening  being  its  chief  recommen- 
dations. Farrow  &' Jackson, -Ltd.,  have  an  exhibit  on 
similar  lines,  beer-engines  and  beer-raising  apparatus  being 
a  feature.  Gaskell  &  Chambers,  Ltd.,  have  a  large 
central  stand,  where  they  show  an  assortment  of  requisites 
for  the  publican's  trade/these  including  beer-engines  of  the 
latest  type.  Cork-drawers  'of  several  descriptions  are 
shown ;  also  "  Pasco,"  for  cleansing  beer-pipes.  Consol 
Automatic  Aerators,  "Ltd.,  demonstrate  the  advantages 
of  their  combined  automatic  aerator  and  syphon-filler,  the 
marvel  of  which  is  their  cheapness  in- filling.  --  The  British 
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Syphon  Manufacturing  Co.  make  a  speciality  of  syphons 
of  British  make  at  their  tasteful  pavilion.  J.  Stiff  &  Son, 
of  foot-warmer  fame,  show  stoneware  syphon- jars  of 
various  sizes  in  action.  The  advantage  claimed  for  these 
jars  is  that  they  can  be  filled  under  pressure,  thus  enabling 
the  liquors  to  be  drawn  off  as  required  in  sparkling  condi- 
tion to  the  end.  Among  the  exhibits  of  beverages  are 
those  of  "Lemco"  and  "  Oxo,"  with  their  latest  adver- 
tising ideas  ;  while  at  the  "  Wincaenis  "  pavilion  they  tell 
you  how  to  keep  fit.  The  exhibits  of  general  interest 
include  that  of  the  National  Cash  Register  Co.,  whose 
latest  book,  called  "  Chalktalks,"  illustrates  in  a  simple 
and  homely  way  how  mistakes  and  losses  in  a  shop  may  be 
prevented. 

Advertising  and  Business. 


SWEET  (and  profitable)  are  the  uses  of  advertisement, 
and  nowadays  "Advertising"  and  "Business"  have 
become  synonymous  terms.  That  is  why  the  Business  and 
Advertising  Exhibition  now  being  held  -  at  Olympia  is 
creating  sc.  much  interest.  The  impression  which  the  casual 
visitor  receives  at  first  is  that  nothing  matters  except 
typewriters,  duplicators,  letter-files,  card-indexes,  and 
loose-leaf  ledgers.  This  because  the  displays  made  by 
firms  such  as  the  Underwood  Typewriter  Co.,  the  British 
Typewriter  Co.,  the  Polygraph,  the  Quadruplex,  Petty  & 
Sons,  Amberg  File  and  Index  Co.,  Rockwell- Wabash  Co., 
and  Hammond  &  Stow,  Ltd.  (to  mention  only  a  few),  are  the 
most  imposing  and  persistent.  But  closer  investigation 
reveals  that  the  backbone  of  business,  as  evidenced  by  thi 
exhibition,  is  publicity.  There  are  advertising  "  agents," 
"advisers,"  "artists,"  "consultants,"  and  "  teachers," 
each  with  his  own  system.  .  Some  of  the  advertising 
literature  given  away  by  firms  such  as  W.  H.  Smith  &  Son 
are  crammed  full  of  ideas  adaptable  to  any  business.  The 
business  accessories,  such  as  the  Dictaphone,  the  Edison 
Business  Phonograph,  Gledhill's  Cash  Tills,  the  Protecto- 
graph  (to  prevent  cheque  frauds),  and  the  varieties  of 
addressing,  adding,  folding,  letter-opening,  stamp-affixing, 
and  calculating  machines  are  numerous  and  ingenious.  One 
firm  (R.  S.  Neumann)  shows  optical  goods,  apparently  with 
an  idea  of  aiding  business  men  to  see  clearly  into  all  the 
business  systems,  and  to  pick  out  the  best — no  easy  task. 
There  are  exhibits  by  "The  Times,"  "Daily  Mail," 
"Graphic,"  "Financial  News,"  "Printers'  Ink,"  and 
"Organiser."  It  is  to  the  enterprise  of  the  last-named 
journal  that  this  educative  exhibition  is  due,  and  the  con- 
ductors arranged  for 

r  A  Conference  or  Advertisers, 

to  be  held  from  October  17  to  19.  The  Chairman  (Mr. 
Thomas  J.  Barratt,  of  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.)  was  prevented 
by  indisposition  from  presiding  on  the  opening  day,  and 
his  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  Ralston  Balch  (of  Scott  & 
Bowne,  Ltd.).  There  were  present  several  big  advertisers 
— Sir  Thomas  Dewar,  Sir  Thomas  Lipton,  Mr.  Gordon 
Selfridge,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Warren  (of  Burge,  Warren  & 
Ridgley,  Ltd.).  The  matter  discussed  was  "  The  Necessity 
of  Advertising  in  Modern  Commerce,"  and  all  the  speakers 
were  decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  necessity  is  im- 
perative to  any  great  success. 

Those  connected  with  the  trade  who  visit  the  Exhibition 
should  not  miss  examining  in  detail  the  "Inventors' 
Section."  ,To  many  this  is  the  most  interesting  part  of  the 
show,  and  pharmacists  will  not  fail  to  examine  (among 
many  other  ingenious  things)  Hilder's  Amid  insecticide 
Mid  antiseptic  sprayer,  Johnston's  machine  for  filling 
collapsible  tubes,  the  auto-electric  vacuum  dryer,  Dr. 
Percy  Wilde's  fume-condensing  radiator,  Dr.  Clovis 
Seccombe's  patent  hair-brushes  and  case,  Ward's  CO,  re- 
corder, the  Lan-Ewen  patent  tin,  Bennett's  dustless 
brushes,  the  "  Invisible  "  crutch.  May's  powder-mixer,  the 
"  Reglant  "  elastic  stocking,  and  "  Ivoril  "  plaster.  Mr. 
T.  H.  Dodd,  chemist  and  dentist,  Parkstone,  exhibits  the 
"Raleigh"  patent  pipe,  and  a  patent  hermetically 
sealed  jar  for  fruit,  meat,  etc.  Weary  visitors  are 
refreshed  by  draughts  of  Horlick's  Malted  Milk  (and 
a  good  advertisement  it  proves),  and  "  Sylvana,"  a 
Swiss  natural  table-water,  is  exhibited  by  the  Societe  de 
la  Clementine,  who  are  looking  for  English  selling  agents. 


A  series  of  competitions  in  shorthand,  typewriting,  and 
advertisement-writing  came  to  a  finish  on  Wednesday  with 
the  .distribution  of  prizes.  Mr.  George  Nay  lor,  Ph.C, 
formerly  of  Blackpool,  received  a  special  certificate  in  the 
advertisement- writing  section. 


Optical  Education. 

A  WELL-ATTENDED  MEETING  of  opticians,  includ- 
•ii.  ing  several  chemists,  was  held  at  Anderton's  Hotel, 
Fleet  Street,  London,  E.C.,  on  October  17,  to  support  the 
proposal  of  the  London  County  Council  to  grant  30,000/. 
for  the  erection  of  an  optical  institute  in  connection 
with  the  Northampton  Institute,  Clerkenwell.  The  meet- 
ing was  called  by  Mr.  J.  Aitchison,  who  was  voted  to  the 
chair,  while  Mr.  W.  Salt  undertook  the  secretarial  duties. 
The  Chairman  was  supported  by  Mr.  Conrad  Beck  and  Mr. 
C.  Hyatt- Woolf.  Among  the  letters  regretting  non-attend- 
ance were  communications  from  Professor  Silvanus  P. 
Thompson,  Dr.  Glazebrook,  and  Mr.  John  Gibson 
(Hexham).  The  first-named  mentioned  that  in  1886  he 
drew  up  a  scheme  for  an  optical  institute  for  consideration 
by  the  City  and  Guilds  Institute,  and  has  since  put  for- 
ward his  views  on  several  occasions. 

Mr.  Aitchison  then  addressed  the  meeting,  and  quoted 
from  the  letter  of  inquiry  which  had  been  sent  out  by 
the  Education  Committee  of  the  London  County  Council. 
He  also  sketched  the  renaissance  of  the  optical  industry,' 
which  dated  from  the  institution  of  examination-schemes 
by  the  British  Optical  Association  and  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company.  The  syllabus  of  the  last-named  cor- 
poration formed  the  groundwork  of  the  courses  in  optics 
which  were  organised  at  the  Northampton  Institute.  The 
course  has  since  been  enlarged,  but  the  premises  of  the 
old  Horological  Institute,  where  the  work  is  carried  out, 
are  now  quite  inadequate.  In  this  course  visual  optics 
receives  comparatively  more  attention  than  other  branches 
of  optics,  but  he  hoped  that  the  meeting,  representing  as 
it  did  all  sections  of  the  trade,  would  support  the  general 
principle  of  equal  treatment  for  all  branches  of  the 
industry.  Touching  on  the  various  subjects  which  should 
be  dealt  with  in  the  projected  institute,  Mr.  Aitchison 
said  these  should  include  instruction  in  business  methods — 
inability  to  apply  technical  education  to  practical  pur- 
poses being  a  reason  for  the  failure  in  some  cases  of 
specialised  instruction.  The  speaker  then  told  how  the 
excellent  course  arranged  at  the  Northampton  Institute 
had  been  imitated  in  many  technical  schools  abroad,  a 
fact  which  was  not  only  flattering,  but  pointed  to  the 
national  importance  of  the  extension  of  the  scheme  under 
consideration.  He  concluded  by  proposing  the  following 
resolution  : 

"  That  this  meeting  of  optical  manufacturers,  traders,  and 
others  interested  in  the  progress  of  the  optical  industry 
heartily  supports  the  suggested  establishment  of  an  Opto- 
technical  Institute  in  Clerkenwell,  to  further  the  work  which 
has  been  hitherto  carried  on  at  the  Northampton  Institute, 
and  which  has  proved  of  great  value  to  the  optical  industry." 

Mr.  Conrad  Beck,  seconding  the  resolution,  gave  an 
interesting  speech  on  education.  He  also  dealt  with  the 
present  position  of  the  optical  industry,  which  he  did  not 
think  is  abreast  of  the  times,  as  opticians  are  not  nearly 
up  to  standard.  The  best  weapon  to  meet  the  conditions 
at  the  present  time  is  scientific  education,  and  he  em- 
phatically declared  that  the  industry  in  this  country  is  not 
in  a  waning  condition.  In  support  of  this,  he  quoted  from 
the  report  of  a  committee  of  scientists  who  visited  all  the 
important  observatories  in  the  world,  and  gave  it  as  their 
opinion  that  the  best  astronomical  telescopes  in  the  world 
are  made  by  Sir  Howard  Grubb,  Dublin. 

Dr.  William  Garnett,  educational  adviser  to  the  London 
County  Council,  was  then  asked  to  address  the  meeting  : 
but,  in  declining,  explained  that  his  purpose  in  being 
present  was  to  gather  impressions.  The  resolution -was 
supported  by  a  large  number  of  speakers,  these  including 
Mr.  Hyatt- Woolf,  Mr.  Lees-Curtis,  Mr.  A.  W.  Boatman 
(Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians),  Dr.  Rosenhain.  Mr. 
A.  E.  Grey,  Mr.  W.  G.  Harris.  Mr.  H.  S.  Ryland,  Mr. 
Casartelli  (Manchester),  Dr.  W.  Ettles,  Mr.  Willmott  (Bir- 
mingham), and  Mr.  Watson  Baker.  It  was  carried  unani- 
mously. Mr.  Aitchison  was  thanked  for  calling  the  meet- 
ing and  presiding. 
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Scientific  Progress. 

Temperatures  under  tms  haadiug  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 

Aleurites  Fordii.— An  analysis  of  the  seeds  of  Aleurites 
t'ordii — one  of  the  sources  of  the  wood  oil  or  T'ung  oil  of 
China— made  in  the  laboratories  of  the  Haarlem  Museum, 
shows  that  they  consist  of  49.5  per  cent,  of  kernel  containing 
57.3  per  cent,  of  oil.  The  oil  on  extraction  proved  to  contain 
1.4  per  cent,  of  free  fatty  acid,  was  bright  yellow  in  colour, 
and  dried  with  great  rapidity.  It  melted  at  7°  C,  solidified 
at  -9.3°,  and  had  saponification-value  194.1,  iodine  number 
123.2,  Reichert-Meissl  number  0.6,  and  contained  0.73  per 
cent,  of  unsaponifiable  matter.  These  results  agree  fairly 
well  with  those  recorded  in  the  "  Bulletin  of  the  Imperial 
Institute,"  1907,  5,  p.  135. 

Papaverine.— G.  Merck,  who  discovered  the.  .alkaloid 
papaverine,  indicated,  as  a  characteristic  reaction  of  the  base, 
the  blue-violet  colour  it  yielded  with  cold  concentrated 
sulphuric  acid.  It  was  pointed  out  by  Hesse  that  this  reaction 
was  due  to  the  presence  of  another  alkaloid,  which  was 
present  in  the  purest  natural  papaverine,  and  which  he 
termed  papaveramine  C2,H23N06.  Pictet  and  Kramers 
(  Berichte,"  1910,  1329)  have  taken  the  subject  up,  and  they 
find  that  synthetic  papaverine  does  not  yield  this  and  certain 
other  reactions,  and  have  shown  that  they  are  due  to  the 
presence  of  about  4  to  5  per  cent,  of  an  alkaloid  having  the 
formula  C21H23NO5,  and  to  which  the  name  cryptopine  is 
applied.  This  base  crystallises  from  alcohol  in  short  prisms 
melting  at  218°,  and  gives  the  characteristic  reaction  men- 
tioned above.    Its  hydrochlorate  is  very  soluble  in  water. 

Detection  of  Nut  Oil  in  Olive  Oil.— Bohrisch 
(•'  Pharm.  Zeit.,"  1910,  471)  recommends  the  following  method 
for  the  examination  of  olive  oil :  Ten  c.c.  is  saponified  by 
125  c.c.  of  semi-normal  alcoholic  potash,  and  allowed  to  stand 
for  five  hours.  If  the  liquid  remains  clear  at  the  end  of  that 
time  there  is  certainly  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  of  arachis 
oil  present.  If  the  liquid  is  turbid  or  a  precipitate  is  formed, 
oil  of  arachis,  sesame,  or  cotton-seed  is  present.  If  this  be  the 
case,  the  liquid  is  heated  on  the  water-bath  to  dissolve  as  far 
as  possible  the  separated  potassium  salts,  and  the  liquid  is 
exactly  neutralised  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  It  is  now 
cooled  in  water  at  15°  for  ten  minutes,  then  filtered.  If  less 
than  15  per  cent,  of  arachis  oil  be  present,  there  will  be  prac- 
tically no  precipitate,  and  10  or  20  c.c.  of  the  filtrate  is  then 
cooled  in  a  test-tube  in  water  at  9°  to  10°.  If  in  half  an  hour 
there  is  no  precipitation,  there  is  no  arachidic  acid  in  the 
filtrate :  and  if  there  was  previously  no  precipitate  collected 
■on  the  filter,  the  oil  is  free  from  arachis  oil.  The  presence  of 
a  precipitate  at  either  stage  may,  however,  be  due  to  the 
presence  of  sesame  or  cotton-seed  oil.  If  the  filtrate  has 
shown  a  precipitation  it  is  left  all  night  on  ice,  and  the  pre- 
cipitate collected  and  dissolved  in  10  c.c.  of  90-per-cent. 
alcohol,  warmed,  and  allowed  to  stand  for  half  an  hour  at 
15°  to  20°.  If  no  fatty  acids  separate,  arachis  oil  is  absent ; 
but  if  a  separation  takes  place,  either  arachis  or  sesame  oil 
is  present.  The  absence  of  the  latter  being  shown  by 
Basonin's  reaction  (furfural  and  hydrochloric  acid  giving  a 
crimson  colour),  the  presence  of  arachis  oil  is  definitely 
■established. 

Direct  Determination  of  Citric  Acid  in  Citrates. - 

Professor  Matteo  Spica,  in  a  pamphlet  issued  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Italian  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  gives  his 
method  for  determining  the  citric-acid  content  of  citrates  and 
•concentrated  lemon-juice  by  measuring  the  volume  of  carbon 
monoxide  evolved  on  heating  with  sulphuric  acid.  The  assay  is 
conducted  in  an  Erlenmeyer  flask,  with  a  cylindrical  funnel 
ground  to  fit  the  neck.  The  funnel  has  two  tubulures  at  the 
"base,  one  of  which  is  continued  as  a  tube  to  the  bottom  of  the 
flask  and  above  the  funnel,  where  it  is  bent  at  right  angles. 
A  double-bored  stopcock,  also  drilled  along  axis  for  about  a 
-third  of  its  length,  allows  communication  between  funnel  and 
flask  or  tube  and  drilled  end  of  stopper  by  way  of  the  Erlen- 
meyer flask.  To  conduct  the  assay,  2  grams  of  the  sample 
is  placed  in  the  flask,  moistened  to  expel  occluded  gas,  and 
then  all  air  removed  by  a  current  of  carbon  dioxide.  25  c.c. 
of  sulphuric  acid  is  introduced  via,  the  funnel,  and  then  a  slow 
■current  of  carbon  dioxide  again  passed.  The  flask  is  next 
heated  to  from  80°  to  100°,  which  ensures  decomposition  of  the 
■citric  acid,  the  evolved  carbon  monoxide  being  collected  in  a 
Schiff  nitrometer  (the  author  uses  one  of  200  c.c.  capacity) 
filled  \vith  potassium-hvdrate  solution  (to  absorb  the  carbon 
dioxide),  which  is  attached  to  the  drilled  end  of  the  stopcock. 
After  correcting  the  volume  of  gas  obtained  to  normal  tem- 
perature and  pressure,  the  amount  of  citric  acid  is  readily 
calculated  on  the  basis  that  1  gram  of  citric  acid  yields 
0.1333  eram,  or  106  3  e.c.  of  carbon  monoxide.  If  tempera- 
tures higher  than  80°  to  100°  be  used,  sulphur  dioxide  is 
evolved,  whicn,  however,  does  not  affect  the  result.  Undue 
frothing  can  be  reduced  by  shaking  the  flask  and  allowing 
the  current  of  carbon  dioxide  to  pass  in  slow  bubbles.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

"The  Chronicles  of  Pharmacy," 

Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton's  posthumous 
contribution  to  the  history  of  our  craft,  deserves,  and 
-will  doubtless  receive,  a  warm  welcome  from  all  whose 
interest  in  the  subject  is  more  than  a  pecuniary  one.  It 
is,  of  course,  impossible  here  to  attempt  anything  like  a 
complete  critical  review  of  so  comprehensive  and  important 
a  work,  but  it  seems  fitting  that  some  notice  should  be 
taken  of  it  in  the  columns  in  which  the  gifted  author  gave 
us  the  first-fruits  of  his  researches  and  continued  for  so 
many  years  to  share  with  us  his  varied  and  curious  learn- 
ing. The  first  impression  one  gets  from  the  book  is  that 
it  is  much  more  connected  and  systematic  than  the  charac- 
teristically modest  preface  would  lead  one  to  suppose. 
The  first  hundred  and  fifty  pages  contain  a  concise  but 
adequate  sketch  of  the  history  of  pharmacy  from  the 
earliest  times,  and  although  the  remainder  of  the  work  is 
rather  a  series  of  articles  on  particular  departments  or 
aspects  of  the  subject  than  a  connected  history,  these  are 
so  arranged  as  to  form  an  harmonious  whole.  Not  profess- 
ing to  give  a  complete  history  of  pharmacy,  Mr.  Wootton 
has  brought  together  invaluable  material  for  such  a  work, 
and  has  presented  it  in  a  form  more  likely  than  a  systema- 
tic historical  treatise  to  interest  the  general  reader. 
Historical  Pharmacy 

begins  in  Egypt.  Mr.  Wootton  gives  a 
reduced  facsimile  of  a  page  of  the  Papyrus  Ebers  (circa 
1552  B.C.)  which  contains  several  medical  prescriptions 
and  a  good  deal  of  information  with  regard  to  the  drugs 
and  methods  in  use.  He  adds  translations  of  some  of  the 
recipes,  which  are  of  great  interest  as  showing  not  only 
the  state  of  medical  science  at  that  time  (the  time  of 
Moses),  but  the  points  of  resemblance  between  it  and  the 
practice  of  the  Middle  Ages  in  Europe.  The  Greeks  re- 
ceived their  knowledge  of  medicine  largely  from  Egypt. 
In  the  time  of  Hippocrates  their  materia  medica  is  known 
to  have  comprised  about  200  articles,  and  they  extended 
it  considerably  between  then  and  the  age  of  Galen — prob- 
ably, says  Mr.  Wootton,  the  most  voluminous  writer  and 
certainly  the  name  of  greatest  influence  in  the  whole  his- 
tory of  medicine.  It  was,  however,  the  Arabs  who  ad- 
vanced pharmacy  to  its  proper  dignity.  Mesue,  Geber, 
Ehazes,  Avicenna,  and  Averrhoes  (not  to  mention  lesser 
names)  gave  to  medicine  the  character  which  it  retained 
virtually  unchanged  until  the  dawn  of  modern  science.  It 
was  almost  entirely  through  them  that  science  in  general 
was  spread  throughout  Europe. 
Pharmacy  in  Our  Own  Island 

first  becomes  historical  in  or 
about  the  year  1000,  the  date  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  Herb- 
arium, which  is  in  the  main  a  translation  of  the  work  attri- 
buted to  Apuleius,  a  Roman  physician  (says  Mr.  Wootton) 
of  the  second  century,  though  I  believe  this  writer,  who 
must  not  be  confounded  with  the  well-known  Apuleius  of 
Madaura,  born  a.d.  114,  is  usually  placed  later.  Little 
of  much  moment  appears  to  have  been  added  to  our 
knowledge  of  drugs,  or  to  our  practice,  until  the  thirteenth 
and  fourteenth  centuries,  when  quite  a  group  of  English 
medical  writers  arose.  The  most  famous  name  among 
them  is  that  of  Roger  Bacon ;  but  more  important  than  he 
in  this  connection  were  Gilbert  Anglicanus,  several  of 
whose  formulae  are  quoted  in  the  first  London  Pharma- 
copoeia; John  of  Gaddesden,  the  supposed  original  of 
Chaucer's  "  Doctour  of  Phisike  "  ;  and  John  Mirfield,  the 


compiler  of  the  Breviarium  Bartholomei.  Of  all  these 
(and  of  several  others)  Mr.  Wootton  gives  a  brief  account, 
with  some  very  interesting  quotations  from  their  works. 
The  later  history  of  pharmacy  as  a  separate  branch  of  the 
healing  art  is  fairly  well  known.  It  begins  with  the  in- 
corporation of  the  Grocers  in  1345,  from  which  date  Mv. 
Wootton  relates  the  varying  fortunes  of  the  drug-trade 
succinctly  and  yet  clearly,  and  in  a  far  more  interesting 
manner  than  we  are  accustomed  to  in  such  narratives,  down 
to  the  year  1868.  There  his  consecutive  historical  sketch 
ends,  but  in  subsequent  chapters  he  gives  a  series  of  brief 
biographical  notices  of  the  most  famous  pharmacists,  from 
Dioscorides  to  the  close  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  a 
resume  of  chemical  contributions  to  pharmacy  down  to  the 
present  time. 

The  Second  Volume  of  the  Book 

will  probably  prove  most 
attractive  to  the  general  reader.  The  mere  chapter- 
headings  excite  one's  interest — "  Animals  in  Pharmacy," 
"Poisons  in  History,"  and  the  like.  Of  the  animals 
which  have  at  various  times  supplied  us  with  materia 
medica,  Man  himself  holds  the  first  place,  almost  all  his 
parts  and  excrements  having  been  brought  under  contri- 
bution for  one  purpose  or  another.  Under  "Reminiscences 
of  Pharmacy"  such  old  remedies  as  Mithridate,  Venice 
Treacle,  Philonium,  and  Diascordium  are  fully  described, 
as  are  also  the  humbler  Oil  of  Bricks,  Four  Thieves'  Vine- 
gar, and  other  similar  preparations.  Much  valuable  in- 
formation is  given  under  "  Pharmacopoeias.'"  The  earliest 
official  Pharmacopoeia  is  that  of  Augsburg  (1601) ;  the 
first  national  one  was  our  own  London  Pharmacopoeia 
of  1618.  The  chapter  on  "Shakespeare's  Pharmacy"  is 
peculiarly  fascinating,  and  all  but  close  students  of  the 
great  dramatist  will  be  surprised  to  find  how  many 
allusions  to  medicine  occur  in  his  works.  Ben  Jonson 
alone,  it  may  be  surmised,  of  all  our  non-professional  men 
of  letters  (except,  of  course,  Robert  Burton),  has  more. 
Mr.  Wootton  thinks  that  of  the  simple  poisons  known  at 
that  time  yew  is  the  most  likely  to  be  the  "  cursed  hebenon  " 
which  "  took  off  "  Hamlet's  father,  but  he  points  out  that 
the  description  given  in  Act  III.  Scene  2  seems  to  indicate 
a  composition  of  several  ingredients. 

The  "Familiar  Medicines" 

and  "  Noted  Nostrums  "  dealt  with 
are  too  numerous  for  more  than  a  cursory  mention  here  ; 
many  of  them  are  of  ancient  date,  and  have  an  interesting 
history.  Diachylon  (originally  a  preparation  of  juices) 
dates  from  the  time  of  the  Emperor  Tiberius  ;  Hiera  Picra 
from  Galen,  as  does  also  Pil.  Cochise ;  Opodeldoc  and: 
Laudanum  from  Paracelsus ;  Black  Draught  first  appeared 
in  1600 ;  Citrine  Ointment  in  1650 ;  Dover's  Powder  in 
1660;  Paregoric  was  introduced  by  Le  Mort,  who  died  in 
1702.  Letters  patent  were  granted  in  Scotland  for  Ander- 
son's Pills  in  1687,  and  these  are  probably  the  oldest 
proprietary  remedy  still  sold  in  this  country.  The  first 
patent  medicine  in  England,  under  the  Act  of  1624  was 
Byfield's  "  Sal  oleosum  volatile  "  (1711)  ;  Bateman's  Drops 
were  patented  in  1726 ;  Hooper's  Female  Pills  in  1743  : 
Dr.  James's  Fever  Powder  dates  from  1747.  The  date 
of  the  invention  of  Daffy's  Elixir  is  not  certain.  The  part 
played  by  "Poisons  in  History"  makes  another  very  in- 
teresting chapter ;  our  mediaeval  ancestors  had  large  and 
liberal  views  with  regard  to  poison,  and  it  is  difficult  to 
avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  mere  name  was  responsible 
for  a  good  deal  of  the  effect  some  of  these  substances 
appear  to  have  had.  The  last  two  chapters  of  the  book 
deal  respectively  with  "  Pharmacy  in  the  Nineteenth  Cen- 
tury "  and  "Names  and  Symbols."  The  latter  is  one  of 
the  most  valuable  in  the  whole  work,  and  will  often  be 
referred  to  by  the  pharmacist.  Its  value  is  greatly  en- 
hanced by  the  illustrations,  as  indeed  is  that  of  the  two 
volumes  throughout,  the  plates  being  of  much  historic 
interest  and  admirably  produced.

Buchu. 

The  recent  high  prices  for  buchu-leaves  appear  to  have 
ttracted  as  much  attention  in  Cape  Colony  as  in  London, 
and  the  encouraging  prices  which  have  been  paid  have 
een  freely  advertised  in  those  parts  of  the  Colony  where 
the  buchu-plants  occur  in  such  abundance  as  to  be  worth 
xploitation.  Persons  having  any  trace  of  any  variety  of 
buchu  have  been  persuaded  to  investigate  their  qualities 
and  ascertain  the  quantity  available  for  export.  As  a 
result,  inquiries  dealing  with  every  branch  of  the  subject, 
together  with  samples  taken  from  various  shrubs  thought 
to  be  genuine  buchus,  have  been  received  by  the  Cape 
Agricultural  Department  in  increasing  numbers.  With  a 
view  to  extending  and  whetting  that  interest,  Mr.  N.  S. 
Pillans,  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Branch,  has  written 
a  timely  and  interesting  article  on  the  subject,  entitled 
'  A  Preliminary  Note  on  Cape  Buchus,"  pending  the  com- 
pletion of  certain  investigations  by  the  Agricultural  De- 
partment into  the  habits  of  the  plant  and  various  other 
questions  in  connection  with  the  trade.  Mr.  Pillans  traces 
the  export  of  buchu-leaves  to  Europe  on  a  commercial 
scale  back  for  nearly  a  century  to  about  the  year  1821.  In 
1873  the  quantity  exported  ran  to  400,000  lb.,  the  United 
States  taking  about  one-sixth.  By  1893  the  trade  had 
dwindled  to  about  140,000  lb.,  but  since  that  date  a  re- 
covery has  taken  place.  During  the  four  years  1906-1909 
the  exports  amounted  to  1,085,038  lb.,  valued  at  33,920Z., 
and  now  we  are  able  to  add  the  very  latest  statistics, 
which  deal  with  the  exports  from  January  to  August 
1910,  which  show  shipments  of  222,859  lb.,  or  4,261  lb. 
less  than  at  the  corresponding  period  of  1909.  These 
figures  are  issued  monthly  by  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce, and  are  carefully  studied  by  importers  and 
exporters. 

Mr.  Pillans  gives  some  interesting  historical  information 
about  buchu,  in  the  course  of  which  he  says  : 

"  Previous  to  the  settlement  of  Europeans  in  South  Africa, 
buchu  was  used  in  a  powdered  form  by  several  of  the  Hottentot 
tribes  as  an  ingredient  in  a  greasy  paste,  with  which  they 
besmeared  themselves  as  a  protection  against  the  attacks  of 
insects.  And  maybe  another  of  their  objects  in  surrounding 
themselves  with  such  a  bitter  aroma  was  to  thus  render  their 
bodies  as  distasteful  as  possible  to  the  appetites  of  carnivorous 
enemies.  It  is  not  known  whether  these  people  employed  a 
decoction  of  the  leaves  in  dealing  with  internal  complaints, 
though  it  may  be  presumed  they  did,  since  it  has  been 
recorded  that  they  possessed  a  considerable  knowledge  of  the 
medicinal  plants  of  this  country.  Apparently  one  of  the  first 
uses  made  of  the  plant  by  early  colonists  was  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  bitter  known  as  '  buchu  brandy.'_  As  the  principal 
ingredient  they  took  the  oil  of  buchu,  which  was  introduced 
by  infusing  the  leaves  in  the  liquor.  Buchu  brandy,  applied 
in  its  strongest  form  as  an  embrocation,  has  for  a  long  time 
been  held  in  high  estimation." 

The  investigations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
will  be  directed  to  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  leaves  of 
several  Rutaceous  plants,  so  that  we  may  know  for  a  cer- 
tainty whether  the  rejection  of  all  but  the  favoured  three 
[Barosma  betulina,  B.  crenulata,  and  B.  serratifolia)  is  due 
to  some  imperfection  in  the  quality,  of  their  oil,  or  whether 
their  oil-content  is  considered  too  insignificant.  It  is 
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hoped  by  extending  the  industry  to  a  greater  number  of 
plants  to  lessen  to  some  extent  the  present  plucking  of  the 
best  kinds.  Another  matter  to  be  dealt  with  is  the  selec- 
tion of  the  best  season  for  gathering  and  correct  manner 
of  curing  the  leaves.  Where  buchu  is  most  plentiful  the 
custom  is  to  gather  the  main  crop  during  the  midsummer 
months  of  January,  February,  and  March.  No  satisfac- 
tory reason  is  given  for  plucking  and  curing  the  leaves  at 
this  stage,  and  it  is  not  certain  whether  leaves  already 
arrived  at  maturity  are  in  a  condition  most  suitable  for 
providing  a  maximum  quantity  of  good-quality  oil.  An 
inquiry  is  to  be  made  into  this  question  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  Mr.  Pillans  gives  some  useful  informa- 
tion to  the  collectors,  in  the  course  of  which  he  says  : 

"  Buchu,  if  not  left  on  the  bush  until  too  late  in  the  season, 
can  be  made  to  retain  a  fine  green  colour.  The  retention  of 
colour  mainly  depends  upon  the  method  of  curing.  Only  the 
upper  parts  of  the  stems  should  be  cut,  and  these  conveyed 
to  some  d'T  and  shady  spot  (a  cool  loft  will  suit  the  purpose 
very  well),  where  they  are  to  be  spread  out  and  kept  turned 
until  the  leaves  are  just  dry  enough  to  be  easily  beaten  off. 
The  leaves  should  then  be  rid  of  all  pieces  of  stems  and 
other  impurities,  and  immediately  put  up  in  wool-bales  hold- 
ing from  200  lb.  to  300  lb.  It  is  advisable  to  allow  as  little 
delay  as  possible  to  occur  between  the  curing  and  baling,  fox- 
any  extra  exposure  to  dry  winds  or  light  will  reduce  the  weight 
and  affect  the  quality  of  the  leaf  after  it  has  left  the  plant. 
Even  when  baled,  and  during  its  transit  to  London,  the  leaf 
loses  a  considerable  percentage  of  oil  through  evaporation." 

Mr.  Pillans  concludes  with  the  suggestion  made  on  pre- 
vious occasions  that  an  attempt  should  be  made  to 
distil  the  oil  at  the  Cape  and  to  export  it  in  a  suitably 
concentrated  form  ready  for  use.  Such  an  industry,  he 
says,  started  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  the  standard 
buchus,  could  later  on  also  include  the  many  other  oil- 
containing  Rutaceous  plants  that  are  scattered  in  great 
abundance  throughout  the  south-western  region  of  Cape 
Colony,  but  which  it  has  been  found  unprofitable  to  ex- 
port in  a  dried  state.  The  attention  of  Mr.  Pillans  may  be 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  distillation  of  Rutaceous  oils  is 
not  likely  to  be  a  profitable  venture  in  Cape  Colony,  as  but 
few  are  used  in  the  perfume-industry,  while  buchu-leaves 
derive  their  therapeutic  value  from  their  mucilage  content 
as  well  as  their  oil,  the  consumption  of  the  latter  being 
comparatively  small. 


Dental  Legislation. 

The  prospect  of  any  dental  legislation  on  the  lines  of 
the  draft  Dentists  Bill  produced  by  the  British  Dental 
Association  is  very  remote.  It  is  now  increasingly 
obvious  that  dental  chemists  were  the  special  object  of 
attack  by  the  promoters  of  the  Bill,  and  it  is  not 
surprising  that  the  reception  accorded  to  the  Bill  by 
chemists  has  considerably  surprised  the  British  Dental 
Association.  The  official  organ  of  the  Association,  not 
content  with  the  present  false  step,  is  unkind  enough  to 
rake  up  the  blunder  which  the  Association  made  on  the 

'  passing  of  the  Dentists  Act  in  1875.  Many  chemists  will 
remember  the  foolish  threats  made  at  that  time  by  the 
British  Dental  Association,  and  the  equally  ignominious 
climb-down  which  the  Association  were  forced  to  make. 
But  why  revive  the  memory  of  such  stupidity  unless 

'  to  assure  the  world  that  a  corporation  which  has 
made  one  historic  mistake  is  quite  capable  of  making 
others  ?  We  are  sorry  also  to  have  to  remind  our  con- 
temporary that  it  places  too  high  an  estimate  on  the 
services  of  the  members  of  the  dental  profession.  To 
compare  those  services — mainly  mechanical — to  the  work 
performed  by  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions 
is  to  compel  us  to  remind  them  that  the  making  of  den- 
tures is  not  usually  performed  by  qualified  dentists.  The 


extraction  of  teeth  and  adaptation  of  dentures,  which  is 
the  part  dentists  play  before  the  public,  is  a  very  restricted 
area  of  surgery,  and  can  be  mastered  by  intelligent  per- 
sons in  a  few  months.  The  fact  remains  that  while  the 
British  Dental  Association  make  as  their  chief  aim  the 
prohibition  of  the  practice  of  dentistry  by  chemists  very 
little  progress  is  likely  to  be  made  in  legislation.  The 
House  of  Commons  has  a  very  blunt  method  of  looking 
at  such  questions,  and  there  is  no  better  way  of  giving 
the  impression  that  dentists  are  "out  for  fees"  than  to 
attack  the  rights  of  an  older  body  of  qualified  men. 


Carriage  at  Owner's  Risk. 

The  chemical  and  drug  trades  are  particularly  interested 
in  the  owner's  risk  question,  as  business  is  handicapped 
to  a  certain  extent  by  the  fact  that  railway  companies 
will  only  accept  some  chemicals  at  owner's  risk,  and  even 
then  do  not  allow  any  reduction  in  the  rate  of  carriage. 
In  many  instances,  however,  the  railway  companies  put 
special  rates  in  operation  for  chemicals  and  drugs,  and 
these  are  usually  from  10  per  cent,  to  15  per  cent,  less 
than  the  ordinary  class  rate.  There  is  one  annoying  thing 
about  the  owner's  risk  question,  and  that  is  owing  to  the 
owner's  risk  note  being  worded  so  that  it  only  safeguard6 
the  railway  companies'  interests  and  does  not  protect  the 
trader  in  the  slightest  degree,  as  an  extract  from  the 
note  in  question  will  prove.  : 

"  The  reduced  class  of  rate  is  adopted  when  the  sender 
agrees  to  relieve  the  railway  company  over  whose  lines  the 
goods  pass,  or  in  whose  possession  the  goods  may  be  during 
transit,  from  all  liability  for  loss,  damage,  misdelivery,  delay, 
or  detention,  except  upon  proof  that  such  loss,  etc.,  arose 
from  wilful  misconduct  on  the  part  o£  the  railway  companies' 
servants." 

This  clause  in  the  owner's  risk  note  clearly  shows  that 
the  trader  has  not  much  chance  to  recover  damages  when  he 
signs  an  agreement  to  secure  the  reduced  rate.  The 
difference  in  the  ordinary  class  of  rate  and  the  owner's 
risk  rate  is,  however,  often  sufficient  to  tempt  the  trader 
to  consign  at  the  lower  rate.  As  an  illustration,  take  the 
instance  of  the  ordinary  rate  on  acetic  or  wood  acid,  in 
carboys,  2-ton  lots.  The  ordinary  rate  from  a  certain 
place  in  Yorkshire  to  London  is  45s.  6d.  per  ton,  and  the 
reduced  rate  at  owner's  risk  is  39s.  The  difference  of 
6s.  6c?.  per  ton  on  such  traffic  is  worthy  of  a  trader's 
consideration,  and  it  very  often  occurs  that  traders  cannot 
afford  to  consign  the  traffic  at  the  ordinary  rate,  so  that 
it  is  found  necessary  to  sign  the  owner's  risk  note  agree- 
ment, which  is  obviously  unfair  to  the  trader.  Many 
cases  have  been  tried  in  the  courts  of  law  with  respect 
to  claims  for  goods  which  have  travelled  over  the  railway, 
and  have  been  consigned  at  the  owner's  risk  scale  of 
rates,  but  very  few  of  these  cases  have  been  won  by  the 
trader,  as  the  terms  of  the  contract  which  they  have 
signed  clearly  bind  them  to  the  clause  which  refers  to 
"wilful  misconduct"  on  the  part  of  the  railway  com- 
pany's servants.  Hence  the  onus  lies  on  the  trader  to 
prove  that  the  railway  people  have  been  guilty  of  "  wilful 
misconduct."  Seeing  that  traders  do  not  travel  with  the 
goods  it  is  difficult  to  prove  that  the  railway  people  are 
in  fault,  as  it  is  not  easy  to  obtain  evidence  in  such, 
cases,  although  the  trader  does  occasionally  prove  his 
case  and  so  gain  the  verdict.  The  owner's  risk  business 
would  be  much  better  if  the  railway  companies  would 
be  more  reasonable  and  treat  the  trader  in  a  fair  spirit. 
All  cases  in  which  it  is  apparent  that  there  has  been  neglect 
or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  railway  company  ought  to 
be  settled  for  the  full  amount  of  the  trader's  claim,  as  was 
often  done  a  few  years  ago  before  the  railway  companies 
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put  their  heads  together  and  began  to  refer  all  claims  to  a 
Joint  Conference  Board.  At  that  time  a  more  amicable 
and  conciliatory  spirit  was  shown  by  the  railway  com- 
panies to  the  public,  and  the  secret  working  agreements 
among  the  larger  railways  is  not  likely  to  be  beneficial  to 
the  interests  of  the  trading  community.  Last  year  was  a 
particularly  good  year  for  the  railway  companies,  and  it 
is  proposed  to  take  advantage  of  the  fact  by  introducing  a 
Bill  into  Parliament  which  will  in  all  likelihood  improve 
the  conditions,  from  a  trader's  point  of  view,  of  the  owner's 
risk  question.  Among  the  proposals  in  this  Bill  are  the 
following  : 

Every  railway  company  shall  be  deemed  to  be  liable  for 
the  loss  or  deterioration  of  and  for  any  injury  to  any  .roods, 
animals,  or  things  in  their  custody  or  control  which  shall 
occur  in  the  receiving,  forwarding,  or  delivery  thereof  by 
any  such  company,  unless  such  company  prove  that  such 
loss,  deterioration,  or  injury  arose  from  some  cause  in 
respect  of  which  the  company  is  exempt  from  liability. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  notwithstand- 
ing any  notice,  condition,  or  contract  to  the  contrary. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railway  to  make  any  condi- 
tion with  respect  to  the  receiving,  forwarding,  and  delivery 
of  traffic  other  than  passengers  and  their  luggage,  whereby 
it  is  provided  expressly  or  by  implication  that  the  company 
shall  not  be  liable  for  the  loss  of,  or  for  any  injury  done  to, 
or  for  the  delay  of  such  traffic  in  the  receiving,  forwarding, 
or  delivery  thereof  occasioned  by  the  wilful  default  or  wilful 
misconduct  of  the  company  or  its  servants. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  insert  a  clause  providing  that 
all  cases  in  dispute  for  amounts  less  than  20Z.  shall  be 
settled  in  the  court  in  which  proceedings  are  taken.  This 
clause  will  afford  great  protection  to  the  smaller  trader, 
who  is  not  in  a  position  to  incur  heavy  legal  expenses, 
and  knows  at  the  same  time  that  the  case  will  be  taken 
through  the  higher  courts,  and  that  the  railway  company 
may  win  in  the  end. 

Research  in  Germany. 

The  proposal  of  establishing  a  German  Imperial  Scientific 
Institute  with  the  object  of  furthering  and  fostering  scien- 
tific research  in  Germany  was  mentioned  in  the  C.  db  D., 
September  24,  p.  485.  Kaiser  Wilhelm,  in  his  speech  at 
the  centenary  celebration  of  the  Berlin  University,  an- 
nounced the  creation  of  this  institute,  of  which  he  will  be 
the  patron.  He  referred  to  the  fact  that  in  consequence 
of  the  tremendous  strides  made  by  science,  there  had  arisen 
the  necessity  to  provide  for  institutes  devoted  solely  to 
research-work,  and  untrammelled  by  any  educational 
duties.    He  added  : 

"  I  regard  it  as  a  holy  duty  of  the  present  time  to  create 
such  centres  of  research,  and  I  regard  it  as  my  duty  as  the 
sovereign  to  exact  general  interest  in  this  undertaking.  The 
high  aim  entails  considerable  expense,  and  can  only  be  realised 
if  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the  progress  of  science  and 
in  the  welfare  of  the  State  will  participate  in  this  important 
work  and  are  ready  to  make  sacrifices  to  this  end.  I  trust 
and  feel  confident  that  the  plan  will  succeed,  as  already  upon 
.  its  disclosure  to  a  restricted  circle  a  sum  between  450,000/. 
and  500,000/.  has  been  placed  at  my  disposal,  contributed  with 
enthusiastic  expressions  of  agreement  from  all  parts  of  the 
country.  ...  It  will  be  the  duty  of  my  Government  to  see 
that,  when  necessary,  the  institutions  yet  to  be  founded  are 
assisted  by  State  aid." 

It  now  transpires  that  the  first  institutes  to  be  founded 
are  a  laboratory  for  physical  chemistry  and  one  for  general 
chemistry,  to  be  erected  at  Dahlem,  near  Berlin,  where  the 
Pharmaceutical  Institute  is.  The  erection  of  other  insti- 
tutes will  follow  in  due  course.  The  chemical-manufac- 
turers of  Germany  have  contributed  materials  worth 
50,000^. 

Chemical  Philosophy, 

We  have  on  several  occasions  had  an  opportunity  of 
referring  to  the  reprints  of  historic  papers  on  chemistry 
which  are  published  by  the  Alembic  Club  circle  of  chemists 
attached  to  the  University  of  Edinburgh.      The  latest 


reprint  is  a  sketch  of  a  course  of  chemical  philosophy  which 
was  given  in  the  Royal  University  of  Genoa  in  1858  by 
Professor  Stanislao  Cannizzaro ;  but  in  the  form  here 
recorded  the  sketch,  of  course,  is  embodied  in  a  letter  to' 
Professor  S.  de  Luca  published  in  "II  Nuovo  Cimento," 
Vol.  VII.  (1858),  pp.  321-366.  In  a  prefatory  note  to  the- 
translation,  "J.  W. "  [we  presume,  Professor  James- 
Walker,  F.R.S.]  says  : 

"  The  value  of  the  hypothesis  of  the  Italian  physicist 
Avogadro  as  a  systematising  principle  in  chemistry  was  prac- 
tically unrecognised  for  forty  years  after  its  publication.  It 
had  been,  it  is  true,  considered  and  in  part  applied  by  Dumas, 
Gerhardt,  and  others ;  but  the  young  Italian  chemist  Canniz- 
zaro was  the  first  to  show  its  consistent  applicability  to  the- 
selection  of  atomic  weights,  and  to  harmonise  with  it  the- 
results  of  other  methods  directed  towards  the  same  end.  The- 
eminence  of  Cannizzaro  as  a  teacher  is  plain  on  every  page- 
of  the  summary  of  his  lecture-course  on  chemical  philosophy 
which  is  here  translated.  The  facts  are  marshalled,  and  their 
bearing  explained  with  absolute  mastery  of  pedagogic 
method,  and  one  is  impelled  to  the  conclusion  that  Canniz- 
zaro's  students  of  1858  must  have  had  clearer  conceptions  of" 
chemical  theory  than  most  of  his  scientific  colleagues  of  a 
much  later  date.  Permission  to  publish  this  translation  was- 
received  from  the  venerable  chemist  a  few  davs  before  his- 
death  on  May  10,  1910." 

The  translation  is  apparently  well  done  and  it  forms  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  series  of  reprints.  Copies  of  it 
can  be  obtained  from  Messrs.  Simpkin,  Marshall,  Hamilton, 
Kent  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  and  from  Mr.  James  Thin,.

Solubilities. 

There  has  just  been  issued  from  the  U.S.  Hygienic- 
Laboratory  Bulletin  67,  which  deals  with  the  solubilities- 
of  the  Pharmacopceial  organic  acids  and  their  salts.  The- 
author,  Mr.  Atherton  Seidell, 'who  has  already  established: 
a  reputation  as  an  authority  on  solubilities,  gives  full; 
particulars  of  the  methods  adopted  in  this  research.  He- 
finds  that,  taking  the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia  figures  for 
thirty-five  compounds,  satisfactory  agreement  only  exists- 
in  those  for  benzoic,  camphoric,  gallic,  and  tartaric  acids 
in  aqueous  solution,  and  benzoic  acid,  ammonium  benzoater 
ammonium  salicylate,  salicylic  acid,  and  phenol  salicylate- 
in  alcoholic  solution.  It  is  found  that  solubility  is  not 
materially  affected  by  the  presence  of  impurities,  and  that, 
therefore  solubility  is  an  ineffectual  test  for  purity.  Mr. 
Seidell  finds  that  it  is  in  no  case  possible  to  predict  from 
the  solubility  of  the  substance  in  alcohol  and  water  sepa- 
rately what  it  will  be  in  any  mixture  of  these  two- 
solvents.  Some  peculiarities  in  the  solubility  of  some  of 
the  substances  are  noted — e.g.,  citric  acid  shows  two  nearly 
parallel  curves  for  the  hydrated  and  anhydrous  forms, 
potassium  citrate  has  the  power  of  dividing  aqueous- 
alcohol  solutions  into  layers,  oleic  acid  shows  an  apparent 
unstable  solubility  equilibrium  at  certain  concentrations, 
and  trichloracetic  acid  unites  with  alcohol  to  form  the 
ester  in  alcoholic  solutions  of  various  concentrations. 
Pellagra. 

In  an  interesting  article  on  pellagra,  communicated  to. 
"  The  Times  "  of  October  15,  it  is  stated  that  it  is  a  widely 
distributed  disease.  It  is  found  in  Europe,  Africa,  Asia, 
America,  and  even  in  Oceania,  and  probably  affects  more 
or  less  seriously  over  a  million  people.  It  is  a  disease  of 
long  duration,  characterised  by  a  peculiar  rash,  not  unlike 
a  severe  sunburn,  which  appears  on  the  face,  round  the 
neck,  and  on  the  back  of  the  hands  and  feet.  This  eruption- 
recurs  each  year  at  determinate  seasons  (spring  and 
autumn)  ;  it  appears  suddenly  under  the  influence  of  ex- 
posure to  sunlight,  stands  out  some  days,  then  fades  off 
gradually,  and  is  followed  by  long  persistent  desquama- 
tion. Together  with  the  eruption  other  symptoms  appear. 
They  are  irregular  fever,  frequent  fits  of  giddiness  with  a 
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peculiar  sensation  of  falling  backwards  or  forwards,  great 
■debility,  confusion  of  mind,  copious  salivation,  insomnia, 
pyrosis,  and  diarrhcea.  These  symptoms  abate  during  the 
•summer  months  and  disappear  almost  entirely  in  winter, 
■especially  in  early  cases.  They  return  with  the  rash  each 
spring.  After  a  period  of  progressive  aggravation,  which 
may  last  three,  five,  or  thirty  years,  the  patient  becomes 
greatly  emaciated,  partly  paralysed,  and  entirely  de- 
mented. A  number  of  these  unfortunate  beings  commit 
suicide,  as  a  rule  by  drowning ;  the  majority  end  their  days 
in  the  lunatic  asylums  of  their  respective  countries.  The 
disease  affects  the  agricultural  classes  almost  exclusively ; 
'town  people  are  everywhere  absolutely  immune.  Pellagra 
was  first  described  in  1738,  and  for  over  a  century  and  a-half 
at  has  been  believed  that  it  is  due  to  eating  bad  maize.  Five 
years  ago,  however,  Dr.  Sambon  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  British  Medical  Association  suggested  that  it  is  a  pro- 
tozoal disease,  and  since  then,  under  the  instructions  of  an 
influential  committee,  he — along  with  representatives  of 
the  American  Government — has  studied  the  disease  in  Italy. 
It  has  been  definitely  proved  that  maize  is  not  the  cause 
•of  the  disease,  but  that  it  is  due  to  protozoa,  of  which  the 
intermediate  host  is  the  sand  fly,  a  blood-sucking  insect, 
•which  carries  the  disease  from  one  person  to  another. 

Union  Dispensaries  at  Newcastle. 

The  discussion  on  the  proposal  of  the  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne  guardians  to  establish  two  branch  dispensaries  for  the 
use  of  the  poor,  and  the  comments  of  the  local  Press 
thereon,  show  how  little  the  lay  mind  appreciates  the 
relative  positions  of  the  medical  man  and  the  dispenser,  or 
the  real  needs  of  the  poor  in  the  provision  of  medicines. 
'The  guardians,  finding  that  the  present  arrangements  for 
supplying  medicines  to  the  poor  receiving  outdoor  medical 
relief  are  not  adequate,  proposed  to  establish  two  branch 
•dispensaries,  one  in  the  east  end  and  the  other  in  the  west 
•end  of  the  city,  with  a  dispenser  in  charge.  To  read  the  com- 
ments of  the  local  Press  on  this  proposal  it  might  be  thought 
that  it  was  nothing  short  of  revolutionary,  the  objectors 
appearing  to  be  unaware  of  the  fact  that  the  system  referred 
to  has  been  in  operation  in  other  Unions  for  years  past.  One 
guardian  suggested  that  the  question  could  be  adjusted  by 
giving  the  medical  officers  an  increase  of  salary,  ignoring  the 
fact  that  the  scheme  submitted  had  the  hearty  support  of 
these  officers  themselves.  No  doubt  the  Newcastle  district 
medical  officers  are  in  the  same  position  as  their  colleagues 
in  the  Poor-law  service  throughout  the  country,  and  are 
underpaid  for  the  services  they  are  called  upon  to  perform ; 
and  in  suggesting  the  continuance  of  the  present  arrange- 
ment, by  which,  presumably,  the  officers  supply  their  own 
■drugs  for  the  Union  patients,  the  guardians  overlooked  the 
very  obvious  dangers  of  the  system,  and  the  temptation  to 
the  officer  to  keep  his  drug-bill  as  low  as  possible.  A 
reverend  member  said  that  if  they  wanted  good  dispensing 
"he  advised  them  to  let  the  doctors  do  it  themselves,  and  they 
could  then  see  better  what  the  results  were.  It  seemed  to 
him  that  they  were  going  outside  their  own  business.  In 
•our  articles  on  the  Medical  Relief  section  of  the  Report  of 
the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Poor  Laws,  we  summarised  the 
■extensive  proposals  of  the  Commissioners  with  regard  to  the 
•establishment  of  provident  dispensaries,  a  scheme  which 
would  involve  an  expenditure  besides  which  the  proposal 
of  the  Newcastle  guardians  is  modesty  itself.  The  Report 
undoubtedly  exposed  many  weaknesses  in  the  existing 
system,  and  it  is  a  pity  that  when  proposals  are  formulated 
by  guardians  which  meet,  in  some  measure  at  any  rate,  the 
criticisms  levelled  at  their  administration,  they  are  met 
with  stilted  and  ill-informed  opposition  of  the  character 


indicated  above.  The  guardians  have  a  double  duty— to 
the  poor  and  to  the  ratepayers— and  in  making  suitable  and 
adequate  provision  for  the  supply  of  drugs,  etc.,  requisi- 
tioned by  their  district  medical  officers  to  serve  the  needs 
of  the  poor,  they  discharge  this  double  duty,  for  it  is  the 
truest  economy  by  prompt  and  efficient  treatment  to  restore 
the  sick  to  health  and  to  the  ranks  of  the  wage-earners. 
Lop-eared  Parasites.

The  pro- 
visions ot  the  law  are  circumvented  bv  a  microscopic  label 
carefully  concealed,  on  the  least  conspicuous  portion  of  the 
bottle.  This  is  the  kind  of  stuff  a  chemist  will  press  upon 
you  for  he  knows  that  you  will  return  for  it  as  for  the  waters 
ot  Arethusa. 

Our  subscribers  are  well  aware  that  this  is  arrant  nonsense 
there  is  no  rule  respecting  the  repetition  of  a  prescription 
containing  poison,  and  the  rest  of  the  paragraph  is  akin  to 
this  statement. 

Indian  Turpentine. 

Special  attention  is  still  being  paid  in  the  Punjab  to  the 
possible  production  of  turpentine  and  resin  on  a  lar<Te 
scale,  this  being  due  to  the  high  price  at  which  the  American 
product  stands.  From  an  Indian  point  of  view  the  subject 
is  dealt  with  by  "  The  Pioneer,"  which  states  that  in  India 
it  is  calculated  there  are  about  four  thousand  square  miles 
under  Pmus  longifolia  alone,  this  tree  being  peculiarly  rich 
in  turpentine,  and  yet  India's  imports  of  turpentine  year 
by  year  grow  larger  and  more  expensive  as  the  price  of 
turpentine  mounts  upwards,  which  it  has  been  doing  for 
many  months.  Several  experimental  plots  have  been 
started  in  Kangra,  and  from  these  it  is  hoped  to  learn 
something  as  to  the  potentialities  of  the  industrv  in  that 
part  of  India,  of  the  best  methods  and  times  of"tapping, 
of  the  exact  yield  of  given  trees,  and  the  effect  of  repeated 
tapping  on  the  life  of  the  trees.  Similar  experiments  are 
m  progress  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  and  should 
furnish  some  instructive  results.  It  is  surprising  that  India 
did  not  learn  all  there  is  to  learn  about  turpentine  years  ago. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  pointed  out  in  the  "  Agricultural 
Ledger"  (No.  14  of  1896)  that  the  raw  material  for  the 
turpentine  industry  is  plentiful  and  not  too  difficult  of 
access.  In  1896  the  price  of  turpentine  was  from  18s.  to 
20s.  per  cwt.,  or  considerably  less  than  half  what  it  is  now, 
and  it  was  then  believed  that  India  could  not  produce  it  at 
much  of  a  profit.  The  case  is  vastly  different  now,  hence 
the  renewed  interest.  As  matters  stand,  India  consumes 
all  she  produces,  which  we  do  not  suppose  is  more 
than  a  mere  50.000  gals,  a  year,  although  there  is  abundant 
raw  material.  No  doubt  the  forest  officers  are  doing  what 
they  can  under  perhaps  unfavourable  circumstances  to  place 
the  industry  on  a  satisfactory  footing,  but  it  is  an  industry 
which  could  be  best  brought  to  the  front  by  some  com- 
mercial house  already  interested  in  the  trade.  It  is  stated 
by  our  contemporary  that  a  few  recent  cases  have  come 
under  its  notice  in  which  certain  officials,  actuated 
by  the  best  intentions,  have  been  unable  to  obtain  a  single 
quotation  for  readily  marketable  produce,  simply  because 
they  are  innocent  of  the  regular  methods  of  conducting 
such  a  trade. 
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Oil  of  Bergamot. 

AN  interesting  photograph  printed  by  "La  Parfumerie 
Moderne  "  of  the  machine  which  is  used  for  express- 
ing the  essential  oil  from  bergamot-fruits  recalls  several 
illustrations  which  appeared  in  the  C  <b  D.  of  August  24, 
1889,  p.  269,  in  an  article  entitled  "  Peel  Essences,"  which 
■was  based  on  an  interview  with  Mr.  C.  Rizzuto,  of  Reggio- 
de-Calabria,  who  exhibited  in  the  Italian  Court  of  the 
Paris  Exhibition  of  that  year.  Our  description  of  the 
method  of  using  the  apparatus,  and  some  observations  by 
Mr.  Rizzuto  on  the  adulteration  of  bergamot  oil,  make 
an  interesting  contrast.  The  engravings  given  in  the 
subjoined  extract  from  the  1889  article  are  outline  sketches 
from  the  woodcuts  which  then  appeared  : 

"  For  ordinary  commercial  purposes  the  essences  are  pressed 
out  of  the  peel  by  means  of  a  machine,  which  we  illustrate, 

and  which,  we  believe, 
has  not  previously  been 
shown,  although  four 
years  ago  we  notified 
the  fact  that  it  had 
come  into  use  in  Italy. 
This  machine  is  entirely 
constructed  of  wood, 
saving  the  handle 
which  turns  the  wheel. 
Contact  with  metal 
seriously  affects  the 
quality  of  the  essence. 
The  machine  stands 
about  4  ft.  in  height 
[those  shown  in  the 
"  Record  "  are  6  ft.], 
and  its  structure  is 
simple  and  clearly 
shown  in  the  engraving. 
The  whole  fruits  are 
placed  under  the  cen- 
tral circular  portion, 
where  the  upper  and 
lower  surfaces  are  cor- 
rugated so  as  to  press 
the  peel  unequally,  and 
break  the  oil  sacs.  One 
of  the  corrugated  por- 
tions is  shown  at  the 
bottom  right-hand  side 
of  the  following  engra- 
ving. The  expressed  essence  is  collected  in  a  vessel  below,  and 
after  settling  for  some  time,  it  is  filtered  through  felt  bags  as 
shown  above.  Essences  prepared  by  this  method  are  what 
are  known  in  commerce  as  the  finest,  those  made  by  the 
sponge  process  being  scarcely  regarded  as  '  commercial,'  their 
high  price  necessarily  confining  their  use  to  those  who 
specially  order  them.    But  it  is,  of  course,  possible  to  have 

different  qualities  of 
the  machine  -  made 
essences,  as  quality 
greatly  depends  upon 
the  quality  of  the 
fruit.  There  is  still 
some  doubt  existing 
regarding  the  charac- 
ters which  true  essence 
of  bergamot  ought  to 
present.  Some  say  it 
should  be  a  brownish 
yellow,  pale  yellow  (as 
lemon  is),  or  green.  It 
is  the  last  colour  that 
druggists  are  most 
familiar  with,  and, 
addressing  Mr.  Rizzuto  on  this  point,  we  asked  him  what  he 
thought  about  it.  His  reply  was  given  in  Calabrian  French, 
and  its  expressiveness  is  lost  in  putting  it  down  in  cool 
English,  but  it  had  in  it  a  wholesome  repugnance  to  much 
of  the  green  essence  that  is  in  the  market.  Bergamot-fruit, 
he  told  us,  ripens  in  January,  and  at  that  stage  the  essence 
which  it  yields  is  golden  in  colour  and  of  very  fine  bouquet, 
but  much  weaker,  or,  as  Mr.  Rizzuto  put  it,  '  not  so  6trong  ' 
in  odour  as  the  essence  made  from  the  green  fruit  in  Novem- 
ber. That  essence  is,  of  course,  green,  as  it  is  pressed  from 
the  fruit,  and  retains  the  -  colour  after  filtration.  At  this 
point,  we  inspected  specimens  of  both  kinds,  among  them 
essences  made  in  1884  and  1885  seasons,  which  are  still  fresh, 
odorous,  and  perfectly  free  from  terebinthinate  taint.  Mr. 
Rizzuto  exolained  that  the  keeping  properties  are  entirely 
due  to  the  fruit  being  carefully  selected  and  equally  carefully

expressed.  '  What  becomes  of  the  spoilt  fruit  ?  '  was  the 
question  which  naturally  followed  this  explanation.  'It  is 
used  for  making  the  ordinary  green  essence ;  it  is  done  in 
this  way.'  And  here  Mr.  Rizzuto  submitted  a  photograph 
of  the  apparatus,  which  we  reproduce.  This  apparatus  con- 
sists of  three  parts:  (1)  A  boiler,  (2)  a  still,  and  (3)  a  con-

denser.  The  bergamot-peel  is  placed  in  the  still,  which  is 
provided  with  a  false  bottom.  The  boiler  is  for  the  produc- 
tion of  steam,  which  is  passed  into  the  still,  from  the  bottom 
of  which  it  rises,  carrying  with  it  the  essential  oil,  and  this 
is  duly  condensed  and  separated  from  the  aqueous  portion. 
The  essence  so  obtained  is  of  inferior  odour  and  is  water- 
white.  Before  it  can  possibly  be  placed  on  the  market  as 
green  bergamot  it  must  be  skilfully  '  doctored,'  both  to  bring 
up  the  colour  and  the  odour.  Copper  is  the  colorant.  It  is 
remarkable  how  easily  the  peel-essences  take  up  copper. 
Lemon  becomes  quite  green  in  a  day  if  a  few  chips  of  bright 
copper  are  immersed  in  it,  and  all  the  others  take  up  the 
metal  equally  readily.  Body  is  given  to  the  distilled  essences 
by  adding  artificial  perfumes,  such  as  the  paraffin  ethers,  to 
them ;  and  it  is  at  this  stage  that  sophistication  sometimes 
takes  place.  It  may  be  useful  to  state  here  what  Mr.  Rizzuto 
considers  to  be  the  common  adulterants  of  bergamot.  First, 
there  is  the  adulteration  of  the  true  expressed  essence  with 
the  distilled  oil.  It  is  practically  impossible  to  detect  this 
admixture,  as  the  distilled  oil  only  reveals  itself  in  time 
through  its  terebinthinate  odour.  The  second  class  of  adul- 
terants comprises  rectified  petroleum,  turpentine,  and  olive 
oil,  which  are  easily  detected  by  shaking  one  volume  of  the 
essence  with  four  volumes  of  alcohol  (S.V.R.  6,  water  1),  and 
after  an  hour  the  adulterant,  if  any  is  present,,  sinks  to  the 
bottom.  This  method  is  not  applicable,  however,  to  lemon 
and  other  essences,  the  purity  of  which  is  judged  roughly 
by  mixing  a  few  drops  with  a  morsel  of  sugar  and  judging 
the  odour  and  taste  in  comparison  with  a  standard  samnle. 
One  of  the  most  lamentable  features  of  this  industry  is  that 
adulteration  is  not  only  openly  practised,  but  is  considered  to 
be  indispensable." 

After  the  lapse  of  two  decades  these  observations  are  still 
applicable,  although  the  part  regarding  the  method 
of  distillation  appears  to  have  been  forgotten.  The 
remarks  in  regard  to  adulteration  are  particularly  interest- 
ing when  it  is  recalled  that  examination  of  many  samples 
during  the  past  few  months  has  revealed  adulteration  in 
three  forms — viz.,  admixture  with  (1)  terpinyl  acetate, 
(2)  lemon  terpene,  and  (3)  so-called  synthetic  bergamot 
oil  and  other  substances.  These  are  what  analysis  reveals. 
Mr.  Rizzuto  spoke  from  knowledge  of  the  Sicilian  custom, 
and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  use  of  artificial  or 
synthetic  adulterants  was  established  when  the  earlier 
article  was  written. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  pressing  of  bergamot  is  carried 
on  from  November  to  April,  and  a  staff  of  six  men  can 
deal  with  about  8,000  fruit  per  day,  two  being  occupied 
with  the  peeling  and  the  remainder  with  the  extraction  of 
the  juice.  On  an  average,  8.000  bergamots  will  produce 
about  3  kilos,  of  oil  and  620  litres  of  juice,  green  fruit 
being  the  richest  in  oil.

Beeswax. 


THE  production  of  beeswax  is  the  first  of  a  series  of 
notices  on  economic  products  and  their  development 
in  the  "Bulletin  of  the  Imperial  Institute"  (Vol.  VIII., 
1,  p.  23).  Modern  methods  of  apiculture  have  made  it  neces- 
sary for  the  manufacturer  to  depend  more  and  more  upon 
wax  produced  by  wild  bees.  The  industry  is  attracting 
attention  in  Eastern,  Central,  and  Western  Africa,  where, 
however,  the  wax  derived  from  wild  bees  is  seldom  equal 
in  quality  to  the  cultivated  product,  frequently  owing  to 
careless  preparation  and  also  to  adulteration.  More  atten- 
tion paid  to  a  few  simple  details  would  result  in  a  wax 
approaching  the  European  article  in  quality  and  value.  A 
simple  method  of  "  rendering  "  wax,  formerly  much  in  use, 
was  to  melt  the  drained  comb  in  water,  straining  the 
product,  through  calico.  The  solidified  wax  was  then  re- 
melted  over  a  fire  to  remove  water,  avoiding  undue  heat, 
which  causes  darkening  of  .  the  wax  and  resultant  low 
quality.  An  alternative  method  is  to  place  the  empty  comb 
in  a  canvas  bag  weighted  to  submerge  it  in  water  which  is 
subsequently  heated.  The  melted  wax  rises  to  the  surface, 
leaving  the  solid  impurities  in  the'  bag,  which  is  finally 
squeezed  between  two  pieces  of  wood  to  press  out  more 
wax.  The  scum  from  the  surface  of  the  melted' wax  having 
been  removed,  the  vessel  is  covered  and  the  wax  and  water 
allowed  to  cool  as  slowly  as  possible.  Any  discoloured 
layer  on  the  lower  side  of  the  cake  of  wax  is  scraped  off, 
to  be  worked  up  with  the  next  batch.  The  remainder  is 
broken  up,  re-melted,  and  poured  into  moulds.  The  latter 
method  is  used  by  beekeepers  who  have  not  adopted 
modern  appliances,  and  yields  a  wax  of  good  colour,  pro- 
vided the  water  is  not  boiled  too  fast  or  too  long,  and 
the  wax  not  burnt  . in  the  final  melting.  If  these  precau- 
tions are  not  taken  the  wax  becomes  brittle  and  of  a 
brownish  hue.  Comb  containing  "brood"  should  be 
soaked  in  water  lor  2{-  hours  m  order  to  fill  the  dry 
cocoons  with  water,  and  thus  prevent  them  from  absorbing 
the  melted  wax.  The  "Solar"  wax-extractor  is  one  of 
the  simplest  modern  appliances  in  common  use  for  extract- 
ing wax  from  the  comb.  The  comb  is  placed  on  an 
inclined  tin  tray  on  the  bottom  of  a  wooden  box  with 
a  double-glazed  lid  which  closes  tightly.  When  the  box  is 
exposed  to  the  sun  the  temperature  inside  it  rapidly 
rises,  and  about  147°  F.  the  wax  melts  and  runs  into 
the  vessel  beneath  the  tray,  impurities  being  caught  on 
a  gauze  strainer.  The  apparatus  is  admirably  suited  to 
warm  countries,  producing  a  wax  of  good  quality,  which 
needs  no  further  refining.  It  is  not  suitable  for  rendering 
comb  containing  brood  or  other  gross  impurities,  the  wax 
being  best  extracted  as  above  and  purified  in  the  "  Solar  " 
extractor.  Most  of  the  other  appliances  are  provided  with 
a  screw-press  for  forcing  through  strainers  wax  melted 
by  hot  water  or  steam. 

With  the  exception  of  the  fellaheen  of  Egypt,  few,  if 
any,  of  the  African  races  possess  domesticated  bees ;  but 
Apis  mellifica,  Linn.,  var.  Adansonii,  Latr.,  a  race  of  the 
common  hive-bee  of  Europe,  ranges  throughout  the  Afri- 
can Continent  from  Egypt  to  West  Africa  and  southwards 
to  the  Cape.  In  German  East  Africa  much  attention  has 
been  paid  of  late  years  to  the  production  of  beeswax.  The 
wild  bees,  which  visit  in  large  numbers  the  flowers  of  the 
Ceara  rubber-tree  (Manihot  Glaziovii)  and  other  cultivated 
crops,  are  encouraged  to  settle  in  rough  hives,  consisting  of 
hollowed  branches  or  tree-trunks,  boxes,  or  cleansed  kero- 
sene-tins. The  filled  comb  is  removed  at  night  from  the 
hives  in  the  usual  way,  sufficient  being  left  to  encourage 
the  bees  to  start  building  again.  To  obtain  the  wax  the 
comb  is  broken  and  melted  in  a  large  vessel  at  a  low  tem- 
perature. The  wax  separates,  and  when  the  mass  is  again 
cold  the  cake  is  removed  and  the  under-surface  scraped. 
The  wax  is  remelted  in  several  times  its  bulk  of 
water,  strained  through  cloth,  and  run  into  moulds. 
The  Agricultural  Department  of  the  Uganda  Protectorate 
sent  recently  two  Baganda  chiefs  to  German  East  Africa 
to  study  the  methods  of  producing  beeswax.  On  their 
return,  leaflets  in  English  and  Uganda,  setting  forth  the 
advantages  of  beekeeping,  were  widely  circulated,  and  the 
chiefs  gave  demonstrations  to  natives  in  various  parts  of 


Uganda  of  the  methods  of  preparing  beeswax.    One  of  the 

Baganda  chiefs  has  been  lent  to  the  East  Africa  Protec- 
torate to  instruct  the  natives  there.  There  is  reason  to 
believe  that  beeswax  will  in  the  near  future  be  one  of  the 
staple  exports  of  Uganda.  Gambia  exports  annually  a 
large  quantity  of  beeswax.  The  natives  collect  the  wax 
and  sell  it  to  European  merchants,  who  clarify  it  for  export. 

Indian  beeswax  is  the  product  of  three,  species  of  A  pis — 
viz.,  A.  dorsata,  Fabr. ;  A.  indira,  Fabr. ;  and  A.  florea, 
Fabr.  The  wax  from  all  three  species  is  practically  identical 
in  composition,  but  differs  somewhat  from  European  wax, 
chiefly  in  its  lower  acid-value.  Wax  is  collected  here  and 
there  throughout  India  and  Burma,  mainly  by  jungle  tribes, 
who  gather  it  from  trees  and  rocks.  The  honey  is  removed 
from  the  comb  by  squeezing  it  between  the  hands.  '  The 
comb  is  washed  in  cold  water,  and  then  melted  in  a  vessel 
half  filled  with  water  and  heated  over  a 'fire.  As  a  rule,' 
no  attempt  is  made  togradethe  wax  before  melting.  The 
melted  wax  is  strained  through  cotton  cloth  and  made  after- 
wards into  cakes  or  balls.  Sometimes  it  is  given  a  second 
melting,  and  turmeric  is  frequently  added  to  impart  a  bright 
yellow  colour  to  the  wax.  Vessels  containing  a  little  water 
are  used  as  moulds.

To  Make  a  Hard  Model. 

One  part  of  Portland  cement  mixed  with  20  parts  of 
piaster  of  Paris  will  make  a  perfectly  hard  model-cast. 

Local  Anaesthetic. 

Dr.  Be  njamin  H.  Masselink,  L.D.S.,  of  'Cape  Town, 
gives  in  "Dental  Cosmos"  the  following  as  the  ideal 
.local  anaesthetic  treatment;  he  injects  a  solution  : 

Novocain    1.000 

Thymol   0.033 

Sodium  chloride    0.450 

Distilled  water    50.000 

'This  should  be  sterilised  and  rubber  stoppers  used  for 
bottles.  The  solution  keeps  well,  but  it  is  recommended 
rfco  boil  at  least  once  a  week.  Before  injecting,  a  pledget 
■of  cottonwool  should  be  soaked  in  a  saturated  solution  of 
cocaine  and  adrenalin  and  applied  to  the  mucous  membrane 
•between  the  roots  of  the  teeth  to  be  operated  upon. 

Application  of  Adrenalin  to  the  Gums. 

Adrenalin,  when  applied  to  the  gums  on  cotton-wool — 
whether  to  stop  bleeding  or,  as  has  been  recommended  in 
the  preparation  of  cavities,  to  control  the  saliva  exuding 
"from  the  mucous  glands  at  the  necks  of  the  teeth — should 
be  used  with  great  caution.  The  cotton-wool  with  the 
adrenalin  solution  should  be  thoroughly  squeezed  to  remove 
excess  before  applying.  I  saw  recently  a  distinct  case  of 
■adrenalin-poisoning  in  which  it  had  been  used  to  stop 
Weeding.  Evidently  in  this  case  the  adrenalin  had  been 
applied  freely,  and,  on  pressure  being  used  to  the  pad  of 
•cotton-wool,  a  few  drops  of  the  excess  adrenalin  had  been 
squeezed  out  and  swallowed  by  the  patient.  The 
symptoms  were  alarming,  being  not  unlike  an  epileptic 
seizure,  and  the  patient  remained  in  a  collapsed  condition 
for  some  hours  after.  Specially  prepared  adrenalin-gauze 
is  now  made,  and  this  should  be  used  in  plugging  the 
socket  of  a  tooth  which  has  been  extracted,  and  in  which 
the  bleeding  is  persistent. 

Vulcanised  Caoutchouc. 

Till  the  discovery  by  Charles  Goodyear  about  1848  the 
•employment  of  caoutchouc  was  limited.  The  so-called 
vulcanising  process  consists  essentially  in  heating  india- 
■rubbeii  with  sulphur  at  a  proper  temperature.  When 
•caoutchouc  is  kneaded  with  flowers  of  sulphur  heated  to 
•about  112°  C.  (234°  F.)  it  takes  up  a  certain  portion  of 
sulphur  and  acquires  new  properties.  It  remains  perfectly 
flexible  at  temperatures  below  0°  C,  and  does  not  soften 
at  50°  C.  (122°  F.),  whereas  ordinary  caoutchouc  be- 
comes perfectly  rigid  at  temperatures  several  degrees  above 
the  freezing-point,  while  a  moderate  heat  renders  it  so 
soft  and  adhesive  as  to  be  useless.  The  proportion  of 
sulphur  in  the  caoutchouc  varies  according  to  the  use  for 
which  it  is  intended,  the  hardness  of  the  product  varying 
in  like  proportion.  Hardened  caoutchouc  (ebonite)  is  pro- 
duced by  mixing  it  in  the  kneading-machine  or  between 
rollers  with  half  its  weight  of  sulphur,  rolling  into  sheets, 
and  heating  it  for  two  hours  at  100°  C.  and  then  at 
150°  C.  for  four  hours.  It  serves  for  the  manufacture  of 
•combs,  knife-handles,  dental  plates,  etc.  The  hard  and 
fibrous  variety  of  rubber  is  the  best  for  the  production  of 
•ebonite.  The  manufacturers  of  dental  rubbers  are  very 
secretive  about  the  recipes  for  their  different  rubbers, 
•owing  to  the  keen  competition  among  them.  The  dental 
rubbers  may,  however,  be  said  to  consist  of  1  part  of 
sulphur  to  2  parts  caoutchouc,  with  the  addition  of 
various  colouring-matters  used — i.e.,  vermilion  for  red 
-rubber,  white  oxide  of  zinc  for  greyish  white,  white  oxide 
•of  zinc  and  vermilion  in  varying  proportions  according  to 
-the  depth  of  pink  colour  required,  and  ivory  black  for 
black  rubbers.  Dr.  Evans,  of  Paris,  was  the  first  to  make 
a  dental  plate  of  hard  rubber,  and  in  doing  so  applied 
steam  heat  for  the  vulcanising  process. 


Veterinary  Notes*

Red-water  Treatment. 

Experiments  in  the  treatment  of  red-water  in  cattle, 
recently  conducted  by  Dr.  Dodd,  late  principal  veterinary 
surgeon  of  the  Queensland  Agricultural  Department,  though 
not  quite  conclusive,  suggest  the  extended  use  of  trypan  blue- 
as  a  remedy. 

Poultry  Salts. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  addition  of  mineral  salts  to  the 
food  of  growing  chickens  is  advantageous  in  preventing 
mortality  and  developing  the  birds  ("  Journal  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  ").  The  following  is  the  mixture  with 
which  experiments  have  been  made  : 


Common  salt    30  parts 

Sodium  phosphate    9  parts 

Calcium  fluoride   1  part 

Ferrous  sulphate   1  part 

Bone-ash    30  parts 

Chalk         .„    14  parts 

Epsom  salts    10  parts 

Charcoal    2  parts 

Flowers  of  sulphur    3  parts 


Bronchocele  in  Dogs. 

A  D  isease  becoming  more  and  more  prevalent  in  dogs  is 
that  of  bronchocele,  or  goitre,  which  is  a  disorder  of  the 
thyroid  glands,  causing  enlargement.  The  disease  usually 
begins  with  a  swelling,  which  gradually  increases  and  may 
cause  difficulty  in  breathing  and  swallowing.  Dogs  of  all 
ages  are  liable  to  attack,  but  invariably  it  is  animals 
a  few  weeks'  or  months'  old  that  fall  under.  The  swelling 
is  usually  hard  and  firm  to  the  touch,  although  at  times 
it  is  soft  and  pits  on  pressure,  as  if  suppurating.  Careful 
attention  must  be  given  in  case  of  choking,  when  the 
swelling  interferes  with  the  breathing  and  swallowing. 
It  is  a  disease  that  has  to  run  its  course,  and  too  much 
interference  brings  on  complications  and  lengthened  ill- 
ness. Treatment  is  to  foment  or  poultice,  and  apply  any 
of  the  following  :  Tr.  iodi,  lin.  iodi,  lin.  camph.  co.,  ung. 
cantharidis,  and  the  like.  Give  internally  a  pill  containing 
pot.  iod.  gr.  v.,  and  hyd.  iod.  rub.  gr.  ss.,  once  a  day. 
Graduate  the  dose  to  the  size  and  age  of  the  animal.  Give 
good  strong  nourishing  food,  such  as  barley-meal,  porridge, 
beef-tea,  soups,  and  milk. 

A  New  Operation  for  Roaring. 

Professor  Hobday  read  a  paper  before  the  Midland 
Counties  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  on  a  new 
operation  for  roaring,  but  declined  at  this  stage  to  commit 
himself  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  operation.  The  new  features 
are  that  the  operation  is  now  done  through  the  crico-thyroid 
ligament  alone,  without  the  slightest  damage  to  any  of  the 
cartilages,  and  the  other  is  that  both  ventricles  are  stripped. 
The  latter  is  a  step  which  he  took  with  fear  and  trembling, 
as  he  was  given  to  understand  that  inability  to  swallow  and 
various  other  ills  would  follow.  Up  to  the  present  he  had 
seen  nothing  of  the  sort,  though  he  could  quite  appreciate 
the  possibility  that  they  might  come  even  yet.  He  knew 
also  that  there  was  a  risk  of  dyspnoea  during  the  subsequent 
forty-eight  hours.  He  considered  it  one  of  the  most  delicate 
of  all  the  operations  which  the  specialist  in  veterinary 
surgery  is  called  upon  to  perform,  for  not  only  does  it 
require  an  exact  knowledge  of  the  anatomy  of  the  larynx, 
but  it  necessitates  a  steady  hand  and  a  very  delicate 
manipulation  of  the  instruments  in  order  to  avoid  any 
injury  to  the  cartilage  of  the  larynx  or  the  cord  itself,  and  at 
the  same  time  to  strip  away  just  enough  mucous  membrane 
to  get  the  necessary  amount  of  raw  surface  to  obtain  a  firm 
adhesion  and  pull  the  paralysed  cord  back,  well  out  of  the 
way,  so  that  it  no  longer  acts  as  a  foreign  body.  But  having 
done  so  much  to  one  cord,  the  other  is  thrown  out  of  gear,  its 
balance  is  disturbed,  and  it  must  be  properly  adjusted ; 
therefore,  they  must  draw  that,  too,  out  of  the  way.  By 
stripping  the  two  sides  they  made  an  open  air-tube,  which 
could  almost  be  likened  to  an  extra  tracheal  ring.  The 
operation  itself  is  very  simple,  but  its  very  simplicity  is  its 
danger ;  it  is  one  of  those  few  operations  where  one  must 
do  just  enough,  and  it  is  practically  bloodlese.

Poisoning  Cases, 


Eleven  fatalities,  including  five  misadventures,  have  been 
reported  since  our  last  issue. 

Carbolic  Acid— At  Belfast,  Bridget  Quinn  (48)  drank  car- 
bolic acid  in  mistake  for  stout,  and  died  shortly  afterwards. — 
At  Huddersfield,  John  Bates  (32),  iron-turner,  died  from  the 
effects  of  taking  carbolic  acid.  At  the  inquest  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  of  accidental  death. 

Laudanum. — The  Battersea  Coroner  (Mr.  John  Troutbeck) 
conducted  on  October  18  an  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of 
Rosina  M.  Beckett  (33),  wife  of  a  Balham  commercial 
traveller,  who  poisoned  herself  w:ith  laudanum.  The  de- 
ceased's son,  aged  eleven,  stated  that  his  mother  had  pur- 
chased several  twopennyworths  of  laudanum  at  various 
chemists' ;  and  Mr.  Donald  McKenzie,  chemist,  100  Balham 
High  Road,  London,  S.W.,  said  he  remembered  deceased 
asking  for  twopennyworth  of  laudanum  for  toothache.  She 
had  a  wrap  round  her  face  as  if  she  were  suffering,  and  he 
sold  her  twopennyworth,  about  3  drachms.  He  was  questioned 
by  the  Coroner  as  to  the  sale  of  laudanum.  Mr.  John  E. 
Monaghan,  chemist,  269  Balham  High  Road,  S.W.,  also  said 
he  supplied  a  drachm  of  the  poison  to  deceased  for  "  a  very 
bad  toothache."  This  witness  was  also  questioned  by  the 
Coroner' in  regard  to  the  sale  of  laudanum.  Dr.  J.  W.  F. 
Jewell  said  the  presumption  was  that  deceased  had  taken 
9  drachms  of  the  drug.  Dr.  Edward  S.  Prior,  medical  super- 
intendent at  the  Bolingbroke  Hospital,  said  death  was  due 
to  opium-poisoning.  The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  de- 
ceased had  purchased  three  bottles  of  tincture  of  opium,  giving 
each  time  a  false  reason  that  should  not  have  appealed  to  an 
educated  man.  It  was  ridiculous  to  suppose  that  so  many 
people  suffered  from  toothache,  and  that  they  all  wanted  a 
remedy  which  was  not  a  remedy  for  toothache  after  all.  A 
verdict  of  suicide  was  returned. 

Oxalic  Acid  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Geo.  J. 
Taylor  (25),  of  Hyde;  Francis  Ellis  (56),  commercial  traveller, 
Halifax;  and  Fredk.  G.  Carpenter  (41),  Southwark. 

Potassium  Cyanide. — At  Upper  Holloway,  Daisy  Woodford 
(22),  domestic  servant,  ended  her  life  by  taking  this  poison. 

Salt  of  Lemon  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  at  Liverpool 
by  Minnie  Shepherd  (19). — A  quantity  of  the  same  poison, 
taken  in  mistake  for  Epsom  salt,  caused  the  accidental  death 
of  Mary  Cross  (24),  bookkeeper  at  the  Imperial  Hotel,  Hull. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — At  Bethnal  Green,  John  James  Wilcox  (37), 
insurance-agent,  poisoned  himself  by  taking  this  acid. 

Strychnine. — The  dispensing-methods  at  West  Heath  Isola- 
tion Hospital,  King's  Norton,  came  in  for  censure  at  an  in- 
quest held  on  October  14  into  the  death  of  Edith  Freeman  (4), 
who  died  in  convulsions  about  twenty  minutes  after  being 
given  a  dose  of  a  hospital  mixture.  Mary  Ada  Rudge,  nurse, 
deposed  that  she  obtained  the  bottle  of  mixture  from  its  usual 
place  in  the  kitchen.  She  noticed  at  the  time  that  it  was 
nearly  empty.  The  mixture  consisted  of  strychnine  solution, 
which  was  diluted  by  filling  up  the  bottle  with  quinine,  an 
operation  which  it  was  the  duty  of  the  day-nurse  to  fulfil  (a 
subsequent  witness  stated  that  she  removed  the  bottle  from  the 
dispensary  to  the  kitchen  without  this  being  done).  The 
Coroner  (Mr.  A.  H.  Hebbert)  asked  if  the  nurses  are  supposed 
to  do  any  dispensing.  Witness  :  No ;  but  they  usually  have  to 
add  the  quinine  solution  to  the  strychnine.  There  is  so  much 
strychnine  solution  put  into  the  bottle,  and  all  they  have  to  do 
is  to  fill  the  bottle  up. — Miss  Cooper,  the  matron  of  the  hos- 
pital, said  the  day-nurse  had  strict  instructions  to  take  the 
bottle  and  fill  it  at  once.  After  the  doctor  had  made  up  his 
prescriptions  the  bottles  were  put  on  a  window-ledge.  The 
Coroner  :  Is  not  that  a  very  casual  way  of  doing  it  ? — It  is  only 
there  for  a  little  while.  Coroner:  Do  you  think  that  a  bottle 
containing^ strychnine  should  have  been  left  there  at  all? — No, 
I  suppose  it  ought  not  to  have  been.  The  Coroner  :  I  should 
think  not. — Dr.  Green,  the  medical  officer,  stated  that  he  was 
assisted  during  dispensing  by  the  matron,  who  had  had  a 
long  experience.  She  made  up  the  stock  mixtures,  such  as 
quinine  or  iron  mixtures,  but  he  always  put  the  strychnine 
solution  into  the  bottle  himself.  On  the  Wednesday  morning 
in  question  he  measured  out  1  drachm  of  strychnine  solution 
in  a  bottle,  which  he  left  in  the  usual  place  on  the  counter. 
The  matron  should  have  filled  it  up  with  the  quinine-mixture, 
as  had  been  the  practice  for  many  years. — The  Coroner  :  She 
says  it  should  have  been  filled  up  by  the  day-nurse. — Dr. 
Green  :  The  matron  has  always  undertaken  the  responsibility 
of  filling  it.  She  had  always  impressed  on  the  nurse  the 
necessity  of  filling  the  bottle  immediately,  and  always  handed 
it  to  the  nurse  in  charge  of  the  ward.  The  principle  had 
always  been  adopted  of  adding  the  quinine-mixture  in  the 
ward  because  the  stock  of  it  was  kept  there. — The  Coroner  : 
Don't  you  think  the  system  is  wrong? — In  view  of  what  has 
happened  the  system  will  probably  be  changed.  The  Coroner  : 
To  send  out  medicines  half-dispensed  cannot  be  defended  for 
a  moment. — The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  the  present 


system  at  the  hospital  was  indefensible,  and  how  it  could, 
have  been  tolerated  was  beyond  his  comprehension.  If  the: 
doctor  had  too  much  to  do  there  should  be  a  recognised 
dispenser.  Such  work  should  not  be  half-done,  and  if  a. 
chemist  in  Birmingham  were  to  make  such  a  mistake  it  would 
be  a  serious  matter  to  him  indeed.  In  this  case  the  doctor 
ought  to  be  held  responsible. — The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"  Death  by  misadventure,"  with  a  rider  censuring  Dr.  Green. 
They  exonerated  Miss  Rudge  from  all  blame. 

Undetermined  Cause. — Mr.  T.  E.  Sampson,  City  Coroner 
for  Liverpool,  investigated  on  October  12  the  circumstances, 
of  the  death  of  Isaac  Walker  (58),  a  bookkeeper,  who  died, 
on  September  20.  The  inquest  had  been  adjourned  to  allow 
an  analysis  to  be  made.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence  of 
Mrs.  Walker  that  her  husband  had  suffered  from  severe  pains 
in  the  head,  and  had  been  treated  by  Dr.  Evans  and  Dr. 
Brown.  He  obtained  the  prescribed  medicines  from  Mr. 
Allan,  chemist,  80  Holt  Road,  Liverpool,  with  whom  he  was 
on  terms  of  friendship.  On  Saturday,  September  17,  he- 
obtained  from  Mr.  Allan  a  draught  which  relieved  him  of. 
pains  in  the  stomach.  On  the  Tuesday  following  he  had  a. 
shocking  day  with  pains  in  his  head,  and  informed  Mrs. 
Walker  when  he  got  home  that  he  had  had  a  draught  from 
Mr.  Allan.  After  tea  he  complained  of  his  head  and  lege- 
and  sent  his  son  to  Mr.  Allan,  who  asked  for  Dr.  Stott  to  be 
called.  While  Dr.  Stott  was  fetching  his  stomach-pump  and 
antidotes  Walker  expired.  Mr.  Allan,  in  evidence,  stated 
that  the  medicine  which  he  had  dispensed  to  deceased  was  a 
weakened  form  of  his  own  doctor's  prescription,  he  having 
reduced  the  strychnine  from  24  minims  of  solution  in  twelve 
hours  to  2  minims  in  twenty-four  hours.  The  deceased  had 
been  taking  strychnine  in  one  form  or  another  regularly  for 
several  years.  He  was  quite  sure  he  had  made  no  mistake  ir>> 
mixing  the  draught ;  in  fact  he  had  taken  two  closes  of  it  him- 
self on  the  day  that  deceased  died.  He  thought  the  pains  which 
deceased  suffered  from  were  due  to  bad  fish  or  other  poisonous- 
food.  Mr.  W.  Collingwood  Williams,  F.I.C.,  city  analyst,, 
deposed  to  having  found  a  fiftieth  of  a  grain  of  strychnine  in 
the  liver  and  about  a  three-hundredth  in  all  other  parts  of  the- 
body.  He  had  also  examined  the  contents  of  a  bottle  con- 
taining the  remains  of  the  draught,  and  found  that  it  con- 
tained strychnine  in  less  proportion  than  the  prescription. 
Dr.  Stott  also  gave  evidence,  and  said  that  the  state  of 
deceased's  health  made  him  an  unfit  subject  for  a  powerfuB 
dose  of  strychnine.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accord- 
ance with  the  evidence  of  the  analyst  and  the  doctor,  but  did 
not  expressly  find  that  Walker  died  from  strychnine-poisoning,, 
and  exonerated  Mr.  Allan  from  blame.

Garden  Chemicals. 

Messrs.  Gage  &  Co.,  Highams  Park,  issued  an  advertise- 
ment of  garden  chemicals  and  requisites  with  the  schedule- 
of  the  local  Horticultural  Society.  This  took  the  form  of 
an  abridged  price-list,  mentioning  spraying  and  fumigating 
compounds,  quassia  extract,  Bordeaux  mixture,  fertiliser, 
and  weed-killers,  with  illustrations  of  spraying  and  fumi- 
gating apparatus.  The  advertisement  has  also  been  dis- 
tributed over  the  counter.  The  result  shows  that  this  side- 
line is  worth  cultivating,  even  in  the  London  district^ 
because  a  good  many  city  men  lake  a  keen  interest  in  garden- 
ing and  a  pride  in  their  gardens,  even  if  the  area  of  these- 
appurtenances  be  but  small.

Mr.  Henet  Wattebs. 


THE  third  annual  meeting  took  place  at  Halifax,  Nova 
Scotia,  on  September  12  and  following  days.  Mr. 
Henry  Watters  (the  President)  opened  the  proceedings  on 
the  first  day,  which  were  principally  formal.  Among  those 
present  were  Professor  J.  P.  Remington  (Philadelphia). 

The  President's  Address. 
On  the  afternoon  of  September  13  the  President  de- 
livered his  address  in  the  Nova  Scotia  Technical  College. 

After  referring  to  the  special 
legislation  that  had  been 
obtained  by  the  Ontario  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy  so  that  a  levy 
towards  the  support  of  the 
Association  could  be  made 
upon  the  members  of  the  Col- 
lege, the  President  touched 
upon  the  lack  of  a  proper  teach- 
ing for  chemists'  apprentices. 
What  is  needed  is  power  to 
direct  the  studies  of  appren- 
tices so  that  graduates  would  be 
better  fit  to  discharge  their 
duties  and  profit  by  the  College 
courses.  He  suggested  that 
the  Government  should  be 
memorialised  as  to  the  necessity 
of  dispensing  in  the  Services  being  carried  on  only  by 
qualified  men.  The  position  of  dispensers  should  be  re- 
cognise d  by  giving  them  suitable  rank  and  adequate  pay. 
During  the  year  the  Executive  have  not  been  able  to  make 
much  progress  with  the  scheme  of  price-protection  with 
which  they  were  charged  last  year.  He  suggested  that  as 
the  Retail  Merchants'  Association  of  Canada  has  now  been 
endowed  with  power  to  negotiate  business  contracts  on  a 
basis  of  equitable  agreement  between  manufacturers  and 
wholesale  distributors,  the  problem  might  be  referred  to 
that  Association  for  solution.  The  control  of  supplies  of 
narcotic  poisons  has  been  made  stricter,  the  Canadian 
Pharmaceutical  Association  co-operating  with  the  Govern- 
ment in  promoting  legislation.  The  necessity  for  closer 
restrictions  on  the  sale  of  poisons  had  shown  the  need  for 
a  Dominion  Pharmacy  Act,  so  that  the  conditions  of  sale 
of  dangerous  drugs  should  be  the  same  all  over  the 
Dominion.  Next  referring  to  the  business  side  of  phar- 
macy, he  held  that  the  scientific  training  of  chemists  fitted 
them  especially  for  the  sale  of  antiseptics,  mouth-washes, 
dentifrices,  cosmetics,  soaps,  household-cleaning  require- 
ments, insect-pest  destroyers,  flavouring-extracts,  and  other 
substances  used  in  cooking.  These  indicate  that  there  is 
considerable  scope  for  pharmacists  without  the  necessity 
of  becoming  general  merchants.  Competition  in  trained, 
accomplished  service  is  the  only  ethical  competition  that 
an  advanced  civilisation  will  recognise,  so  that  efforts  put 
forward  to  eliminate  unfair  business  methods  and  to 
equalise  opportunities  for  each  individual  to  demonstrate 
his  ability  to  supply  superior  service  are  in  the  direct  line 
of  the  most  advanced  ethical  economic  doctrine. 

Trade  Topics. 
At  the  evening  session  Professor  Remington  told  of  the 
administration  in  the  United  States  Government  of  the 
Pure  Food  Act ;  and  Mr.  G.  A.  Burbidge  (Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Commercial  Interests)  presented  a  report 
showing  that  while  the  average  advance  m  general  mer- 
chandise was  30  per  cent.,  it  had  been  only  2  per  cent,  in 
drugs  and  medicines.  The  report  recommended  that  the 
regulation  requiring  alcohol  to  be  stored  for  two  years 
before  use  be  abrogated  on  the  ground  that  it  adds  need- 
lessly to  the  expense  of  spirit  used  in  the  arts  and  manu- 
factures. On  September  14  the  meeting  received  a  report 
from  Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard  on 

Education, 

in  which  the  need  for  a  correspondence  course  in  pharmacy 
was  emphasised,  and  the  necessity  of  a  commercial  train- 


ing for  students  who  enter  colleges  of  pharmacy.  Post- 
graduate courses  should  also  be  instituted.  The  discus- 
sion showed  that  the  meeting  was  not  in  favour  of  advancing 
the  present  standard  of  education.  At  the  evening  meet- 
ing Professor  Remington  gave  an  address  on 

The  Drug-habit. 
So  convinced  is  he  of  the  evil  effects  of  cocaine  that  he 
would  be  willing  to  stamp  out  its  use  for  good  as  well  as 
evil  purposes.    He  gave  some  lurid  details  of  the  cocaine 
scourge  as  it  exists  in  the  United  States. 

The  report  of  the  Formulary  Committee  was  received 
at  the  same  meeting,  and  it  was  stated  that  a  new  edition 
of  the  Canadian  Formulary  is  ready  for  distribution.  Mr. 
Burbidge  drew  attention  to  the  value  of  cotton-seed  oil  as 
a  substitute  for  olive  oil  in  making  lin.  camph.,  and  he 
suggested  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of  the 
General  Medical  Council  should  be  asked  to  legalise  the  use 
of  cotton-seed  oil  for  this  purpose. 

Practical  Pharmacy. 
On  September  15  financial  matters  occupied  the  early 
part  of  the  morning  sitting,  and  the  President  read  a  paper 
entitled  "  The  Year's  Work  in  Practical  Pharmacy."  This 
dealt  with  several  preparations  met  with  in  all  pharmacies. 
Starting  with  syrup  of  white-pine  compound,  the  President 
showed  how  to  make  by  simple  means  several  variations 
in  this  way.  Anodyne  pine  expectorant  with  codeia,  or. 
heroin,  menthol,  eucalyptol  and  honey  can  readily  be  made 
from  a  single  basis.  Several  formulas  for  elixirs  were  also 
given.  At  the  afternoon  meeting  a  discussion  took  place 
as  to  the  status  of  pharmacists  in  the  Naval  and  Military 
Services,  and  a  motion  was  adopted  reaffirming  the  position 
taken  up  last  year  that  compounders  should  be  registered 
pharmacists  and  be  accorded  commissioned  rank. 

Election  of  Officers. 
The  officers  of  the  Association  for  the  ensuing  year  were 
then  elected  as  follows  :  President,  Mr.  R.  Martin;  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  J.  E.  Tremble ;  Secretary-Treasurer,  Mr. 
G.  E.  Gibbard ;  Special  Committee  on  Trade  Matters, 
Messrs.  Nelson  (Vancouver),  Nesbett  (Winnipeg),  Watters 
(Ottawa),  Fuller  (Amherst),  and  Tremble  (Montreal).  A 
protest  was  made  against  the  method  of  election  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  speakers  contending  that  the 
whole  Association  should  elect  the  President. 

Infants'  Foods. 
A  discussion  took  place  on  the  sale  of  infants'  foods,  and 
a  resolution  was  carried  pledging  the  Association  to  sup- 
port and  promote  the  sale  of  any  and  all  foods  on  the 
market  the  price  of  which  is  protected. 

Prescription-prices. 

Mr.  Tremble  read  a  paper  on  prescription-prices,  in 
which  he  contended  that  a  general  advance  should  take 
place  in  remuneration  for  dispensing.  As  a  result  the 
following  tariff  suggested  by  Mr.  Knowlton  was  adopted 
as  a  recommendation  to  the  pharmacists  of  Canada  : 

Mixtures:  8-oz.,  $1;  6-oz.,  75c. ;  4-oz.,  65e. ;  3-oz.,  50c.;' 
2-oz.,  40c.  ;  1  and  i  oz.,  25c  ;  1  doz.  pills,  capsules,  or  konseals, 
50c.  ;  1  doz.  suppositories,  $1.  Ointments  :  i-oz.,  50c.  ;  1-oz., 
75c. 

The  next  meeting  is  to  be  held  at  Montreal.  The  social 
side  took  the  form  of  an  excursion  and  banquet,  at  which 
many  speeches  were  made.

■cost  to  partakers,  as  well  as  the  consumption.  Refer- 
ring to  the  statements  which  have  been  made  from  time 
io  time  upon  the  injurious  effect  or  otherwise  upon  health, 
Mr.  Beacock  said  these  are  somewhat  contradictory.  There 
-appeared  to  be  evidence,  however,  that  the  opium  vapour 
.is  of  considerable  use  medicinally  in  some  cases.  He  had 
.recently  met  a  gentleman  who  was  able  to  give  him  many 
interesting  particulars  of  the  habit  as  indulged  in,  and 
this  gentleman  had  incidentally  mentioned  that  he  had 
occasionally  smoked  a  pipe  of  opium  after  a  Chinese 
'dinner — a  dinner  of  many  courses  and  strange  dishes — 
when  something  is  desirable  to  soothe  the  stomach  and 
act  as  a  digestive.  Proceeding,  Mr.  Beacock  dealt  at 
considerable  length  with  the  part  played  by  opium  in  the 
Eives  of  many  great  men,  such  as  De  Quincey,  Isaac 
Milncr,  Wm.  Wilberforce,  Coleridge,  and  the  Dean  of 
'Carlisle.  The  last-named  gentleman,  who  was  head  of 
'Queens'  College,  Cambridge,  fought  hard  against  the 
physical  necessity  that  coerced  him  into  this  habit,  and  it 
is  said  that  his  daily  ration  of  opium  was  34  grains — or 
about  equal  to  850  drops  of  laudanum — divided  into  four 
portions,  and  given  at  intervals  of  six  hours  by  a  con- 
fidential servant.  At  about  that  time — the  eighteenth 
■century — the  habit  must  have  been  a  very  common  one, 
for  three  respectable  London  druggists,  in  districts  far 
removed  from  each  other,  assured  De  Quincey  that  the 
number  of  amateur  opium-eaters  was  at  that  time  very 
great.  In  Manchester  the  workpeople  formerly  indulged 
"in  the  opium  habit  to  a  great  extent,  so  much  so  that  on 
Saturday  afternoons  the  counters  of  druggists'  establish- 
ments were  strewed  with  pills  of  one,  two,  and  three 
•grains  in  preparation  for  the  well-known  demand  in  the 
•evening.  The  occasion  of  this  practice  was  the  lowness 
•of  the  wages,  which  at  that  time  would  not  allow  them 
'to  indulge  in  ale  or  spirits.  Mr.  Beacock  proceeded  to 
deal  with  the  life  of  Coleridge,  and  that  gentleman's  con- 
-nection  with  op;um. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the  lecturer. 

Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Association. 

'The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Hamilton  Street,  Birken- 
liead,  on  October  18.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Elli- 
•ihorne,  Cooling,  Somerville,  Kendal,  White,  Breeze, 
:Stelfox,  Fore,  Snow,  Stephen  Jones,  Wynne,  and  Sturt. 
The  Secretary,  in  his  report,  reviewed  the  season's  work, 
and,  after  noting  the  various  lectures  and  papers,  he  went 
•on  to  state  that  the  position  as  to  the  description 

"  Pharmacy  " 

resulting  from  the  Mercer  case  can  only  be  altered  by 
^legislation,  adding  that  nevertheless  much  good  had  been 
-done  by  the  Association's  resolutions.  In  the  first  place,  it 
Ihad  created  and  stimulated  the  interests  of  pharmacists  in 
matters  appertaining  to  pharmacy  and  brought  them 
together  to  discuss  and  demand  their  rights  and  fight  for 
their  heritage  and  privileges.  He  stated  that  a  member  of 
the  Council  had  remarked  ' '  that  the  question  of  teaching- 
pharmacists  cohesion  and  loyalty  to  themselves  was  a  diffi- 
cult one."  The  resolutions  had,  to  a  certain  extent,  suc- 
ceeded in  doing  that.  In  the  second  place,  he  thought 
ithey  had  helped  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  realise  its 
apparent  aloofness  from  the  rank-and-file  and  the  conse- 
quent mistrust  and  misunderstanding  that  resulted.  The 
Associations,  too,  received  more  attention,  with  the  result 
"that  conferences  were  arranged  in  several  centres  and 
addressed  by  members  of  the  Council  and  permanent 
officials,  and  the  value  and  force  that  lie  dormant  in  the 
local  Associations  appear  now  to  be  recognised. 

The  handsome  sum  of  61.  15s.  was  contributed  to  the 
Parliamentary  Representation  Fund,  this  being  the  largest 
amount  contributed  in  one  sum  outside  London.  Another 
'221.  10?.  was  sent  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  the  result  of  a 
joint  smoking-concert  with  the  Liverpool  Association,  in 


addition  to  21.  10s.  collected  at  the  annual  dinner.  The 
Treasurer's  statement  showed  a  balance  of  over  51. 

New  Office-bearers. 
The  election  of  officers  was  then  proceeded  with.  The 
vote  for  the  Presidentship  was  carried  on  somewhat  new 
lines,  being  by  ballot  in  the  form  of  reply-postcards.  These 
bore  the  names  of  four  members  who  were  willing  to  stand 
if  elected,  and  of  the  fifty  card^  issued  forty-one  were 
returned,  a  result  amply  justifying  the  course  adopted. 
Messrs.  Wynne  and  Cooling  tied  for  the  position ;  but  as 
Mr.  Cooling  had  already  held  the  office  he  generously  gave 
way  to  Mr.  Wynne,  who,  after  a  little  pressure,  accepted 
the  position.  The  other  officers  were  :  Vice-Presidents, 
Messrs.  Cooling  and  Snow ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  H.  Elli- 
thorne ;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Stephen  Jones.  The  com- 
mittee included  present  and  past  officers  and  Messrs. 
Breeze  and  Elder.  Suggestions  were  then  asked  for  as  to 
the  best  means  of  making  the  coming  session  more  attrac- 
tive, those  offered  being  relegated  to  the  committee  for 
attention. 

Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Southall  (the  President)  took  the  chair  on 
Wednesday  afternoon  over  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
this  Association,  which  was  held  at  the  Birmingham  Uni- 
versity, Edmund  Street.  Among  others  present  were 
Messrs.  F.  J.  Gibson,  F.  H.  Alcock,  Chas.  Thompson, 
F.  H.  Prosser,  E.  W.  Mann,  Jas.  Radford,  H.  Bucking- 
ham (Hon.  Secretary),  H.  M.  Tranner,  C.  E.  Dallow, 
W.  Shakespeare,  and  Gibbons  (Coventry).  In  moving 
the  adoption  of 

The  Report, 

which  contained  a  record  of  the  year's  work,  the  Chair- 
man mentioned  with  satisfaction  that  an  adverse  balance 
of  Ibl.  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  had  been  converted 
into  a  credit  balance  of  51.  13.?.  8d.  This  was  due  in  great 
measure  to  the  excellent  way  in  which  their  Secretary  had 
not  only  collected  the  current  year's  subscriptions,  but  to 
the  fact  that  he  had  succeeded  in  getting  in  forty-seven 
old  subscriptions. — Mr.  Gibson  offered  his  congratulations, 
and  suggested  that  in  the  programme  for  the  forthcoming 
session  more  evenings  should  be  devoted  to  purely  phar- 
maceutical subjects. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock  said  that  the  success  attending  last 
session  seemed  to  suggest  that  pharmacists  were  more  suc- 
cessful when  they  went  outside  their  own  sphere.  They 
saw  from  the  C.  <£■  D.  that  chemists  were  taking  up  the 
sale  of  milk  and  all  sorts  of  things.  Just  row  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conf  erence  was  discussing  education — and, 
indeed,  everything  except  "the  penny  an  ounce  and  two 
for  three-halfpence  "  business,  and  if  they  could  introduce 
something  of  that  kind  into  the  provinces  it  would  be  a 
good  thing.  It  was  difficult  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
a  pharmacist  to-day,  and  if  co-operation  among  the  mem- 
bers could  be  strengthened  they  would  be  able  to  place 
pharmacy  on  a  higher  level.  Pharmacy  as  a  business  was 
passing  through  one  of  its  blackest  periods.  In  Birming- 
ham there  was  an  opportunity  now  of  bringing  young 
pharmacists  into  the  University  and  giving  them  a  high- 
class  education,  but  from  what  he  could  gather,  and  from  his 
own  experience,  they  were  unable  to  get  anybody  to  assist 
in  the  development  of  pharmaceutical  education  in  Bir- 
mingham and  district. 

After    some    further    discussion   of    a  conversational 
character  the  report  was  approved.    The  members  of 
The  Council 

were  re-elected  as  follows  :  Sir  Thomas  Barclay,  J.P., 
Messrs.  F.  H.  Alcock,  H.  Buckingham,  E.  Corfield,  F. 
Stokes  Dewson,  E.  W.  Mann,  D.  U.  Owles,  J.  Wakefield, 
A.  W.  Southall,  A.  Southall,  F.  Smith,  and  F.  J.  Smith. 
The  new  Council  were  deputed  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  session  on  November  16. 
This  will  probably  be  preceded  by  a  Conference,  which  will 
be  addressed  by  Mr.  Neathercoat. 

Western  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Restaurant 
Frascati,  London,  W-,  on  October  19,  with  the  President 
(Mr.  H.  Raithby  Proctor)  in  the  chair.  Among  the 
gathering  of  about  fifty  members  were  Messrs.  J.  T« 
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Barrett,  E.  Beaton,  C.  Brooks,  W.  Browne,  F.  W. 
Gamble,  W.  F.  Gulliver,  P.  Lapthorn,  R.  E.  Lowns- 
brough,  F.  L.  K.  Loxley,  J.  D.  Marshall,  A.  R.  Mel- 
huish,  E.  T.  Neathercoat.  F.  A.  Rogers,  N.  H.  Sehollar, 
E.  F.  Strickland,  J.  W.  Taplin,  0.  R.  Windemer, 
W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  and  C.  T.  Allen  and  C.  H.  Noble 
(Hon.  Secretaries).  Several  new  members  having  been 
proposed,  the  proceedings  began  by  the  President  putting 
to  the  meeting  a  resolution  of  condolence  in  connection 
with  the  death  of  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe,  this  being  the 
first  occasion  since  his  death  at  which  the  Association 
could  put  on  record  the  great  respect  they  had  for  Mr. 
Carteighe,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Association  since  its 
-commencement.  The  President  then  called  upon  Mr. 
Edmund  White,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  to  report  upon  the  impres- 
sions he  gained  at 

The  Brussels  Congress. 
The  speaker  suggested  three  points  for  discussion  : 

(1)  The  unique  conditions  under  which  pharmacy  is 
regulated  in  Great  Britain. 

(2)  The  similarity  of  the  conditions  which  press  most  hardly 
in  pharmacy  in  various  countries,  notwithstanding  the 
diversity  of  the  conditions. 

(3)  The  relationship  of  pharmacists  to  the  production  of 
the  National  Pharmacopoeia. 

In  enlarging  upon  these  points,  Mr.  White  dealt  first 
with  the  fact  that  pharmacy  is  regulated  in  Great  Britain 
by  a  voluntary  body,  the  Government  only  retaining  con- 
trol by  the  slender  and  elastic  channels  of  the  Privy 
Council.  In  dealing  with  the  administration  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Mr.  White  said  he  was  not  certain  that 
some  benefit  might  not  be  derived  if  pharmacy  was  con- 
trolled by  a  Government  Department,  a  bit  of  "  whip  "  may 
do  some  good.  He  referred  to  the  enormous  amount  of 
evasion  taking  place  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  saying 
that  chemists  were  well  enough  off  if  present  Acts  were 
administered  efficiently.  The  Society  had  been  accused 
of  insufficient  administration  of  the  Acts,  but  the  funds 
at  their  disposal  were  not  sufficient  even  to  touch  the 
fringe  of  the  offences  committed  under  the  Acts,  and  he 
did  not  see  where  the  funds  were  to  come  from  to  prevent 
this.  The  power  conferred  upon  the  Society  of  requiring 
the  exhibition  of  a  certificate  of  qualification  was  the 
most  important  provision  in  the  1908  Act.  The  great 
difficulty  previously  had  been  to  identify  infringers,  with 
consequent  difficulty  of  completing  cases.  Yet  they  found 
that  three-fourths  of  the  pharmacists,  who  ought  to  know 
better,  do  not  exhibit  proper  certificates.  Such  procedure 
was  described  as  flying  in  the  face  of  Providence.  If 
a  Government  department  were  to  look  after  the  defaulters 
it  might  work  out  to  the  advantage  of  pharmacists,  but 
they  would  find  the  alternative  method  more  embarrassing 
than  the  mild  control  exercised  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  Regarding  a  curriculum,  he  was  of  opinion  that 
the  Minor  examination  is  already  sufficiently  stringent  for 
all  purposes  if  it  be  combined  with  an  adequate  training 
prior  to  entering  for  it,  but  it  represented  the  minimum 
of  knowledge  compatible  with  safety.  Regarding  the 
collaboration  of  pharmacists  in  the  production  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia, all  efforts  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
secure  recognition  of  pharmacists  by  the  Generad  Medical 
Council  had  proved  futile,  and  the  relationships  of  the 
two  bodies  on  the  question  were  described  as  all  "  Spen- 
low  and  Jorkins,"  if  Spenlow  would,  Jorkins  wouldn't, 
and  vice  versa.  He  thought  if  the  Society  had  taken  up 
the  only  dignified  attitude  of  saying  that,  if  they  could 
not  have  proper  recognition,  they  would  take  no  part 
in  the  production  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  matters  would 
have  taken  a  different  turn,  because  the  Pharmacopoeia 
could  not  be  produced  without  the  help  of  pharma- 
cists. Considerable  discussion  ensued,  in  which  Messrs. 
Neathercoat,  Barrett,  Gulliver,  Rogers,  Browne,  and  the 
President  joined.  The  chief  points  raised  were  in  con- 
nection with  apprenticeship,  preliminary  education,  and 
the  Pharmacopceial  Committee

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugi.  oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here 
quoted  are  obtained  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers  cannot,  therefore,  for  these 
and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  these  prices.

THE  week  under  review  has  shown  but  few  features  in 
the  chemical  and  drug  markets,  although  the  bulk  of 
price-changes  favour  sellers.  These  comprise  a  further 
appreciation  in  cream  of  tartar  and,  to  a  less  extent,  in 
foreign  tartaric  acid.  Copper  sulphate  and  ammonium  sul- 
phate are  both  higher.  Cocaine  is  very  firm  at  the  advance. 
Lithia  carbonate  has  been  selling  more  freely.  Potash  per- 
manganate is  very  scarce,  makers  being  heavily  engaged. 
Sulphonal  is  firm,  in  consequence,  it  is  said,  of  an  outside 
maker  having  joined  the  convention;  the  demand  for  this 
hypnotic  has  fallen  off  considerably.  Among  drugs,  chiretta 
is  unobtainable  in  the  open  market,  and  calumba  continues 
to  sell  more  freely.  Cinchona  brought  fully  previous  rates 
at  the  London  auction.  Guinea  grains  continue  very  dear. 
Castor  oil  is  quiet,  and  cod-liver  oil  easy.  Clove  oil  has 
advanced  fully  2d.  per  lb.,  owing  to  the  rampant  market 
for  the  spice.  New  saffron  is  likely  to  open  at  high  rates. 
Lemon-grass  oil  and  ergot  are  dearer.  A  feature  is  the 
substantial  advance  in  turpentine,  coconut,  rape,  and  soya 
■oils.

Spanish.  Spanish  for  delivery  has  been  sold  at  m.3.60  per 
kilo.,  while  offers  from  Russia  are  absent. 

Glycerin. — Crude  has  risen  considerably  recently,  and  dis- 
tilled qualities  are  also  higher.  The  position  of  the  latter  is 
very  firm,  as  manufacturers  are  sold  out  and  have  nothing 
more  for  disposal  this  year.

The  rates  will  be  payable  at  the  Office  of  the  Collector,  13  and 
14  George  Street,  Tower  Hill,  London,  E.C.,  between  the 
hours  of  8  A.M.  and  4  p.m.,  Sundays  and  public  holidays 
excepted.  Each  payment  must  be  accompanied  by  a  bill 
giving  particulars  of  the  goods  in  respect  of  which  it  is  made. 
Copies  of  the  list  of  Port  rates  containing  also  information 
relative  thereto  and  forms  of  bills  can  be  obtained  at 
109  Leadenhall  Street,  E.C.,  on  and  after  October  24.  Deposit 
accounts,  which  must  be  entirely  independent  of  any  other 
deposit  accounts  for  rates  or  charges,  may  be  opened  for  the 
payment  of  Port  rates,  and  this  may  be  done  at  the  Collector's 
Office  on  and  after  October  26. 


Sicilian  Citrate  of  Lime. 

In  further  reference  to  the  paragraph  on  Sicilian  citrate 
materials  in  our  issue  of  October  8  (p.  567),  in  which  we  gave 
an  extract  from  the  Government  Commission  report  as  to 
fixing  the  "  minimum  price  "  of  citrate  of  lime,  the  Camera 
Agrumaria  of  Messina  informs  us  that  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  while  the  Commission  proposed  to  the  Government 
a  minimum  price  of  126  lire  per  100  kilos.,  the  Government 
fixed  it  at  130  lire.  The  Camera  also  state  that  the  Com- 
mission's estimate  of  the  stock  of  citrate  which  will  be  on  hand 
on  November  30,  1910  (6,200  metric  tons),  is  10  per  cent,  too 
high—in  fact  it  will  not  be  more  than  5,600  tons.  The  differ- 
ence is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Commission  had  estimated 
(for  the  year  beginning  December  1,  1909,  and  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1910)  sales  of  5,500  tons  only,  whereas  the  Camera  has 
already  delivered  5,700  tons  of  citrate,  and  will  have  delivered 
by  the  end  of  November  no  less  than  6,300  tons. 

Turkish  Canary  Seed. 

The  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Turkey,  in  its 
quarterly  report  for  September,  states  that  the  output  of  the 
new  crop  is  estimated  at  about  130,000  sacks,  or  a  fair  average, 
and  this  in  spite  of  the  deficient  sowings.  The  yield  has 
turned  out  high,  and  makes  up  for  the  decreased  acreage. 
New-crop  arrivals  are  now  in  full  swing.  They  ai-e  not, 
however,  as  heavy  as  anticipated  at  this  season,  owing  to  the 
lateness  of  the  harvest  in  all  cereals.  Old  stocks  in  Turkey 
total  about  25,000  to  30.000  sacks.  This,  added  to  the  output 
of  the  new  crop,  gives  a  total  of  155,000  to  160,000  sacks  as  the 
visible  supply.  From  this  total  probably  30  per  cent.,  if  not 
more,  will  be  held  locallv  bv  speculators,  and  the  remaining 
70  per  cent.,  equalling  105.000  to  110,000  sacks,  will  be  sold  for 
export  over  the  year.  This,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  states, 
will  barely  suffice  to  meet  the  world's  requirements  during 
the  next  ten  months,  the  more  so  as  no  seed  is  expected  to 
come  forward  either  from  La  Plata  or  Morocco. 

Japanese  Turpentine. 

The  British  Acting  Vice-Consul  at  Hakodate  reports  that, 
preliminary  experiments  having  proved  very  successful,  the 
manufacture  of  turpentine  by  the  Government  is  shortly  to 
be  begun.  Machinery  for  the  purpose  to  the  value  of  150,000 
yen  (about  15,300?.)  has  been  ordered.  It  is  hoped  eventually 
to  produce  a  very  large  amount  of  turpentine,  as  the  sources 
of  supply  are  almost  inexhaustible.  In  connection  with  the 
manufacture  of  turpentine  at  the  Government  laboratory, 
experiments  are  to  be  made  in  the  manufacture  of  gun-cotton. 
The  Acting  Vice-Consul  has  forwarded  samples  of  raw  turpen- 
tine extracted  from  the  tree  Larix  dahurica  Turcz,  known  in 
Karafuto  as  the  "  Rakuyosho,"  of  refined  turpentine  oil  pro- 
duced at  the  Government  experimental  laboratory,  and  of 
the  resin  left  after  the  extraction  of  the  oil ;  these  samples 
may  be  seen  by  British  firms  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73  Basinghall  Street,  London, 
E.C. 

German  Spirit. 

According  to  recently  published  official  statistics,  the  total 
output  of  spirit  in  Germany  since  October  1909,  and  inclusive 
of  September  1910  (61,357  hectolitres),  amounted  to  3.649,670  hi. 
In  the  same  period  the  consumption  for  industrial  purposes 
amounted  to  1,888,128  hi.,  of  which  1,497,120  hi.  was  fully 
denatured.  The  exports  for  the  whole  season  were  10,232  hi., 
and  the  stocks  at  the  end  of  September  stood  at  484,660  hi. 
The  total  production  of  spirit  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
1908-9  amounted  to  4,265,231  hi.,  the  output  of  spirit,  for  in- 
dustrial purposes  amounting  to  1,485,145  hi.,  of  which 
991,008  hi.  was  denatured.  The  consumption  of  spirit  for 
drinking-purposes  fell  to  1,800,422  hi.  since  October  1909, 
compared  with  2,602.121  hi.  for  the  1908-9  period.  The 
first  year  of  the  new  taxes  has  not  been  satisfactory  for 
the  spirit-industry  in  general,  consumers  having  previously- 
covered  their  needs  to  a  large  extent,  in  view  of  the  enormous 
rise  in  prices  due  to  the  spirit-taxes.  The  consumption  of 
spirit  for  drinking-purposes  fell  by  about  400,000  hi.,  or  about 
20  per  cent.  The  output  of  3,649,670  hi.,  compared  with 
4,265,231  hi.  in  the  previous  period,  has  not  entirely  met  the 
requirements  of  consumption,  as  the  season  opened  with 
dutiable  stocks  amounting  to  578,665  hi.  and  closed  with  stocks 
amounting  to  484,660  hi.  only.  This  is,  however,  largely 
accounted  for  by  the- conversion  of  visible  into  invisible  stocks, 
as  the  season  opened  with  practically  no  surplus  stocks  of 
duty  free  spirit,  and  closed  on  September  30  with  considerable 
stocks  of  manufacturing  spirit,  and  especially  of  denatured 
spirit.  An  exact  estimate  of  these  stocks  is,  however,  im- 
possible. The  production  of  denatured  spirit  was  50  per  cent, 
in  excess  of  last  year's  output  of  this  quality,  which  is  partly 
to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  Central  has  introduced 
the  system  of  sale  in  bottles,  which  necessitates  a  huge  dis- 
tribution to  the  various  depots  over  Germany,  but  does  not 
necessarily  indicate  an  increase  in  consumption.

Examination  Dispensing. 

[Bloomsbury  (62/63)  was  given  the  following  prescription  to 
dispense  at  the  recent  Minor  examination  in  London  : 

Strychninae    gr.  jfo 

Quinin  sulph  ...    gr  ij 

M  Ft  pil  ij  ter  die  mitte  24  varnish 
The  question  is  :  Are  a  thirtieth  grain  of  strychnine  and 
2  grains  of  quinine  sulphate  to  be  made  into  one  or  two  pills? 
We  have  repeated  the  prescription  without  full  stops,  which 
"  Bloomsbury  "  now  informs  us  "  were  not  present  in  the 
original."    We  subjoin  some  of  the  replies  we  have  received.] 

Sir, — I  and  my  assistants  are  unanimous  in  reading 
prescription  thus  : 

Strychninae    gr.  Js 

Quinae  sulph.  ...       ...       ...       ...    gr.  ij. 

M.      Ft.  pil.  ij.    Two  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day. 
Mitte  24.  Varnish.

Sir, — The   directions   of   the   prescription   quoted  in 
"  Bloomsbury 's  "  letter  are  open  to  two  interpretations  : 

1.  Misce.    Fiat  pilula.    Duse  ter  die  (sumendae), 

2.  Misce.    Fiant  pilulae  duse,  ter  die  (sumendae), 

both  of  which  are  perfectly  correct  extensions  of  the  abbre- 
viated Latin.  The  rendering  actually  intended  is,  of  course, 
a  matter  which  can  be  settled  solely  by  the  prescriber. 
Here,  therefore,  is  a  typical  instance  where  the  golden  rule 
"When  in  doubt,  consult  the  prescriber,"  should  be  put 
into  action.  But  how  can  you  consult  the  prescriber  when 
you  are  in  the  examination-room  ?  is  the  immediate  reply. 
Quite  easily.  No  bother  of  (commercially)  diplomatic 
interviews ;  no  special  messengers ;  no  telephone  mes- 
sages ;  no  patients  kept  waiting.  The  prescriber  is 
at  the  candidate's  very  hand  (too  close  to  be  pleasant, 
say  some).  Consult  the  examiner.  Point  out  the 
ambiguity  (but  before  the  interview  make  certain 
that  none  of  this  lies  at  your  door) ;  say  that  in 
business  you  would  refer  the  matter  to  the  prescriber,  and 
then  ask  the  examiner's  permission  to  regard  him  as  the 
prescriber.  Never  mind  if  you  are  half-way  through  the 
pills  before  noticing  the  discrepancy.  In  the  examination- 
room  putting  the  finished  package  on  one  side  is  regarded 
as  the  equivalent  of  despatching  the  medicine  to  the  patient, 
and  after  this  stage  explanations  would  be  of  no  avail. 
But  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  examiners  make 
such  allowances  for  nervousness  and  reticence  on  the  part 
of  the  candidate  that,  even  at  the  eleventh  hour  of  com- 
pounding, a  report  pointing  out  the  ambiguity  would  not 
be  unfavourably  regarded.

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Sir, — The  "  difficulty  "  presented  under  the  above  head- 
ing is  to  my  mind  no  difficulty  at  all.  If  "  Bloomsbury  " 
and  his  friends  would  have  only  taken  the  trouble  to  extend 
the  Latin  of  the  prescription  they  would  have  seen  at  once 
what  the  prescriber's  intention  was.  The  script  in  full 
reads  :

The  prescriber 
wants  the  quantity  given  to  be  made  into  two  pills  (for 
convenience  of  size),  and  to  be  taken  for  one  dose  three 
times  a  day.

Sir, — The  examination  dispensing  problem  in  Satur- 
day's issue  means  that  two  pills  are  to  be  made,  and 
the  two  pills  are  to  be  taken  thrice  daily.  All  the  same 
it  is  a  most  unfair  prescription  to  give.  Even  if  correctly 
interpreted  it  is  most  likely  to  upset  the  nerves  of  the 
dispenser  for  the  rest  of  the  paper.  Before  commencing 
the  candidate  ought  to  tell  the  examiner  this  was  one  he 
would  like  to  see  the  writer  of  as  to  his  intentions.  It  is 
a  "  catch  "  question,  and  is  no  "  test "  of  any  young  man's 
capabilities.

Why  do 
examiners  set  conundrums  in  the  Practical  ?  Why  not 
reserve  these  for  the  second  day  ?  Perhaps  the  examiner 
will  oblige  with  his  opinion.  Surely  he  reads  the  C.  <Sb  D. 
If  not,  why  not  ?

Sir, — In  reply  to  "  Bloomsbury's  "  letter  on  "  Examina- 
tion Dispensing,"  I  think  the  best  and  safest  way  out  of 
the  difficulty  would  have  been  to  have  made  for  twelve 
times  the  quantities  prescribed  and  cut  into  twenty-four 
pills  and  labelling  "Two  pills  three  times  a  day,"  thus 
giving  for  a  dose  strych.  gr.  ^  and  quin.  sulph.  gr.  ij., 
rendering  the  prescription  thus  :

it  to  be  made  into  two  pills  perhaps  to  meet  the  wish  of  the 
patient,  who  might  not  like  a  large  one.  It  is  the  same  as 
writing  a  prescription,  which  is  that  usually  adopted  in 
England,  thus  :

So  with  the  other,  the  pre- 
scriber wrote  down  the  dose  he  intended  to  give  and  ordered 
it  to  be  made  in  two  pills,  and  left  the  calculating  to  be 
done  by  the  dispenser.

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Sir, — The  prescription  as  written  presents  no  difficulty, 
as  the  instructions  clearly  state  that  the  quantities  of  in- 
gredients given  are  to  be  made  into  two  pills  to  be  taken 
three  times  a  day.  It  is  quite  a  common  occurrence  to  see 
"  Fiat  pil  ij  "  with  the  instructions  for  taking  following 
directly  after.  The  intention  of  the  prescriber  in  these 
cases  is  undoubtedly  to  give  as  small  a  pill  as  possible. 
Only  a  mere  novice  in  the  art  of  dispensing  would  find  any 
difficulty  with  such  a  prescription.

Is  the  Minor  Worth  While  ? 
Sir, — May  I  be  permitted  to  say  a  few  words  with  refer- 
ence to  the  interesting  letter  of  "Perplexed"  and  the 
equally  interesting  answer  of  "  Minor  Man "  which  ap- 
peared in  the  columns  of  your  worthy  paper  a  few  days 
ago  ?  There  is  no  doubt  about  it  that  ' '  Perplexed  "  only 
voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  greater  majority  of  students  in 
what  he  said.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  owner  of  drug 
stores,  the  Minor  certainly  does  not  seem  worth  the  trouble 
and  expense  entailed.  But  what  about  the  assistants  ? 
There  is  far  too  much  difference  made  between  a  qualified 
and  an  unqualified  assistant.  They  have  both  served  a  long 
and  a  very  expensive  apprenticeship,  and,  so  far  as  prac- 
tical business  knowledge  goes,  the  one  is  as  good  as  the 
other.  They  both  do  the  same  work,  and  except  for  the 
fact  that  the  Minor  man  has  learnt  a  lot  of  stuff  which  is  no 
earthly  use  to  him  in  business,  what  reason  is  there  that 
there  should  be  such  a  difference  in  their  weekly  wages  ? 
Take  the  life  history  of  an  assistant  from  the  beginning. 
While  at  school  he  has  little,  if  any,  idea  of  what  path  he 
is  to  walk  in  after-life ;  consequently  no  such  things  as 
professional  Preliminaries  bother  his  head.  But  when  once 
apprenticed,  and  after,  what  chance  has  he  of  passing  the 
difficult  Preliminary  as  it  now  stands  ?  He  is  kept  too  hard 
at  it  to  have  time  to  study,  and  what  little  time  he  has  on  his 
hands  the  natural  outside  air  calls  him,  and  without  the 
Preliminary  no  attempt  at  the  Minor  is  possible.  In  this 
way  Pharmacy  has  lost  many  valuable  and  clever  prac- 
tical men.  With  reference  to  the  shops,  why  could  not  a 
division  be  made,  as  suggested  by  our  friend,  upon  the 
lines  of  our  Irish  brothers  ?  Why  not  recognise  the 
holders  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  certificate  as  druggists  ? 
They  have  long  been  clamouring  for  recognition.  This 
would  leave  the  laurels  still  to  be  won  by  such  men  as 
"Minor  Man,"  and  he  could  dispense  doctors'  prescrip- 
tions all  day  long,  with  the  consolation  that  he  was  still

Shops  (No.  2)  Bill. 

Sir, — The  following  comments  on  the  Shops  (No.  2)  Bill 
may  interest  those  pharmacists  who  do  not  see  clearly  how 
the  proposed  legislation  will  affect  them.  I  believe  the  Bill 
will  be  brought  in  soon  after  the  opening  of  Parliament  on 
November  15  for  its  second  reading,  and  it  is  the  desire 


of  the  Home  Secretary  that  it  may  be  treated  as  a  non- 
contentious  measure,  and  if  that  should  be  the  case  there  is 
a  strong  probability  of  its  becoming  law  early  in  the  New 
Year.  These  comments  are  taken  from  "Explanatory 
Comments  "  on  the  Bill  by  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Giles,  perused 
and  revised  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck  : 

Section  23,  Clause  1. — Where  the  sale  of  medicines  or 
medical  or  surgical  appliances  is  carried  on  in  any  shop,  so 
much  of  Part  I.  of  this  Act  as  prohibits  the  employment  of  a 
person  after  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  on  more  than  three- 
days  in  the  week  shall  not  apply  as  respects  shop  assistants 
employed  for  the  purposes  of  such  sale. 

Comment  on  Section  23,  Clause  1. — This  clause  was  dealt 
with  in  Sir  Charles  Dilke's  Bill  by  placing  the  supply  of 
medical  or  surgical  appliances  in  the  Schedule  of  Exemp- 
tions.   In  this  clause  it  only  exempts  the.  assistants  in  such 
shops  from  the  requirements  of  not  working  after  eight 
o'clock  on  more  than  three  days  in  the  week.    It  leaves 
the  sixty-hours'  limit  for  the  working  of  assistants,  so  that 
apparently  the  assistants  in  chemists'  shops  may  work  after 
eight  o'clock  on  more  than  three  evenings  in  the  week,  but 
they  must  not  work  more  than  sixty  hours  in  the  week, 
exclusive  of  meal-times.    In  the  Shop  Hours  Act  of  1904 
the  sale  of  medicines  and  surgical  appliances  was  -included 
in  the  schedule.    This  clause  will  also  no  doubt  apply  to 
doctors'  surgeries  and  dispensing  departments. 
Section  23,  Clause  2. — Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent 
customers  being  served  with  medicines  or  medical  or  surgical 
appliances  on  any  weekday  after  the  hour  at  which  the  shop 
in  which  they  are  sold  is  required  to  be  closed  by  or  under 
Part  II.  of  this  Act,  or  on  Sunday,  or  shall  prevent  a  shop 
assistant  so  serving  customers,  notwithstanding  that  he  may 
be  employed  for  the  purpose  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
Part  I.  of  this  Act. 

Comment  on  Clause  2. — This  clause  deals  with  the  times 
at  which  anyone  may  serve  in  the  shop,  whether  employer 
or  assistant,  in  spite  of  any  closing  order  which  may  be 
made  by  the  local  authority,  or  the  compulsory  Sunday 
closing,  and  it  appears  to  suggest  that  he  might  be  em- 
ployed overtime  on  more  than  thirty  days  in  any  calendar 
year,  and  for  more  than  two  hours  on  any  day,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  supply  of  medicines,  etc. 

Under  Section  1  the  Local  Authority  is  compelled  (if 
there  is  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  particular  business  in 
favour)  to  fix  certain  closing-hours,  and  as  pharmacists  are 
not  exemot  from  these  provisions,  it  will  be  advisable  to 
seriously  consider  whether  the  opportunity  of  curtailing  the 
long  hours  and  lessening  the  mental  and  physical  strain 
should  be  lost,  particularly  as  the  hours  of  assistants  will 
be  limited  to  sixty  hours  per  week. 

The  legitimate  claims  of  the  public  are  safeguarded  under 
Section  23,  Clause  2.  Further,  the  sales  will  be  limited  to 
medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  if  the  closing 
orders  do  not  apply  to  pharmacists,  in  the  event  of  there 
not  being  a  two-thirds  majority  in  favour  of  closing. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  hear  the  opinion  of  pharma- 
cists as  to  the  proposed  new  legislation.

[There  is  nothing  in  these  quotations  and  comments  which 
has  not  repeatedly  been  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  last  year  and 
this.  The  novel  thing  is  that  people  are  waking  up  to  the 
contents  of  the  Bill — which,  we  may  add,  is  not  the  unopposed 
measure  that  Mr.  Churchill  says  it  is.  His  predecessor

Pharmacy  in  the  Far  West. 
Sir, — I  have  lately  arrived  here  from  England,  and  for 
the  benefit  of  any  who  may  think  of  coming  I  might  give 
my  experience.  In  the  first  place,  our  English  qualifica- 
tions count  for  nothing;  by  paying  an  entrance  fee 
of  $5  and  yearly  fee  of  $3  you  can  be  registered 
as  a  clerk  or  assistant.  A  man  qualified  in  British 
Columbia  is  given  the  preference  and  is  better  paid.  The 
salaries  are  from  $75  to  $100  a  month.  The  hours  are 
much  worse  than  in  England — from  8  a.m.  until  10  or 
11  p.m.,  and  no  half -holiday.  A  furnished  bedroom  is  $3- 
per  week,  and  food  costs  another  $3  to  $4  per  week.  Drug- 
stores here  sell  almost  everything,  including  candies  and 
drinks  of  all  kinds.  Rents  are  very  high.  In  spite  of  this 
drug-stores  are  numerous  and  all  seem  to  do  well.  Morphine 
and  cocaine  are  in  great  demand.  Medicines  and  lini- 
ments are  dispensed  in  white  glass  bottles  exactly  the 
same  kind.  A  mixture  of  liniments  of  aconite  and  bella- 
donna was  sent  out  without  a  poison  label,  not  evera 
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a  red  liniment  label  on  it.  Proprietary  preparations 
are  very  largely  prescribed.  American  and  Canadian 
assistants  are  generally  troubled  with  the  "  chewing-gum  " 
craze,  all  the  time  grinding  away  for  all  the  world  like  a 
cow  chewing  its  cud.  Their  manners  are  not  English. 
Altogether  I  only  recommend  British  Columbia  to  young 
men  who  can  come  out  and  take  the  Canadian  examination  ; 
even  then,  when  everything  is  taken  into  consideration, 
a  qualified  man  in  England  is  better  off  than  here.

How  to  become  a  Town  Councillor. 
If  "  Ignoramus  "  is  anxious  to  follow  up  Mr.  David 
Howard's  advice  to  engage  in  public  work  by  becoming  a 
Town  Councillor,  the  first  thing  he  has  to  do  is  to  take  a 
sufficiently  intelligent  interest  in  his  local  Council  and  its 
working,  so  that  when  he  is  ready  to  go  on  the  Council  he 
will  not  need  to  ask  brother  pills  to  tell  him  how  to  set 
about  getting  there.  The  fact  that  he  has  put  the  questions 
mentioned  in  his  letter  is  ample  evidence  that  he  knows 
nothing  about  public  work,  and  till  he  knows  a  little  he  may 
be  quite  sure  that  he  will  not  get  any  influential  ratepayers 
to  nominate  him.  My  advice  to  him  is  to  hasten  slowly, 
especially  if  he  is  a  young  man.  With  all  respect  to  Mr. 
Howard,  public  work  rarely  pays  the  retail  chemist :  but  if 
the  latter  has  a  good  going  business  in  which  he  can  leave  a 
first-class  qualified  assistant  in  his  frequent  absences  on  public 
concerns,  the  position  is  not  so  bad.  If  such  be  the  case,  let 
"Ignoramus"  take  an  interest  in  ward-meetings,  speak  at 
theirs  ask  questions,  criticise  the  schemes  of  his  burgh  in  an 
intelligent  way,  and  he  ought  to  be  fitted  to  do  this  specially 
well  on  public  health,  water,  sewage  questions,  and  the  like. 
Having  shown  he  has  the  interests  of  his  town  at  heart  by 
these  and  other  means,  such  as  letters  in  the  local  Press,  he 
will  soon  be  sought  after  ;  for  good  men  are  few  and  far 
between,  and  the  spontaneous  nomination  of  ardent  public 
workers  is  worth  a  score  of  nomination-papers  signed  by  his 
personal  friends.  Lastly,  in  certain  towns  it  is  necessary  to 
fight  on  political  grounds:  but  that  is  very  dangerous  for  a 
chemist's  business. — One  Who  Knows.  (71/48.)

Sip, — In  reference  to  the  note  in  last  week's  C.  <k  D.,  I  made 
up  the  mixture  all  except  the  ess.  cocci ;  I  allowed  it  to  stand 
for  one  hour,  then  added  the  es3.  cocci.  I  find  the  mixture 
thus  made  keeps  its  red  colour  very  well.

Butyl-Chloral  Pills. 

Sm,— "  Midland  "  [C.  &  D.,  October  8)  seems  to  have 
looked  for  trouble  in  the  making  of  the  butyl-chloral,  cam- 
phor, etc.,  pill,  and  evidently  got  it.  There  is  no  more  trouble 
in  making  the  pill  than  there  is  in  making  one  containing 


3  grains  of  aloin  and  ext.  gentian,  q.s. ;  nor  is  any  hygroscopic 
property  exhibited  so  far  as  I  can  see,  nor  would  I  expect  to 
see  any  in  two  such  ingredients.   In  fact,  made  as  follows,  it  is 
a  splendid  pill.    I  only  wish  they  were  all  as  easily  made  : 
Use  half  a  drop  or  so  of  S.V.R.  to  powder  camphor,  mix 
the  butyl  chloral  intimately.    Now  take  ext.  gelsemii  and 
about  eight  grains  of  stiff  extract  of  gentian,  and  mass. 
In  about  four  minutes  from  the  time  you  start  the  pills  are 
ready  to  varnish.  _  They  may  be  silvered  afterwards  if 
required,  or  otherwise  coated  as  desired. 

I  feel  sure  that  "  Midland's  "  difficulty  was  caused  by  using 
an  overdose  of  S.V.R.  to  powder,  which  acted  as  a  complete 
solvent  of  both  solids,  and  to  make  a  pill  of  which  was  after- 
wards impossible  without  allowing  the  spirit  to  evaporate. 
To  use  a  glycerin  base,  in  which  the  butyl  chloral  is  so  soluble, 
was  simply  courting  disaster.

Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  legal  information  in  "  The  Chemists' and  Druggists' 
Diary,"  1910,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 


Hants  (68/20).— The  effect  of  the  decision  of  the  House  of 
Lords  in  the  Bellerby  and  Bowen  case  was  that  Section  3  of 
the_  Dentists  Act  does  not  restrict  to  registered  dentists  de- 
scriptions of  places,  such  as  "  Dental  Surgery." 

B.  H.  H.  (70/67)  puts  the  following  question:  X  advertises 
balls  for  horses,  which  contain  1  grain  of  arsenic  in  each. 
Can  the  sale  take  place  legally  per  post,  without  any  signature 
in  the  poison-book,  to  a  complete  stranger  ?  The  bottle  is 
marked  "  Poison,"  and  states  1  grain  of  arsenic  in  each  ball. 
[The  balls  are  a  medicinal  preparation  of  arsenic,  and,  in 
consequence,  a  Part  1  poison.  They  may  be  sold  only  to 
persons  known  to  the  seller  or  who  are  introduced  by  persons 
known  to  the  seller.  Their  indiscriminate  sale  in  the  manner 
re'ferred  to  in  the  query  is  illegal.] 

Nom.cn  (55/23).—  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  lease  has  been 
surrendered  and  is  now  at  an  end,  as  the  offer  made  by  the 
landlord  was  accepted  by  the  tenant  and  the  transaction  com- 
pleted by  the  return  of  the  keys.  The  Stamp  Act,  1891,  pro- 
vides that  if  any  person  in  any  case  where  a  receipt  would  be 
liable  to  duty  refuses  to  give  a  receipt  duly  stamped,  he  shall 
incur  a  fine  of  10/.  To  compel  your  landlord  to  give  a  receipt 
you  would  have  to  give  information  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Inland  Revenue,  who  usually  insist  upon  the  giving  of  a 
stamped  receipt  as  a  condition  of  compromise  of  proceedings. 
There  must  be  an  actual  refusal  to  give  a  receipt,  and  not 
merely  a  neglect  or  omission  to  comply  with  a  request  to  send 
a  stamped  receipt. 

Wolf  (70/70).— The  permission  of  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  to  sell  dutiable  lozenges,  such  as  cough-lozenges,  in 
4-lb.  boxes  unstamped  was  given  because  the  Board  regarded 
such  a  package  as  a  sale  in  bulk.  The  concession  was  origin- 
ally made  in  respect  to  Harrington's  Cough-lozenges,  but  for 
any  other  proprietary  lozenge,  such  as  "  Jones'  Cough- 
lozenge,"  the  express  permission  of  the  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  must  be  obtained.  The  Board  have  informed  us  that 
it  must  be  understood  that  even  in  the  case  of  "  cough- 
lozenges "  which  do  not  fall  under  the  conditions  of  the 
exemption  in  favour  of  well-known  and  approved  remedies 
sold  by  qualified  chemists,  the  retailers  would  be  liable  to 
affix  a  stamp-label  if  they  sold  the  lozenges  to  the  public  in 
dutiable  packages,  but  not  if  they  sold  them  loose,  wrapped 
in  plain  paper  bearing  no  description  of  the  goods  nor  any 
recommendation  of  them. 

Stamp  (64/28). — Both  the  labels  make  the  capsules  liable  to 
stamp  duty  if  the  contents  are  not  an  entire  drug.  If  the 
possessive  case  name  is  not  used  on  the  label,  and  the  com- 
position is  disclosed  thereon,  the  capsules  will  be  exempt  from 
duty. 

Theodore  (63/27)  has  received  the  following  prescription: 
R   Bromidia  Jij. 
3j.  h.s.s. 

Can  this  be  legally  dispensed  and  sold  without  affixing  a 
patent  medicine  stamp?  "  Theodore  "  was  told  that  it  has 
been  previously  dispensed  for  Is.  bd.  by  one  of  the  large 
company  chemists.  As  the  profit  shown  on  the  transaction 
is  only  about  3d.,  it  is  clear  no  stamp  can  have  been  affixed. 

[The  absence  of  profit  is  no  proof  that  the  company  dis- 
pensed the  bromidia  unstamped ;  that  course  would  have 
been  illegal,  according  to  the  Revenue  authorities,  even 
although  the  bromidia  dispensed  was  from  a  bottle  which  had 
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been  stamped.  We  ourselves  are  not  convinced  that  it  is 
illegal  to  dispense  unstamped  duty-paid  bromidia,  provided 
the  dispenser  is  prepared  to  take  the  trouble  to  prove  to  the 
authorities  or  a  judge  that  it  is  duty-paid  (i.e.,  the  original 
stamped).  It  is  not  improbable  that  the  company  also  shares 
that  view.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquires.

TF.  /.  D.  (49/43). — Inflammation  of  the  Gums  due  to  arti- 
ficial teeth. — It  is  advisable  to  remove  the  false  teeth  for  a 
time  from  the  mouth,  as  the  denture  may  be  causing  the 
inflammation  and  should  be  examined  to  see  if  it  fits  cor- 
rectly, if  the  surface  of  the  denture  is  smooth  enough,  and  if 
there  are  any  parts  which  may  cause  pain  on  pressure  when 
in  the  mouth.  These  defects  are  remedied  by  being  filed, 
smoothed,  and  polished.  The  denture  should  be  frequently 
cleaned.  If  a  chronic  state  of  inflammation  has  been  set  up, 
weak  solutions  of  thymol,  phenol  sodique,  or  Listerine  should 
relieve  the  redness  and  tenderness.  If  the  inflammation  is 
unusually  severe  and  of  long  standing,  zinci-sulphas  solution 
(grs.  j.  or  ij.  to  the  3ss.  of  water)  should  be  applied  to  the 
inflamed  parts.  Other  inflammatory  conditions  of  the  mouth 
and  gums  are  frequently  caused  by  certain  forms  of  gastric 
disorders,  such  as  irritative  dyspepsia.  Excessive  smoking 
or  drinking  are  also  causes.  These  conditions  will  require 
general  as  well  as  local  treatment :  smoking  and  drinking  to 
be  moderated  and  any  dyspepsia  treated.  In  sore  and  spongy 
gums  Bartholow  recommends — 

Tannic  acid   3j. 

Honey  of  rose    3ij- 

Water  3iv. 

As  a  mouth-wash. 

Painting  the  gums  with  dilute  tincture  of  iodine  may  also 
be  beneficial.  The  treatment  is  continued  until  the  gums 
are  in  a  normal  condition,  and  the  plate  should  in  the  mean- 
time only  be  worn  when  absolutely  necessary,  so  that  the  gums 
may  have  as  much  rest  and  ease  as  possible. 

L.  J.  (59/36). — Scaelet-eed,  used  in  the  form  of  an  ointment 
for  promoting  skin-growth,  is  the  sodium  salt  of  amido-azo- 
benzene-azo-/3-naphthol-disulphonic  acid.  The  strength  of  the 
ointment  used  is  generally  8  per  cent. 

A.  C.  (57/73). — A  formula  for  terpin  elixir  was  last  given  in 
the  C.  &  D.,  January  15,  p.  85.  Terpine  hydrate  is  not  very 
soluble,  so  that  stronger  preparations  partake  of  the  nature 
of  emulsions,  the  terpine  being  suspended  by  means  of  acacia. 

F.  C.  (61/50). — Phenolphthalein  Tablets. — It  is  some  years 
since  we  published  the  following  representative  formula  for 
these  : 

Phenolphthalein    3iiss. 

Sugar  of  milk    3ij. 

Starch    gr.  xxiv. 

Peppermint  oil    rnij. 

Make  into  100  tablets.    Dose  :  One  for  an  adult. 

A.  E.  H.  (5/52). — (1)  Wing-disease  in  Pigeons. — The  disease 
is  due  to  fungoid  growths,  which  must  be  removed  before  a 
healthy  condition  can  be  brought  about.  As  you  have  found 
no  improvement  from  tincture  of  iodine,  try  a  weak  solution 
of  mercury  perchloride,  removing  a  few  of  the  feathers  to 
allow  of  better  ingress  of  the  solution.  Copper  or  mercury 
oleate  in  the  form  of  an  ointment  should  be  used  in  the  earlier 
stages  of  the  disease.  (2)  The  article  on  the  cultivation  and 
collection  of  medicinal  plants  which  was  included  in  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  for  1908  will  give  you  all  the 
information  you  require  on  the  subject. 

Amicus  (61/36). — Ess.  Vanill.e  Fort. — This  is  made  by 
cutting  up  Mexican  vanilla  (2  lb.)  or  wild  vanilla  (3  lb.),  and 
macerating  for  a  month  or  longer  in  a  gallon  of  spirit.  The 
marc  is  then  exhausted  with  a  quart  of  boiling  water,  the 
aqueous  and  spirituous  solution  being  then  mixed  and  filtered. 

C.  A.  L.  (Calcutta)  (5079)  wants  a  good  recipe  for  destroy- 
ing Fleas  in  Animals,  killing  cockroaches,  etc.  He  could  not 
do  better  than  employ  a  mixture  of  Dalmatian  insect-powder 
8  parts  and  naphthalene  1  part.  The  latter  is  apt  to  vaporise 
readily  in  a  warm  climate,  but  mixed  with  the  insect-powder, 
and  kept  in  a  closed  container,  it  retains  its  virtues  for  a  long 
time. 

J.  H.  G.  (60/1). — You  will  find  full  information  in  regard  to 
the  Minor  examination  in  our  Educational  Number, 
August  13.    You  may  repeat  your  other  query. 


X.  Y.  Z.  (70/71). — You  will  find  a  great  deal  of  information 
regarding  pharmacy  in  British  Columbia  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  Diary 
for  1909,  p.  212,  and  there  is  a  letter  by  a  Minor  man  in  this 
issue  of  the  C.  &  D.  The  Minor  examination  certificate 
entitles  the  holder  to  registration  as  a  clerk  (assistant). 

Vanilla  (69/41). — Artificial  Essence  of  Vanilla. — The  diffi- 
culty in  employing  vanillin  for  making  an  essence  of  vanilla 
is  that  the  colour  is  pale,  and  the  customer  judges  that  the 
preparation  is  weak.  This  is  partly  overcome  by  using 
caramel  or  an  azo  dye  ;  but  we  think  a  formula  for  an  artificial 
essence  such  as  the  following  is  what  you  are  requiring : 

Tonka  beans  ...       ...       ...       ...     2j  oz. 

Prunes,  bruised      .."   4  oz. 

Raisins,  bruised     ...       ...       ...     2  oz. 

Black  currants    1  oz. 

Orris-root    1  oz. 

Peru  balsam   6  dr. 

Treacle,  dark         ...    10  oz. 

Bruise  the  tonka  beans  and  infuse  for  three  hours  in  10  oz. 
of  hot  water.  Separately  macerate  the  prunes,  raisins,  black 
currants,  and  orris-root  (in  powder)  in  a  mixture  of  spirit 
25  oz.,  water  40  oz.,  add  to  this  the  infusion  of  tonka,  macerate 
fourteen  days,  and  add  the  other  ingredients  and  filter. 

T.  S.  (64/33). — Medical  Books. — More  ambitious  treatises 
than  "  Diseases  and  Remedies  "  are  Quain's  "  Dictionary  of 
Medicine  "  and  "  The  Practitioner's  Guide,"  both  published 
by  Longmans  at  one  guinea  each. 

IF.  T.  (69/7). — Beilliantine. — For  a  good-class  brilliantine 
of  the  separable  variety  the  following  is  excellent : 
Bergamot  oil, 

Rose  oil,  of  each    20  minims 

Neroli  oil    30  minims 

Powdered  turmeric         ...    '  ...     4  grains 

Absolute  alcohol    20  oz. 

Macerate  for  one  week. 
Half  fill  the  bottles  with  the  above  essence,  and  fill  up  with 
best  English  almond  oil.    When  required  for  use,  the  liquid 
is  well  shaken. 

Mizpah  (66/39). — Refer  to  the  Diary,  p.  460,  for  full  informa- 
tion regarding  the  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  benzine  and 
similar  liquids. 

M.  P.  W.  (68/50).— Artificial  Tinctdee  of  Musk.— You  do 
not  indicate  the  purpose  of  the  tincture  for  which  you  require 
a  formula.  The  title  seems,  however,  to  point  to  the  old- 
fashioned  artificial-musk  tincture,  which  was  formerly  much 
used  in  whooping-cough.    This  variety  is  prepared  as  follows  : 

Oil  of  amber   2  dr. 

Nitric  acid   ...    7  dr. 

Mix  in  the  open  air,  allow  to  stand  for  a  week,  wash  the 
resin  which  separates  with  distilled  water,  and  dissolve  it  in- 
Rectified  spirit    9  oz. 

Sweet  spirit  of  nitre    1  oz. 

Dose  for  children  :  Ten  to  twenty  drops  in  water  two  or 
three  times  a  day. 

A.  B.  B.  (68/2). — Turpentine  employed  in  boot-polishes  is 
oil  or  spirit  of  turpentine.  The  expression  spirit,  indicating 
an  essential  oil,  is  a  relic  of  the  early  use  of  that  designation 
as  the  generic  name  of  distilled  oils.

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 

was  established  in  1852,  and  designed  to  unite  the  educated 
and  reputable  apothecaries  and  druggists  generally,  from  all 
parts  of  the  country,  for  the  advancement  of  pharmaceutical 
knowledge,  and  the  elevation  of  the  professional  character  of 
its  members.  Among  the  special  objects  aimed  at  has  been — 
the  improvement  of  the  drug  market,  by  preventing  the  im- 
portation of  inferior,  adulterated,  or  deteriorated  drugs,  and 
by  detecting  and  exposing  home  adulterations.  We  have  a  law 
in  "  the  States  "  for  the  examination  of  all  articles  imported 
through  our  Custom-houses,  to  ascertain  whether  they  are  fit 
to  be  introduced  for  the  uses  for  which  they  are  imported,  and 
if  adjudged  unsuitable  they  are  shipped  again  to  the  port 
from  which  they  came.  Among  the  first  acts  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  the  endeavour  to  arrive  at  standards 
for  the  regulation  of  the  examiners  under  this  law.  They 
have  also  a  committee  appointed  annually  to  collect  and 
expose  instances  of  adulteration  in  drugs;  this  committee 
produced  last  year  an  admirable  report,  accompanied  by 
numerous  samples.

Chemistry,  after  lunch,  consisted  of  the  following  exercises  r 
Analyse  substance,  containing  not  more  than  two  acids  and 
two  bases ;  take  the  specific  gravity  of  succus  limonis ;  find 
the  number  of  grams  per  litre  of  citric  acid  in  the  solution 
given  (decinormal  solution  of  sulphuric  acid  provided).  The 
powder  contained  morphine,  potassium,  a  tartrate,  and  a 
chloride. 

Notice  to  attend  for  the  oral  examination  duly  arrived. 

Botany  came  first,  with  a  run  through  the  life-history  of  a 
fern.  Then  the  different  kinds  of  vascular  bundles  found  in 
plants,  and  also  three  slides  and  three  plants  (rue,  bella- 
donna, and  yarrow)  for  recognition.  Next,  the  chief  distin- 
guishing characters  of  five  natural  orders. 

Materia  Medica  followed.  Here  I  had  to  recognise 
guaiacum  raspings  and  log,  euonymus-bark,  liquorice-root, 
logwood,  sassafras-chips,  and  another  which  I  failed  to 
identify ;  also  to  describe  the  process  for  extracting  guaiacum 
resin. 

Prescription-reading  included  about  fifty  doses  and  trans- 
lation of  some  directions  and  three  scrips  into  full  Latin,  and 
two  calculations. 

Pharmacy. — I  had  to  recognise  mercury  ointment  and 
essential  oil  of  almonds,  and  to  describe  the  preparation  of 
aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia,  mercury  ointment,  solution  of 
bismuth  and  ammonium  citrate,  compound  spirit  of  ether, 
and  cherry-laurel  water ;  also  to  explain  various  kinds  of 
apparatus. 

Chemistry. — Give  Boyle's  Law,  Charles's  Law,  and 
Graham's  Law,  and  one  calculation  on  Charles's  Law.  Next 
the  preparation  of  ozone.  Formulae  for  the  oxides  of 
chromium,  and  method  of  distinguishing  CrOs  from  Cr503. 
How  to  make  sodium  salicylate  and  phenol ;  method  of 
making  phenol  artificially,  also  formic  acid  and  formaldehyde. 

Two  minutes  later  I  was  shaking  hands  with  the  President, 
having  safely  passed  through  the  stormy  way.
